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of rspelling this invasion. The expalnoo of the Pathan from Baodelkhand 
through the saooesHfal exertions of a Mahntta army was followed hy Bsja 
Chhatarsfll's adoption of the Peehwa u faifl sea, and by a diitribntion of his 
territory between his two le^timate sons, Hardi Sah and Jagat Baj, and his 
aoo by adoption, Baji Rao. By this arrangemeat the Peshwa beoame the 
tegitimate possessor of a large portion of territory in Bandelkhand, which was 
the earliest territorial acquisition of the Hahratta Government in Hindoatan 
and was conriderably extended by subsequent conquests. The two remaining 
shares of the possessions of Raja Chhatarsal continued to be held in small por- 
tjons by the nnmerouB descendants of his legitimate sonsj or by the nominal 
adherents and rebellions servants of the declining branches of that family.

CENTRAL INDIA AGENCY. 
PART II. 



I.-BUNDELKHAND.' 



Ihii B«jas of Bnndelkliand long atrn^led to maintun thar independeooe 
againrt the Mohamnudan powon of Delhi. Daring tha Utter end of the 
reign of Shah Jahan, a Chief named Champat Bai, asaertod his independen«a> 
and a n< >r djoasty in the eastern part of the provinoe wms fonnded by his aon 
Chfaatanal. Thewe»tam Cbiefe continoed more or leaa subject to Delhi. The 
territories of Chhatarsal were eetimatfid to produce a yearly land reveane of one 
kror of mpeee. His only strong fortress was Kalinjar, and his principal 
residence tiie city of Fanna, in the neighbourhood of wbieh are the celebrated 
diamond mines of Panna. 

Doriog the gOTemment of Raja Chhatarul, the prorince of Bnndelkhand 
was invaded by Mabaminad Khan Bangash, the Pathan Chief of Farrnkbabadi 
and the first Peshwa, Baji Bao, was invited from the Deoean for the purpose 
of repelling this invasion. The ezpalnon of the Pathan from Bondelkhaad 
through the soooesafnl exertions of a Hahratta army was followed by Raja 
Chhatarsal's adoption of the Peshwa as his son, and by a distribution of hia 
territory between his Iwo legitimate sons, Hardi 8ah and Jagat Baj, and hia 
toa by adoption, Baji Rao. By this arrangement the Peshwa beoame the 
legitimate possessor of a large portion of territory in Bundelkhand, which was 
the earliest territorial acqaisition of tha Hahratta Government in Hindustoti 
and was oonnderably extended by sabeeqnent conqnests. The two remaining 
shares of tha posseeeions of Raja Cbhatarsal continued to be held in small por- 
tions by the nnmerona desoendants of his legitimate sons, or by the nominal 
adherents and rebellions servants of the declining branches of that family.

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Madboji Sindhia, in his laBt uid oaooeMfal attempt to re-fistabliAh the 
Mahratta power and inflnence iu thd northern distriots of Hindustan, was 
attended by a etrongf reinforcement of troops from the Deccan, nnder the 
command of AH Bahadur, a grandson of Baji Rao, being the son of 
Shameber Bahadur, who was the offspring of the Peshwa and a MusalmaD 
concubine. On a former expedition of Madboji Sindhia to Hindnstan, a 
, nnmher of the nobles had abandoned the Muealmnn faction and influence at 
Delhi, and had attached themselves to the Mahratta leader. Among these 
was Raja Himmat Bahadur, the spiritual head and military commander of 
a large body of devotees, who bad acquired some territory in Bandelkbaud. 
Dissatisfied with hie treatment by Sindhia, Ali Bahadur^ at the instigation of 
Raja Himmat Bahadur, turned bis attention to the entire conqaeet of Bundel- 
khand. An agreement was accordingly concluded between Ali Bahadur and 
the Raja, by which a large portion of the province was, when conquered, 
to be coDsigned to the independent management of Himmat Bahadur, and 
its revenue to be exoluBively applied to the payment of a body of troops which 
the Raja engaged to famish and to maintain in the service of Ali Bahadur. 

The distracted state of the province of Bnndelkhandj which had long been 
a scene of domestic dissension and civil war between the Intimate descend- 
ants of Raja Chhatarsal, afforded at this time pecoliar encouragement to 
the ambitious views of Ali Bahadur. Of the territory which had descended to 
the two legptimate eons of Baja Chbatarsal and had been divided in unequal 
portions between them, the largest share, or that which was poesessed by Raja 
Hardi Sab, bad passed from the possession of his grandson, Hindnpat, to that 
of two rebellious servants of his family, named Bani Hnzuri and Kaim Baj 
Chaube, the former of whom had established independent authority at 
Panna, while the latter had obtained poflsession of the fortress of Kalinjar with 
the districts surrounding that fortress. The possessions also of Baja Jagat 
Kaj, after a long and severe eontest between his second son and his two grand- 
sons, Gnman Singh and Khnman Singh, the children of the eldest son of 
Jagat Baj, had been first distributed among the three, but they were after- 
wards entirely usnrped by the two latter, whose posterity were now contending 
in their turn for the sols possession of the whole of the inheritance of Jagat 
Baj. 

Ali Bahadur soon established his aathonty in the greater part of the 
province. The only serious resistance be met with was at Kalinjar, at the 
siege of which he died in 180S, after having concluded an arrangement with 
the Conrt of Foona, by which the sovereign and paramount right of the Peehwa 
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over all ihe conquests oC Ali Bfthadar in Buadelkhand was declared and 
acknowledged . 

AK Bahadur left two bodb, Shamiher Babadar and Zulfikar Ali. The 
former was at Foona at the time of hie father's death. Raja Himmat Baha- 
dur profeEsed at first the intention of supporting the right of Shamsher Baha- 
dur, and of maintaining the government of his father's possessions in his 
name and behalf till his arrival in Bnndelkhand. For this purpose avowedly 
he selected from the sevenJ Mahratta leaders who remained in Ali Bahadur's 
camp the maternal consin of the late Nawab, hy name Ohani Bahadur, who 
was accordingly declared the regent during the abaenoe of Shamsher Bahadur; 
Raja Himmat Bahadur retainiug, as before, the exclusive management of his 
own districts, and an increased infiuence over the mind and councils of the 
regent and of the native Chiefs of Bundelkfaand. 

About this period the declared hostility of the several subordinate Chiefs 
of the Mahratta Empire to the arrangements which were concluded by the 
treaty of Bassein, by which among other advantages the British Ooverament 
acquired territory in Bundelkhand yielding Rupees 36,16,000 a year, occasion- 
ed a formal declaration on the part of the British Government of their inten- 
tion oE maintaining the provisipus of that treaty; and this declaration was 
immediately followed by offensive operations on the part of Daiilat Rao Sindhia, 
and the Raja of Berar, and by no less hostile, though more secret and cautious, 
measures of aggression on the part of Jaswant Bao Holkar. 

In the plan of hostile operations suggested by the last named Chief 
the invasion of the British territories in the Qangetic Doab, and a preda- 
tory incnrsion into the districts of Mirzapur and Benares by the route of 
Bundelkhand, would appear to have been some of the measures to which the 
greatest importance was attached ; and for the execution of the project the 
Nawab Shamsher Bahadur was selected. 

Baja Himmat Bahadur, foreseeing in the success of this plan of the 
Hahratta Chiefs an immediate diminution of his own authority in Bundelkhand, 
determined to abandon the Mahratta interests, and to seek the permanent 
establishment of his own influenoe, with the aggrandisement of his posses- 
sions ia Bandelkhand, by assisting in ths transfer of the province from the 
Mahrattas to British rule. Accordingly, by an Agreement (No. I) conoladed 
at Shabpur on the 4th of September 1S03, it was provided, amo«g other 
stipulations, that a portion of territory in Bundelkhand, yielding an annual 
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leTeoae of tweotf lakhs of rnpeea, riiottld b« eeded to the lUja for tbe laain* 
ten&aoe of a body of troops ooder his oommand in the serTice of the British 
GoveTDmentj and, in coDsideration of the great advaDtages which were«xpect- 
ed front tbe janction of the power and infinenoe of Himmat Bahadar, and from 
hie zealous co-operation with the British force in their oooupation of Bondel* 
khaud and in the establishment of the British authority in that proTince, a 
permanent jagir in the British dominions was also promised to the Baja, the 
extent of it to be propoitiorted to the benefits which might afterwards appear 
to have been derived ftom his adherence to the terms of his engagement. Tbe 
immediate advantages which acomed to the British GoTemment from this 
arrangement were the great facility and assistance afforded to a detachment of 
their troops in crossing tbe Jumna into Bnndelkhand, which might otherwise, 
have been vigoroasly opposed by the united force of the Mahrattas and of 
Himmat Bahadur; and to the latter Chieftain tbe acquisition of a rich and 
fertile territory of more than donble tbe extent which he had possessed ander 
the former government, withontany considerable increase of bis former military 
establishment. Tiie districts which were specifically assigned to Raja Himmat 
Bahadur oomprised, with a few trifling exceptions, tbe whole of the territory 
contignoos to the west bank of the Jnmna from Allahabad to Kalpi. 

On the death of Baja Himmat Bahadur in 1804 these lands were resamed, 
and jagirs and pensions were assigned to his family. 

Daring the negotiations between the British Government and JUja 
Himmat Bahadur, Nawab Sbamsher Bahadur bad arrived in Bnndelkhand. 
Bnt his efforts to establiBh his aathority against the British Government were 
nnsQCcessfal, and be was content in 1804 to accept a provision (No. II) 
of four lakhs of rupees a year from that OovemmeDt, with permission to 
, reside at Banda. This provision was snbseqaentiy guaranteed (No. Ill) 
to him in 1812. Sbamsher Bahadur died in 1823, and was succeeded by hia 
brother, Znlfikar Ali. To him succeeded Ali Bahadnr, who joined in tbe 
rebellion of 1857, and was therefore deprived of tbe pension of fonr lakbs a 
year. He was removed to Indore, where be was placed under surveillance, and 
allowed for bis support a pension of Rupees 36,000 a year for life. He died 
in Aaguet 1873, and stipends amounting to one-third of tbe lapsed pensioa, or 
BapMs 12,000 a year, were assigned to his family. 

Of the territory ceded by t^e Peehwa, Governmeot retained in its own 
possession lands on the banks of the Jumna yielding about fourteen lakha, 
Kclusive of the territory granted' to Raja Himmnt Bahadur. The Chiefs 
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wbo held the mnainiQg portion were miintuned in their territorial rig^ta, 
with a view to seoare a barrier against the inroadi whioh were then meditated 
by Holkar. As the authority of the Feshwa in Bundelkhand was little more 
than nominal, it became neoessary for the paoifioation of the coantry to enter 
into engagements with the Chiefs holdings lands in the Peshwa's ehaie of the 
province, secaring to them the rights they enjoyed under Ali BahadaHe 
government on oonditdon of allegianoe and fidelity. The Chiefs in the western 
portion of Bnndelkhand were treated as independent, and treaties of friend* 
ship -and allianoe were formed with them. 

All the sovereign righte of the Peshwa in Bundelkhand were finally ceded 
to the British Qovemment on the extinctaon of the Peshna's power in 1917. 

Of the Bandelkhand States, fonr, namely, Jalann, Jhansi, Jaitpnr and 
Khadi, lapsed ' to the British Government; and six, viz., Chirgaon, Pnrwa, 
Tiroha, Bijaraghogarh, Shafagarh and Banpur, were confiscated, the fonr last 
named on aeconot of the rebellion of their Chiefs in 1867. Banpnr was 
cl«med by Sindhia, as forming part of the Chanderi district conquered by the 
Owalior Darbur in 1830. The claim was not admitted, but the Banpar terri- 
tory was made over to Sindhia ander the arrangemeDts connected with the 
treaty of 1860. Raja Bakht Bali, the ex-Chief of Shahgarh, died at Bindra- 
ban on the 28th September 187S, and Raja Mardan Singh, the ex-Chief of 
Banpur, at Muttra on the 2lind Jnly 1879. The latter was the representative 
of the oldest Bundela line, which lost Chanderi, Lalitpur, Kurwai and other 
districts to the Uahrattae. The Oovemment of India oontinned a pension of 
Bnpees 500 per mensem to Diwan Nirbhe Singh, his grandson, for the main^^ 
teoanoe of the family. 

There are twenty-nine States in Bnndelkhuid of more or less importance. 
Until 1888 Khaniadhana was included in this Agency ; but in that year its 
politioal supervision was transferred to the Besident at Owalior [tee Owalior 
Vol. IV). The only States whioh have formal treaties with the British 
Government are Orchha (formerly known also as Tehri), Datia and Samthar. 
Theother Chiefs hold their territories under sanada, and are bound by ikrar- 
namae or .deeds of fealty and obedience. 

All transit duties have been abolished at different limes in late years 
throughout Bnadelkhand. There are no extradition agreements with any of 
(lie States in the Agency ; extradition is efEeoted in accordance with the Extra- 
dition Act and the mlfls connected with it The area of native Bundelkhand 
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is aboni 11,000 square milea, with r popalatdon, aacordiog to the (proylsionai) 
figures of the censas of 1S91, of 1,&0S^00, 



(D.-LAP3ED STATES. 

As mentioned io the precedicg narrative, four of the Bnndellchand 
States have lapsed to the British Gorernment, namely, JoUun, Jhatisi, Jait* 
pur, and Khadi. 

1. Jal&uh. 

The Chief who was in poesesmon of J&lann at (he time of the BriUsh 
oocapation of Bundelthand was Nana Govind Bao. He joined Shamsher 
Bahadnr in his hostility to the British Government, and his territories were 
therefore occupied by British troops. But on his submission his estates were 
restored (No. IV) to him in 1800 with the exception of Ealpi and a few 
villages on the banks of the Jumna. In 1817 he was released (No. V) from the 
tribute and military service which Government had acquired a right to 
demand after the Feshwa had ceded to them all his sovereign rights in Bundel- 
Ichand; and be ceded to Government the district of Kande and some villages 
in the pargana of Chnrki. Nana Oovind Bao died in 1822, and was succeeded 
by his son, Bsia Bao Govind. On the death of Bala Bao Gavind in lySS 
withoat issue, his widow adopted her brother, Bao Oovind Rao, on whose 
death in 1810 the territory was held to have lapsed to the British Government. 

S. JUAVSU 

The first Treaty (No. VI) with Jhansi was made with Sheo Rno 
Bhao in If^Oi. He was succeeded in 1816 by his grandson Ram Chand Rao, 
with whom a new Treaty (No. VII) was made in 1817, after the 
Feshwa had ceded his rights la Bundelkhaod to the British Government. 
Bam Chand Bao died childless in 1836, and as the treaty of 1817 was inter- 
preted as guaranteeing the inheritance of Jhansi not to the descendants of 
Bam Chand Rao only but of Sheo Rao Bhao also, the succession of Raghunath 
Bao, nude of Ram Chand, was recognised. He also died without legitimate 
issue in 1838. The right of his brother Gangadhar Rao to the successioa 
was admitted, but, owing to his incompetence, the direct management of the 
State was retained by the British Government. The administration, how- 
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erer, was transferred to him in 181S, under oonditions specified in an Agree- 
ment (No. VIII) dated the 27th December 18«2. Gangadbar B*o died chUd< 
less in March 1858, and, ae there wae no male heir of any of the Chiefa 
-who ruled Jhaosi since its first connection with the British Government, the 
State was held to have lapsed to the British Qovemment. 

3. JaItfde. 

Tlie Jaitpnr estate was held by one of the descendants of Chbatarsal. 
The first Sahad (No. IX) of the British Government was given to Raja Kesri 
Singh on 20th September IK 18. On his death, the estate descended to his 
son Parichat, who was depoeed for rebellion in 1842. Then the estate was 
conferred on Diwan Khet Singh, who, as a descendant of Chhatarsal, had 
advanced claims to the State of Charkhari. On the death of Khet Singh 
in 1849 withont male heirs, the Jaitpnr estate lapsed to the British Govern- 
menfc. 

4. Kbadi. 

Khadi was a small jagir granted (No. X) in 1807 to Farsuram, leader 
of a band of planderera, with a view to the pacification of the province of 
Bundellchand. Farsuram died in 18&0. It was then ruled that the grant 
was merely for life, and the jagir was accordingly reeomed. 



OD'-CONFISCATED STATUS. 
The six Stutes or estates which, as narrated above, were confiscated in 
Bandelkhsnd were Chirgaon, Farwa, l^oba or Kirur, Bijaraghogarfa, Shah- 
garb, and Banpnr. 

1. CHIKOAOH. 
This was one of the eight Hasbt^Bbaya jagirs into which Diwan Rai 
Singh divided his jagir ef Baragaon (ttee ii^ra). It was confiscated in 1841 
on account of the rebellion of the jagirdar Bakht Singh* 

2. FUKWA. 

Purwa formed one of the Ealinjar Cbaube shares (see I'lt/ra), and was 
Iield by Fokhar Parsbad, son of Oovind Das. It was confiscated in 1856 on 
aoconnt of tbe complicity in murder of bis eon and sncceasor, Bisban Farsbad. 
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When Maihar (see infra) wae divided in 1 828 od the death of Darjan 
Siogli (No. LXXXIV), one ihare, Bijamghogarb, fell to the lot of his aecoad 
■on Prag Daa. The estate was ooafiaoated in 1858 for the rebellion of its 
bolder^ Sarju I^rsbad, son of Pmg Das, and in 18fi& it was ineladed in the 
territories administered bjr the Chief CommiMioner of the Central Provinoes. 

4. BBAHaASH. 

This estate also was oonfisoated, as noted above, for the rebellion of its 
Chief in 1867. Raja Bakht Bali, the ez-Chiaf, died at Bindraban on the 
Z9tb September 1878. 

6. Bahpck. 

This estate was claimed by Sindbia, and was evrataally made over to faim 
ander the arran^ments oonneoted with the treaty of 1800, after its oonfisca- 
tion for tbe rebeUion of its Chief in I8S7. The ez-Chief, Raja Mardan Singb, 
died at Mnttra on the 22nd July 1879. The Oavemment of India granted 
allowances for tbe enpport of his grandson, Diwan Nirbhs Singb, and his 
family. 

6. TlBOHA OB KlBDX. 

Amrit Rao of Tiroha was the son of the Feshwa Baghoba. On the 
flight of Bqi Bao to Bassein, Ilolkar wished to treat bis flight as an tb^ 
dication, and to pnt forward Amrit Rao as his saooessor. The advance of 
the British troops on Poona, however, defeated his plans. Amrit Rao opened a 
friendly correspondence with the British authorities, and an Agreement (No. XI} 
wasmadein 1808, gnaranteeingto faim and to his son a provision of eevealakha 
of rupees a year. Amrit Bao at the same time abandoned his pretensions to the 
Feshwaship. He selected Tiroha in Bondelkband as his residence, where a jagir 
of Rupees 4,691 was conferred on him. Amrit Rao died in 1824, and waa 
Buoceeded by his eon, Vinayak Rao. On Vioayak Rao's death in 1853, with- 
out issue, tbe pension of seven lakhs osased. He left two sons by adoption, 
Naraym Rao and Madho Rao. These joined in tbe rebellion in 1857, and 
their family estates were confiscated. Nanyan Bao died a prisoner at Hazari- 
bagh in 1860. Madho Rao was pardoned, in consideration of his youth, and 
was educated at Bareilly as a ward of the British Government. He attained his 
majority in 1860, and was permitted to draw the provision of Rapees 80,000 
a year whiob bad been made for him. He has been permitted to reside at 
Bareilly and purchase lands theret 
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(HI).— STATES HELD VNDEK TREATIES. 

The oaly three Sldtea in BundeUhaod with whiah formal treatieB hare 
been oonolnded by the British GoTemment are, aa mentioned above, Orcbha, 
Datia aitd Samthar. 

1. OaCHHA. 

Orohba, which wbb formerly known aUo as Tehri, is the oldest and 
btgfaeat in mok of all the Bnndela States, and was the only State in Bnndel- 
kband which was not held in sabjectioa by the Peshwa. The Mahrattaa, 
however, severed from Orchba the territory which formed the Staf« of JhanBiJ 

Raja Bikramajit Mahendar was the raling Chief of Orohha when the British 
entered Bandelkhand, and a treaty of friendship and defensive alliance (No. XII) 
was ooQcladed with him on the 23rd December 1812. This Chief foi-mally 
abdicated in favour of his son Dharampal, but on the death of the latter with- 
oat isene, Bikramajit again assumed the government of his State. He died in 
IttSl and was sncceeded by his brother, Tej Singh, who died in 1812, having 
previonsly adopted his oonsin's son, Sujan Singh. Sujan Singh's right was 
dispnted by the Larai Bani, the widow of Dbanunpal, who claimed the right 
to adopt a snccessor to the State. The pretensions of the Larai Baoi led to 
eeiioue dlstnrbances, bat as the adoption of Sajan Singh was acknowledged 
by the British Government and acquiesced in by the neighbonring Chie&, 
Goveromest established Snjan Singh in tlie suooessioD and appointed the 
Bani as regent till he Attuned his majority. 

Snjan Singh died a few months after he had reached his majority. On 
bis death his widow was permitted, with the advice of the principal Bundela 
Chiefs, to adopt Hamir Singh, a collateral relation of the family and then 
a minor. In 1S62 Hamir Siugh received a eanad [No. XIII) guaran- 
teeing to him the right of adoption. The Larai Bani administered the State 
as regent, but died in 1867, shortly after Maharaja Hamir Singh had been 
invested with the management of his State. Hamir Singh died in Maroh 
1874. His younger brother Fartab Singh, then twenty years of age, was 
recognised as his successor, and a British officer was tea^rarily deputed to 
supervise the administration of th« State. 

Fartab Singh was entrusted with the government on the 4tb June 1874. 
TIte British officer was withdrawn in May 1876r All transit duties were 
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ftboliehed in the Orchha SUte in 1880, ind tb» fact wai notified in tbe Gatette 
lif India. 

The Mthuntja of OrchhR formerly paid • tribute of Rapees 3,000 to 
Jhanai for the jagir of Tetauli. This payment poned to the British Goveni- 
tnent on the lapse of Jhansi, bat was lenutted as a reward for the services of 
the Maharaja in IS67. The iatimrari rerenae of the village of Mohanpar 
amoantiDg to Rupees 200 was at the same time remitted. 

A salute of fifteen guns attaohes to the Ctuefsbip ; the present ruler, 
Fartab Singh, receives a s^ute of seventeeu guns as a personal distinctioik. 
In 1886 the Government of India conferred on the Chief as a hereditary 
distinction the title of "Saramad-i-EUjaha-i-Bundelkhand" or " First of 
the Prinots of Bundelkband/' and he haa also received the title of " Sawai " 
as a hereditary disttnotion. 

In 1884 the Mahan^ made over land free of cost for the Jhansi'Manik- 
par State Railway (now the Indian Midland). Subsequently he claimed conf 
pensation ; and under the special circomstaDces of the case the Government 
of India paid compeuBation. Civil aod criminal jurisdiction in the lands 
acquired for the railway waa (No. XIV) ceded by the Maharaja to the 
British Government in 1888. 

The area of Orchha is about 1,93S square miles; and the population 
is 333,366 (census of 1891). The revenues of the State are estimated 
at nine lakhs of rupees, but about one-half of this amount is alienated to 
relations of the Chief and others. Id 1890 tbe military establishment, in- 
cluding irregulars, consisted of 360 cavalry and 4,200 infantry, with 90 guns 
classed as serviceable, and lOO ganners. 

In 1887 the name of the capital of the State was changed from " Tehri " 
to "Tikamgarh," and the State and the Darhar were officially styled 
" Orchha," thus avoiding the former conEusiou with tbe Tehrt (or Oarhwal) 
Stat« in the North^Weatem Proviooea. 

2. DATIA. 

Datia was in origin an otFshoot of Orchha, as regards both the State 
and the family of the Chief. The territories of Datia came under the sn- 
premacy of the British QoTernment with the other territories in Bundelkhaod 
ceded by the Feshwa under the treaty of Bassein, The first Treaty with this 
State was concluded with Raja ^riohat oa Utb March 1804 (No. XV). 
After the deposition of the Feshwa in 1817, a tract of land on the east of the 
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rirer Sind wu added to Datia na a lew&rd for the attachment of the Raja to 
the British OoTenunent^ and a new Treaty (No. XVl) was made with 
him. Raja Parichat died in 18S9 vithout issae, haviug previonBly adopted 
a foandling, Bije Bahadar, whose saccession was recognised. The succession 
of Bije Bahadur was oj^sed by Diwan Madan Uingh of Baraani, a colla- 
teral branch of Fariehat's family, oo the grounds of Gonsangniiiity and an 
eld agpeemeat that, in the event of the Datia Chief dying without male heirs, 
the snocesfflon wonld lie in the Barauni family. Bat as Government had 
already recognised the adoption of Bije Bahadur, and as the country was fairly 
governed, and the succession was agreeable to the people, the claims of the 
Barauui family were set aside. The Tbakur of Barauni also endeavoured to 
obtain a recognition of the distiuct tenure of his jagir in independenoe of 
the Chief of Datia, but in this be did not succeed. 

Bije B^adur, who died in 1857, left an illegitimate son, Arjnn Singh, 
but was succeeded by hia adopted son Bhawani Singh, the present Chief, then 
a minor. In consequence of disturbances caused by the advocacy of the claims 
of Arjun Singh, who was supported by the Bani Regent, Arjnn Singh was 
removed From Datia. Subsequently a rebellion was raised by the Rani and her 
followers, who seized the fort of Seonda. The fort was reduced by a British 
force, the chief rebels were sentenced to imprisonment for life in the fart of 
Cbnnar, and the Rani was placed under close siirveiDance. The claims of the 
Barauni branch of the family to the succession were again brought forward 
and rejected in 1861, Arjnn Singh died at Nowgong od the 30th September 
1«87. - 

In 1862 all transit duties were abolished in Datia. 

In 1879 the Maharaja entered into an Agreement (No. XYII) with the 
Government of India to etop the manufacture of salt in the town of Datia, 
and to limit the ont-turn in certain parganas to 16,500 mauuda annually. 
In consideration of the loss he would sustain by this agreement, it was 
arranged that he should receive Rnpees 10,000 a year. The engagement 
contained restrictions regarding the import, transport, and export of salt not 
covered by a British pass. The prohibition regarding the import of salt was 
tentatively withdrawn in 18S4. 

In 1882 a qnestion of much importance to the State, which had been 
pending for many years, was decided. It related to the devolution of shares 
in the Baranni jagir. The main point involved was the origin of this estate, 
and it was definitely ruled that tbe jagir was a grant entirely independent of 
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Datia, made from Delhi, and that the Maharaja coald not therefore olaim to 
stand in the Bame relation to Baiauni as he might to jagirdars holding nnder 
a grant from his State, thongh the Thaknrs moBt be eonsidered as politically 
subordinate to Datia. 

In the same year the Maharaja oeded land for the Betwa canal, reeeiTing- 
paTinent for the area acquired. In 1888 an Agreeinent (No. XVIII] wae nego- 
tiated between Government and the Darbar regarding cession of jarisdiotioD 
and <Ahar matters eonBect«d with the canal. 

In 1888 the Chief ceded (No. XIX) to the British Government civil and 
criminal jnrisdiction in the lands which had been acquired in 18H4 in tlie 
Datia State for the present Indian Midland Railway. A question of com- 
pensation arose, similar to that which waa discossed in the case of Orehha, 
bnt the Habaraja declined to reoeive any payment from Government for the 
land he had made over for the railway. 

The Chief is entitled to a salute of fifteen gnns. The privilege of adop- 
tion has been conferred on him (note to No. XIII}, and he has received the 
titles of " Maharaja " and " Lakendar." 

The area of Datia is 8S7 square miles, and the population by the 1891 
census is 185,664. The revenues are estimated at Rupees 10,00,000. The 
Maharaja of Datia pays to Sindhia, throagh the British Government, Bupees 
15,000, Nanak Shahi onrrency, on account of the pargana of Nadigaon. 

According to the returns for 1890, the military force of the State, 
including irregulars, consists of 44 guns (serviceable), 180 gunners, 9 J'Q cavalry 
and &,203 infantry. 

8. SAMTHAB. 

The State of Samthar was separated from Datia only one generation 
previous to the British supremacy in Bundelkhnnd. When the British entered 
the province. Raja Ranjit Singh requested to be taken into the friendBhip 
and protection of the British Government; but no definite arrangement was 
made till 1817, when a Treaty (No. XX) was oonclnded with him, 

Banjit Singh died in 1827, and was succeeded by his son Hindupat. In 
1868 the Bani was allowed to administer the State as regent, the Raja 
being of unsound mind. Hindupat bad two sons, Chhatar Singh and Arjun 
Singh, the latter of whom was commonly known as AH Bahadur. In 1864 
Chhatar Singh, having attained his majority, asserted his claims to rule the 
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State, and thsy wen iMOgaiaei by the GoTernment of India. In 1866 tlie 
pirgsna of Amm, roogUy eqairalrat to a qaartar of thn State, was aaiigned 
to Hid Rani For the maintenance of herself, her hnaband and her yotinj^r son. 
The Rani died in 1880, bnt the amngemente were not disturbed, the awign- 
iwnt of the Amra pargana oontinuiag for the enpport of All Bahadar and the 
«x-Chief. In 188S, owing to the inconventenoeB which Ali Bahadur's mani^e- 
ment oreated, the pargana of Amra was restored to Samthsi, the detached 
Tillage of Sami as well as cash allowances being assigned for the maintenanee 
of Ali Bahadur and his father, who were direoted to vacate the Amra fort aa 
Kion as suitable accommodation bad been provided for them at Sami. The ez- 
Chief Hindupat died at Sami on the 8tb September 1890. Having r^aid to 
tbe length of time which had elapsed since Chbatar Singh had been da /acta 
raler of the State, the Government of India decided that there was no 
necessity for the rormal recognition of his snocession. 

In 1888 the claims of this State to an annual payment of Rapeea 730, 
formerly made to it by the Jhansi villages of Manikpuia and Nandpura, were 
admitted; and in full satisfaction of them tJte village of Ssjanni in the 
Jolana district was transferred to Samthar. 

In 1872 all transit dues were abolished in Samthar territory. 

In connection with tbe general scheme for the equalisation of salt dnties, 
an Agreement (No. XXI) was made with the Maharaja in 1879. By this he 
nndertoob to control the manufacture, import, transit and taxation of salt, 
and was allowed in return an annual snpply free of cost of 60O manndd of 
salt for consumption within hia State. 

In 1881 this agreement was revised at the request of the Maharaja, who 
now receives Rupees 1,450 annually in lieu of the snpply of salt above men- 
taoned, and the restrictions which the agreement of 1879 oontained relative to 
the import, export, and transit of salt were tentatively withdrawn. 

In I8S2 the Maharaja ceded land for the oonstmotion of the Betwa cana}, 
and was paid oorapensation. In 1883 an Agreement (No. XVIII) was 
n^otiat«d with the Mahanya regarding cession of jurisdiction and other 
matters connected with the canal. 

In 1888 the Maharaja ceded (No. XXII) to the British Government 
oriminat and civil jurisdiction in the lands which had been acquired in 1 884 
fsr tbe present Indian Midland Railway. Questions as to compensation arose 
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similar to those in Onhba and Datia, &nd the OoTerDment of India sanctioned 
tlie payment of oompeneatton to the Maharaja j bat he deolined to accept it. 

The Maharaja of Samthar is entitled to a Balute of eleven gnns. He has 
received the right of adoption (No. XXIII). The State is held subject to 
relief on sucoeBsion, bnt at the Delhi Assemblage of 1877 the obligation 
to pay nazarana na direct sacoessione was remitted. In that year the pre- 
sent Chief, Chhatar Singh, received the title of " Maharaja " as a personal 
dieti notion. 

The revenues of the State are estimated at Rupees 1,00,000, The area 
is said to be 174 square miles, and the popolation by the census of lb91 is 
40,837, lo 1890 the military force, includiog irregulars, consisted of 290 
cavalry and 2,275 infantry, with 6 guns classed as serviceable, and 50 gunners- 



(IV).— STATES HELD ITNDEE SANADS. 
The Chiefs in Bundelkhand who hold their States under sanafis, and are 
bound by ikraroamas, or deeds of allegiance, are twenty-six in number. 
Of these eight are descendants of Raja Chhatarsal. Chhatarsal had twenty- 
two legitimate and thirty illegitimate bods. Four only of flie former bad 
offspring, namely Padam Singh, Hardi Suh, Jagat Raj, and Bharti Chand, 
Chhatarsal divided* hit) poBsesBions between Baji Rao Peshwa and his two 
soiiB, Hardi Sah and Jagat Raj. The diasensions in the family, however, 
broke up the possessions of the two sons into a number of small States, and 
prepared the way for their conquest by All Bahadur. On the death of Ali 
Bahadur, at which time actual possession formed the basis of the engagements 
between the British Government and the Chiefs of Bundelkhand, the following 
States were held by the desoendants of Chhatarsal : — by the descendants of

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bie second son Hardi SkIi, the States of Fauna and Lughasi ; by the descendants 
of bis third son Jagat Baj, the States of Cbaikhari, Bijawar, AJaigarb, Sarila 
and Jaitpor ; the State of Jigni hj a grandson of bis eldest eon F&dam Singh ; 
and the State of Jubo bj a great-gnndson of Bharti Chand, the foarth son. 
The State of Beri was held by a deecendaot cd Jagat Raj in the female line. 
Besides these States held hy aotoal deseendante of Ghhatarsal, the following 
States were formed ont of the territories over which he ruled ; Cbhatarpnr, 
BaranodbA, the Chaube jagirs, Bihat, Alipura, Ganrihar, Naigawan Kibai 
and Oarauli. 

A fandamental principle in the arraDgements made by the British Gov- 
ernment in Bundelkhand was originally declared to- be the confirmation of 
the Chiefs of that province ia the poseession of such parts of their ancient 
territorial right as were held under Ali Bahadur's government, subject to tlie 
conditions of their allegiance and fidelity to the British power; their re- 
nooDoing all views of future aggrandizement j and their abandoning such . 
parts of Ali Bahadur's oonqueste as had been acquired by them subsequently to 
his death. It was also resolved to form arrangements with some leaders of 
plondering bands who were not hereditary Chiefs, but whose hostility was 
directed solely to the abject of obtaining subsistence, and to grant them some 
territory with a view to the pacification of the couutry. At first it was the 
policy of Government to leave the protection of their territories to the Chiefs 
themselves, and to exact no tribute or reveune from them. In several of the 
engagements executed in 1S05 and 1806 it was therefore distinctly stipulated 
that the Chiefs should renonnce all claim to the aid and protection of Govern- 
ment. Experiet ce, however, soon showed the necessity of departing from this 
principle, and of declaring the Bnndelkhand Chiers to be subordinate to, and de- 
pendent on, the British Government. But it was not the intention of Govern- 
ment to establish its laws and regulations in the States of these Chiefs ; and to 
remove all doubts on this subject, these States were declared by Regulation 
XXII of 1812 to be exempt from the operation of the general Regulations and 
from the jurisdiction of the civil and orimiuat courts. The particular clauses 
of the engagements made with the Chiefs^ which imply a right of jurisdiction 
oq the part of Government, have been generally understood to convey excla- 
sively a right of political jurisdiction, that ia to say, a right to interfere for 
the settlement of diapnted claims, differences and disputes of any kind, not 
through the channel of the courts of justioe, but through the agency of the 
representative of the British Ooverament in Bundelbhand. 
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Tte engagemente made trith tbe Ststee held under ssnad an Qetrly all 
alike. Thsy declare geneially that the territory was reoeiTed by eessioa from 
the Peahwa and aoaezed to the British dominions, bat that the States of th« 
Chiefs were oontinoed to them from motives of justice, beneTolenee, aod good 
faith ; they bind the Chiefs to implicit sabmission, loyalty and attaohment 
to the British Oovemment ; they retitrire them to govern well ; to inorease the 
coltivation of their territories and make the ryots cont«nted; to deliver ap 
criminal refugees ) to seise thieves and robbers and make them over to 1^ 
British Government. They are liable to suob control, not inoonsiBtent with 
their engagements, as the British Government may see fit to exercise^ and the 
rights and powers of iba. Chiefs are limited to such as have been expressly 
conferred, ^ose Chiefs on whom special powers have not been conferred 
are obliged to refer all heinous cases, involving sentence of death or trans- 
poiiation or imprisonment for life^ to the local officers of tbe British Govern* 
tnent. 

All transit duties have been abcdished in the Bnndelkhand States at 
different dates during the last twenty years, Hie abolition being nsnally 
notified in the Qaeette of India, as in the case of Orohha in 1S80. 

The Bajknmsr College has been established at Nowgong for the edoca- 
Uon of the sons of the Chiefs and jagirdars of Bundelkhaod. Oovemment 
provided a building for the Collegeand bearf the charge of the Principal's pay; 
all other expenditure is met by yearly contributions from Native States. 

It is extremely difficult to estimate the revenue of tbe Bundelkhand 
States, owiug to the prevailing practice of giving Urge tracts of land on 
serviee tenure instead of collecting tbe tevenoe and paying' cash for service. 
None of the Bundelkhand Chiefs pay tribute in respect of the ^ole of their 
States ; hot five, namely, Charkhari, Fanna, Ajsigarh, Bihat and Paldeo, do so 
for certain villages or districts. The total amount of tribute paid annually by 
these five States is Rupees 27,194-6.6. 

1. PANNA. 
When the British power entered Bundelkhand, Baja Kishor Singh vm the' 
Chief in poBsesuon of Panna, which was then ia a most disorganised eonAitioa. 
A sanad (No. XXIV) was oonfened upon hhn in 1807 on his subseribing 
a deed of allegiaooe. This sanad confirmed him in the possesnoB of 802| 
villages and three parganos. Hany of the villages included in the sanad 
were, however, in the possession of men who had wrest«d them from the R^ja- 
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■Bcl refused to give tbem up; bat with the aid of the British GoTemnaent he 
recovered not only these, bat man; other villages not entered in the sanad * 
A (reab sanad (No. XXV} was therefore gnuted to him in 1811, by which he 
received in perpetuity 1,368^ villages. 

The oppressive oonduet of Baja Kishor Singh forced tbe British Goveni- 
meot OD several occasions to ioterpose. In 18S3 he entrusted the manage- 
ment o( his State to Kiiar Partab Singli of Chhatarpur for foar years, and 
the engagement was guaranteed by the British Government, But before the 
end of the period the conduct of Kishor Singh led to his expulsion from Fanna, 
and the appointment of his son, Harbans Rai, as regent. Kishor Singh died 
ID exile in ISSk Harbans Rai,' having no ohildrea, was sneceeded in 1S19 
by his brother Nirpat Singh; bat the snccessioa of Nirpat Singh was not 
acknowledged by tbe British Government till he had issued orders for the 
probibitioa of aati througiiont tbe Panna State. 

As a reward for services rendered during the mutiny of 1857, Nirpat 
Singh received a bhilat of the value of Rupees 20,000, and was granted a 
■alute of eleven guns; but in 1S62, in cooseqaenoe of his resisting tbe settle- 
ment of boun<1ary disputes, he had to be warned of the terms of allegiance oa 
which be held bis State. In 1868 the Chief oeded lands (No. XXVI) for 
railway purposes. Ha also received in 1867 a sanad (No, XXVII), confer- 
ring upon him under certain conditions supreme criminal jurisdiction within 
bis territories. In 1869 the title of "Mabendar" was granted to him by 
Sanad (No. XXVIII) in recognition of bis loyalty to Uie British Qovem- 
ment. This title was in 1876 made hereditary. Tbe privilege of adoption 
was conferred ou this Chief (No. XXIX) in 1862, 

Maharaja Nirpat Singh, whose liberality in alleviating the distress which 
prevailed in BundelUiaud in 1869 had met with the marked approval of 
Government, died in June 1870, and was succeeded by his eldest son, Kudra 
Partab Singh, the present Chief, On 1st January 1876 Maharaja Rudra 
Partab Singh was invested at Calcutta, by His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales in person, with the insignia of a Knight Commander of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. He was granted a salute of 13 gnns as 
a personal distinotiou at the Delhi Assemblage (1877) ; the salute attaching 
to the Chiefship is 11 guns. Supreme jurisdiction under certain conditions, 
which were modified in 1891, was conferred on Maharaja Budra Partab Singh 
by Sanad (No. XXX} in 1887 (»« AjaJgarh, infra). 
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The ana of Fanna is estimated at 2,668 sqnKre tpiles; the popolaltoit by 
the 1891 cenBOB is S39,05S. The revenues are about fire lakhg of rupeM,. 
Ifut mncli o£ this amoaot is alienated. A BmaU and fluctuating revenue ia also, 
derived from the diamond mines near Panna. The Msharaja j»y» a tribute 
of Rupees 9,955 on the districts of Seorajpur and Ektaua. The Chief had in 
iS90, iuclnding irregulars, a military force of 165 cnvalry and 1,167 infantiy, 
vith 11 guns classed as serviceable and 67 artillerjmeo. 

S. LUOHASL 

Diwaa Dhiraj Singb, grandson of Hard! Sah, was in possession 
tff seven villages daring the goTernment of the Bundela Rajaa and aleo 
during the period of Ali Bahadur's authority. After the establiebment of the 
British Government he was maintained in possession, and on the 9th December 
1808 received a Sanad (No. XXXI) after executing the usual daed of allegi- 
ance. 

In consequence of the infirmities of age Dhiraj Singb, in I8I4, requested 
{wrmiseion to abdicate in favoar of his second son Sardar Singh, in preference 
to bis eldest son Fadam Singh, vho four years before bad rebelled against 
him, and bad only submitted before a detachment of British troops, and on re- 
eeiving aseparateassignment of land foihissupporti This was sanctioned on 
eondition of Padam Singh being permanently secured in bis jagir, in order that 
he might not be driven by bis neoeseittee to any desperate steps in asserting hiv 
claim to the succession. It was not considered necessary to issue a new sanad 
to Sardar Singh. Dhiraj Singb died in 1819. 

During the mntinies of 1867 half the villages of Laghasi were laid waste 
by the rebels in consequence of the fidelity of Sardar Singh to the British 
Government. In reward for his services Sardar Singh received the title of 
Bao Bahadur, a jagir of Rupees 2,0CO a year, and a khiUt worth Rupeea 
10,000. The privilege of adoption, accorded to him at the same time, was. 
subsequently conBrmed by Sanad (No. XXXII). 

Sardar Singh died on the 8th April 1S60 and, his son Marat Singh having 
died previously, was succeeded by his grandson Hira Singh. Hira Singh 
engaged in 1862 (No. XXXIII) to keep cleai' roads throagh the jungles in 
the jagir which was granted to bis grandfather. This agreement was ia 
1873 modified to the extent that certain "Bakhel" land in the village of 
Chaukhra was restoriid to the jagiidar as it was oaltnrable; white he, on hia 
part, provided 600 bighas of grnes land in Barat Sureri for the horses of the 
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cavalry regiment qnartered at Nowgong. Hira Singh died ia 187* and was 
mcceeded hy his bod Bso Bahadur Khet SiDgh, 

The area of Laghaei ie 17 square mites ; tho population (1891) ia 0,703, 
and the revenue Rupees 10,000. The military force consists (1890) of 5 guns 
^classed as Berviceahle), 4 guaners, 6 cavalry, and 78 infantry, all irr^ulars. 

S. CHAREHARI. 

During the dissensions which long raged among the descendants of 
Cbhataisal, Bij« Bahadur lost possession of the Stiite of Cfaarkburi; but, 
whsD All Bahadur invaded Bandelkhand, Bije Bahadur accompanied b:m. 
All the Charkhari territory was conquered by All Bahadur, wbo assigned to 
Sije Bahadur lands yielding about four lakhs of rupees on his entering into en- 
gagementa* of fidelity and allegiance. 

Bije Bahadur was the first of the Bundela Chiefs who submitted to the 
anthority of the British OoTernment; and a Sanad (No. XXXIV) was 
granted to him in ISO'l. A new Sanad (No. XXXV) was given to him in 
1811, after the settlement of disputes regarding his riglit to several villages 
not included io the sanad of 1804. 

The Baja's only legitimate son, Govind Das, died in ISSS. The Raja 
then declared his wish that bis grandson Ratan Singh, by his illegitimate 
son Ranjit Singh, should be nominated bis successor, to the exclusion of 
collateral heirs with whom he was at feud, and GoTernment, seeing no objec- 
tion to Ratan Singh beiug ranaidered the eventual heir, should no legitimate 
sou he bom to the Raja, gave a formal and public recognition of his title. 
Bije Bahadur died in November 1829, when Ratan Singh was only fourteen 
years of age. The conflicting claims of the collateral relatives were the subject 
of much disoussion, Ratan Singh was eventually confirmed in power, hut was 
required to make provision for his relativea. In 1867 tbs question came under 
consideration whether, on the death of Ratan Singh, the State of Charkhar

Bhonld escheat to the British GoTernment ; but it was ntled that the effect 
oC (he recognition of Katan Singh in 1H22 was to admit him to all the 
rights secnred to the Baja of Cbarbhari by the sanads granted in 1804 and 
18I 1, and neoeasarilf inTolrod the right of his heirs, if he should have aaj, to 
SQOoeed to the State. The Raja's son, Ju Singh Deo, was accordingly re- 
cognised as his snooessor. 

Raja Ratao Singh received as a reward, for hia servieec id IS&7, s 
jagir of Rapees 20,000 a year in perpofaity, a khilat, and an hereditary salute 
of eleven gnas. He also received the privilege of adoption (note to No, 
XXXII). Besides the pargaoa of Fatehpor, which was bestowed oa tbe 
Raja as a reward, lands in Mahoba to the value of Rupees 9,500 ware given 
to him for an equivalent in Meradeo. The Kaja died iu 1860, and was 
succeeded by his eon Jai Singh Deo, a minor, whose mother, Raai Baklit 
Kuar, was appointed regent, with two responsible ministers nominated hy 
tbe lat« Raja before bis death. The condition on which the Rani was ap- 
pointed regent was that she would be recognised as such only so long as she 
and the two ministers, Manlvi Siraj Husain and Diwan Anna Sahib, 
nnmistakeably designated by the late Raja, acted in harmony and without 
mischievous differences of any kind. The Rani, however, strove to assume an 
undue share of power, and this eventually led to her removal from tbe 
regency. 

Shortly afterwards dissensions broke out between tbe two ministers, 
and it was found necessary to appoint a British officer to act as referee. 
On tbe death of Siraj Husain in 1866, the British officer was withdrawn, 
and the administration waa left in tbe bands of Diwan Anna Sahib, who 
however died in' the following year, when his son, Tantia Sahib, was ap- 
pointed manager. In 1874 the Maharaja was invested with full powers o£ 
ad ministration in his State, a British officer beiug deputed to Cbarkhari for 
one year to aid the young Chief with hia advice. Maharaja Jai Singh Deo 
did not however profit much by his assistance, for shortly after the officer's 
departure gross mismanagement ensued, and an officer had to be again deputed 
temporarily to Cbarkhari in 1879. Next year the Maharaja waa deprived of 
all power and the political officer at Cbarkhari was nominated Siiperintondent 
of the State, 

Maharaja Jai Singh Deo died, on the 10th March 1880, childless and 
without having adopted an heir. The Oovemmeut of India recognised the 
snccession of Malkban Singh, son of Jujhar Singh, a distont collateral relation, 
who bad been adopted by Jai Singh Deo'a widow. Tbe usual nazarana was 
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levied, the value of the Ihilat of iuvestitare being deducted from it. The 
widow died in 1881, Malbhan Singh was then nine years of age, and the 
State remaiaed aader British superintendence (the adminiBtration being oou- 
dooted under the Political Agent's orders by the Muntazim, Dinan Rao 
Jajhar Singh, the father of the minor Chief) until January 1892, when 
Malkhan Singh was entrusted with the Qovernment, but the grant to him of ' 
extended powers of criminal jarisdiction wag reserved. In January 1886 the 
separate Agency at Charkhari which had been created in 1879 was abohshed, 
and tiie State was again incorporated in the Bandelkhand Agency. 

In 1866 the Charkhari State ceded (No. XXXVI) to the Britisti Govern- 
ment the parganas of Fatehpnr, Hirapnr, and Meradeo, receiving in lien 
thereof viliages of the aggregate annoal value of Rupees 29,525. A sum of 
Bupees 29,029 was also paid to the State aa compenEatioo on account of past 
losses of revenue from the Meradeo pargana. 

On the 1st January 1877 the Government of India recognised the posses- 
eion by the Maharaja of Charkhari of the title of " Sipahdar-uUMnlk." 
The Chief receives a salute of eleven guns. 

The area of Charkhari is about 880 square miles, and according to the 
censna of 1891 the population ia 143,261, The revenue ia about six lakhs 
of rupees. The State pays a tribute of Rupees 8,68S-9-6 fur the Bhina and 
Chandia districts. In 1890, including irregulars, there was a military foroe 
of 188 cavalry, 1,&&2 infantry, with 24 guns cUssed as serviceable and 9S 
STtiUerymen. 

4. BIJAWAB. 

The founder of the Bijawar family was Birsingh Deo, an illegiti- 
mate son of Jagat Raj. When AU Bahadur invaded Bnndelkhand, 
Birsingh Deo refused to acknowledge his aupreniaey aud was killed fighting 
against him near Charkhari. Raja Himmat Bahadur, however, made ioterest 
with Ali Bahadur in behalf of Kesri Singh, son of Birsingh Deo, and pro- 
cured for him hia father's possessions on the same terms as those subscribed by 
.t^e Raja of Charkhari. 

Kesri Singh was the Chief who was in possesaion of Bijawor when the 
BriCieb Government obtained sapremaoy in Bnndelkhand. Owing to oompli- 
eated di&patss with Raja Bije Bahadur of Charkhari regarding the pargana of 
' Bamgaih, and with Kanwar Soni Sab of Chhatarpnz regarding the villages of 
Pbaiampor, B^ra> Sathai andKaraiya, no sanad was granted to Keari Singh. 
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U« died ia December 1810, and was succeeded by his bod Batan Singh, 
who oD hia aooessioD (the disputes with neighbouring Stat«B having in 
the meantime been decided) received a Sanad in IKll (No. XXXVII) and was 
required to subscribe a deed of allegiance. The 10th Article of the deed o£ 
allegiance was speciollj intended to prevent the revival of oldj or the setting 
up of new, claims against neighbouring Rajas. 

Batan Singh died onthe I7tb December 1833 without male issne, and at 
the request of his widow, his nephew Laohhman Singh, son of Khet Singh, 
who waived his claim, was recognised. Lnclihman Singh was succeeded in 
J847 by his eon, Bhan Partab Singh, For his services during the mutinies he 
received a khilat and an hereditary aalute of eleven guns. He also received 
in 1802 the right of adoption (No. XIII). The title of "Maharaja" was 
conferred upon him as an hereditary distinction in 1866. In 1867 he reoraved 
a Sanad (No. XXVII) investing him under certain conditions with suprama 
criminal jurisdiction within hia Stnte. At the Delhi Assemblage (1877) the 
Chief received the hereditary title of " Sawai." In 18i)7 the powers at 
supreme criminal jurisdiction were withdrawn from Maharaja Bhnn Partab 
Singh, and it has pot as yet (1892) been deemed expedient to restore tbem. 

The area of Bijawar is stated to be 974 square miles, and the population 
by the census of 1801 is 122,914. The revenue amounts to about two and » 
quarter lakhs of rupees. In 1890, including irregulars, there was a military 
force of 100 cavalry and 1,000 infantry, with 6 guns (classed as serviceable) 
and 22 gunners. 

5, AJAIQARH. 

The Chief of this State was originally styled the Btya of Banda. 
Baja Bakbt Singh, or Bakht Bali, grandson of Jagat Baj, was drireu 
-from his possessions by AH Bahadur, and reduced to such indigence that h» 
was glad to accept a stipend of two rupees a day from his conqueror. Ou the 
British occupation of Bundelkhand in 1803 he received a pension of three 
thousand Oauhar Shahi rupees p«r month, until an adequate territorial provision 
could be assigned to him. In 1807 he received a Sanad (No. XXXVIII) 
rtttoring to bim a portion of his possessions. The pension was discon- 
-tinued in Angnst 1808. At this time the fort of Ajaigarh and the greater 
portion of the territories forming the old possessions of Jagat Baj were in the 
hands of a military adventurer named Laolihman Dawa. With a view to 
the pacification of the ooantry, it was resolved to confirm the occupancy of 
.Laohhmaa Dawa^ on conditioa of his. making submission and tendering 
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allegiance to the British GoTennnent (No. XXXIX of IS06). Lacbhinan 
Dawa was reqpired to Burreoder the fort o£ Ajaigarh to the British Gorerninent 
at the end of two years, and meauwhile to pa^ a tribute of Re. 4^000 a year. 
Be broke these conditions, and was therefore diepossessed. A large share of 
his territory was given to the Raja of Ajaigarb. In 1812 this Raja aaked for 
a sanad, epeoirying in detail tbe Tillages wbioh composed his State. Tliie was 
granted (No. XL], and at tbe same time, at the reqoest of the ilaja, the 6thr 
and 6tb Articles of tbe deed of allegiance, wbioh be bad executed ia 1807, 
were cancelled. 

Bakht Singh died on the SIst June 1837 and was Bttcceeded by bis eldest' 
BOD, Madho Singh, who died childless in 1849 and was sdkeeded by hia 
brother U^ipat Singh. The qaeetion was raisi^ at the time whether tlia' 
CDgagement with Bakht Singh limited tbe saocession to his lineal descendants 
and whether tbe State should escheat to Qovernment. But a decision was 
finally given in favour of tbe succession of Mahipat Singh, 

Mahipat Singh died on the Hod June 1 863, and tbe succession of bis son 
Bije Singb, a boy eleven years old, was recognised. He died during bis 
minority on the 12th September 1865, The Government of India oonsidered 
that the State of Ajaigarh had escheated to the British Government, and 
declined, pending a reference to tbe Court of Directors, to recognise the: 
wish of the mother of the Chief to appoint Banjor Singh, his illegitimate 
brother, as successor. At the close of 1858 the Court of Directors desired 
that before deciding that there was no rightful heir to the State, an enquiry 
should he made into tlie origin, nature, and extent of the righte of Bakht 
Singh's family as they existed before the sanad to Bakht Singh was grantedr 
These instmotions had not been acted on when the mutinies of 1857 broke out; 
aud afl the rebel Farzand All, by proclaiming Lokpal Singb, another illegiti- 
mate son of Mahipat Singh, to be the Chief of AjaJgarli, retarded the paci- 
fication of tbe province, while the widow of Mahipat Singh had remained 
steadfast in her allegiance to the British Gcvemmeat, it was deteimined in 
]'859 to waive the clwm of GoremmcDt to the lapse, and to recognise (No. 
XLI) Ranjor Singh as tbe snccessor te the Stete on the same terms and con- 
ditions as those on which it was held by the late Chief, with succession to 
the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten. Certein exclusive privileges 
irithia tbe town of Banda, to which tbe British regulations were extended, 
were however excepted from this agreement. 

During the minority of Banjor Singh, tbe State was administered by tbe 
-widow of Mahipat Singh. Ou bet death in 1888, tbe young Chief was eu- 
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traated with the maiiigenieiit of the State. At the Delhi Awemhlage (1877) 
he received the title of " Sawai " as an hereditary diBtiDotion. In 1862, he 
reoeiTed the tight of adoptinn (No. XXIII). Nazarana of a quarter of s year's 
net rnvenae-oD direct BocceasioD, and half a7ear*a net reveoae on socceanoD by 
•doption, is taken from this State. 

Supreme criminal jnnadiution nndet certain oonditionB was oonFerred on 
Maharaja Banjor Singh by Sanad (No. XXX) in 1887, aa well aa on the 
Chiefs of Baoni and Panna, It was iipledin Febraary, 1 S91, that these aaoadv 
do not apply to any criminal case iu which the persoa accaaed, or any one of 
the peraoDfl acoaaed, ia a Enropean Britiah anhject, or ia of European or 
Amerioao natHhality, The aeveral Chieta concerned were informed offieially 
to thia effect. 

The area of Ajaigarh is 802 square miles, and the population according' 
to the oenstiB of 189L is 93,020. The revenues are satimated at two and a 
quarter lakha of rupees, but these fibres are probably incorrect. The Chief pays 
on account of the Khera and Bachon districts a tribute of Bnpeea 7,0 1 S-IS-O, 
a remission of Rupees 2,500 hsring been made on the separation of Jaao from hia 
territoriea in 1816. The Chief had in 1890, indading irregulara, a military 
force of 97 cavalry, 641 infantry, 9 serviceable guna, aud 36 artillerymen. 
He nceivea a aalute of eleven guns. 

6. SARILA 

The Sarila family ia descended legitimately from Fahar Singh, a son of 
Maharaja Jagat Raj. 

Baja Tej Singh, great-grandson of Jagat Baj, waa expelled from his 
posseaaione by Ali Bahadur, bat recovered a portion of them through the 
influence of Raja Himmat Bahadur, and at the time of the British occupation 
of Bundelkhand was in possession of the small fort and Tillage of Sarila ia the 
diatriot of Jalulpnr, yielding a revenue of about Rupees 9,000 a year. In con- 
aideration of his influence in the district and his anbmisaion to the British 
Oovernment, an allowance of Rupees 1,000 a month waa granted to him nntil 
a suitable provision in land could be made. The villagea he claimed yielded 
Rupees 23,600. They were conferred upon him by Sanad (Mo. XLU) 
in 1807, and the pension waa resumed. 

Tej Singh waa aueoeeded by hia aon Anrodh Singh, and the latter hy 
hia aon Hindupat, who received the right of adoption (No. XXIII). 
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lUja Hindbpit died in Jnn« 1871, when the OoTernment of India chose for 
ihe Cbiefehip KhaUk Singh, a member of a distant braneb of the family, wbe 
had been adopted hy Riya Hiadapat's widow. B«ja Kbalak Sin^h was a legi* 
timate descendant of Kehri Singh, another of the sona of Jagat Raj. Khalak 
Singh died on the 26th Febmary 1882 witbont inae and withont adopting 
an beiri It was therefore at the discretion of the OoTemment <^ India to 
regulate, the sooceesion, and ther were pleased 4» select for the Chiefship the late 
Baja'b brother Pkhar Singh, then aged about six yeare. The QoTemment 
were gnided in this selection partly by the wishes of the deceased Chief's 
widow, who was prepared to adopt tiie bo; and did snbsequeatly adopt 
bim; bnt it was at the same time ruled that adoption by the widow of a 
deceased Chief does not of itself confer a right to succession. As an act of 
grace the Govemment of India decided to treat the succession as that of an 
adopted son, and to levy nazarana aocordingly. 

Nasarana of a quarter of a year's net reveans on direct successionj and 
half a year's net revenue on succession hy adoption, is ordinarily taken from 
this State. 

The area of Sarila is 85i aqnai% miles, and the population (census of 
1891) is 5,622. The revenue is about Bupees 48,000 per annum. The mili- 
tary force, inclndiog irregulars, comprised in 1890 foar guns classed at ser- 
viceable, 8 gunners, 8 cavalry, and 116 infantry and police. 

7. JIGNI, 

Firthi Singh, grandson of Padam Singh, was in possession of fourteen 
viltagee at the time of the British occupation. These were attached in 
eonsequenoe of his contumacy^ but after two years six of the villages were 
restored to him byaSanad [No. XLIII) granted ii? 1610. On his death- 
IQ 1830 without legitimate sons, it was proposed to resume the State. Bub 
a posthumous son, Bhopal Singh, was bom, and he was eventually reoogniaed, 
the administration remaining in the bands of the widow. In 1840, in eonse- 
quenoe of a feud between the Bsni Begent and her confidential advisers, 
arising from the Bani having allowed an nodue exercise of authority to her 
brother, a subject of Orchha, the Bntirii Government interfered and appointed 
managers, who were hound to act faithfully in the intereata of the jagirdar, 
and to submit accounts of the income and expenditure to the Agent of the 
. British Government in Bnndelkhuid. Hie administntion was made over 
to Bhopal Singh in 1645.

lliie Chief was of weak mind, sod in Mnseqaence of bis groee mismanagd- 
ment, which resnlt-ed in an aifray attoDded with' loss of life, between bis 
followers and tho&e of the Rani, the State was takes under the direct mana^- 
ment of the British Qovemment in 186&. Rao Bhopal Singh waa, however, 
granted the privUege of adoption (No. XLIV) in 1862. He died in Oetober 
3870, when the adoption of Lachhman Singh, yonngest eon of Maharaja 
Nirpat Singh of Fanna, as BoocesBOr to the Chiefahip, waa recognised by the 
GoTemment of India. Thia was in aocordanoe with the wishes oE the late 
Chief. Daring Bao Lachhman Singh's minority the State remaiaed under 
British supervisioD, The Chief received the title of " Bao Bahadur " at the 
Delhi Assemblage (1877) as a personal distinction, and asanmed the manage- 
ment of t^e State in 1881, being then aboat twenty-one years of age. The 
death of Laohhman Singh tm the 7th April 1892 has been recently reported. 
By the terms of the adoption sanadof 1862, a relief of aqnarterof ayeai'snet 
revenue is taken in ea<^ case that tiie sncceaaion does not go to a direct lineal 
heir. 

The area of Jigni is 2H square miles ; the popnlation by the eenans of 
1881 is 3,901; and the snonal revenue about Bupees 14,000. There is 
(1890) a military force of 17 infantry (irregulars) with one gun clasaed as 
Aerviceable, and I gunner, 

8. JASO. 

In the partition which Chhatarsal made of his possessions the pati- 
nas of Kotra and Jaso were included in the share of Jagat Raj. This 
Chief in the year 1760 divided his State between Guman Singh, from whom 
the Ajaigarh Rsja is descended ; Kbuman Singh, the ancestor of the Charkbari 
family j and Fabar Singh, the founder of the State of Jaitpinr, now extinct. In 
- this division the Kotra and Jaso districts were divided between Guman Singh 
and Khuman Singh. Bharti Chand, the fourth aon of Chhatarsal, held the 
district in sabordination to hie elder brother, and left it in two eharea to his sons, 
Durjan Singh and Hari Singh, who, during the quarrels in the family 
of Chhatarsal, managed to maintain themselves in independent possession. 
Durjan Singh, dying childlesa, left his share to Chait Singh, son of Hari Singh, 
who was succeeded by his infant sou Mnrat Singh in the whole of the Jaso 
territory. Jaso, like the other Bundelkhand States, waa conquered by Ali 
Bahadur, by whom Gopal Singh, a rebel servant of Cbait Singh, was estab- 
lished in possession on condition of submission and allegiance, Gopal Singh 
took the infant Mnrat Singh into his protection. 
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la the arraD^ment made with Bakht Siiigli of Ajaigarh id 1807, the' 
pargasa of Kotra, in which Murat Singh's posaesBious lay, was included in 
tbe Ajaigarh territory. Marat Singh, however, refused to acknowledge the 
mpremacy of Bakht Singh, and the peace of the coautry was disturbed by tbe 
^oarrel. la 181S the British Government decided in faronr o£ the Raja 
of Ajaigarh, and directed the Ageut m Bundelkhaud to endeavour to persuade 
Murat Singh to aoknowledge the Raja's supremacy, and pay his revenue of 
Rupees it,S0O a year through the British OovernmeDt, if not diredt to the 
Raja. Bnt Murat Singh would listen to no terms which involved « reoogni- 
tioa of his subordination to Bakht Singh in any form. The inability of the 
Raja to coerce Murat Singh lad to further enquiries into the olaima of the 
latiter. It was then olearly proved that although the Jaso jagir had never been 
actually separated from the territories originally ruled over by Jagat Raj, yet 
the anthority of the Ajaigarh branch of the family over Jaso had never been 
aiore than Dominal ; that several inflneatial Chiefs of Bnndelkhand were in 
lavour of the claims of llurat Singh being reoognised ; and that, had the exist- 
ence and claims of Marat Singh been known in 1807, his descent and rightv 
would nndonhtedly have ensured to him the separate recognition of his patri- 
moaial possessious, according to the policy of the British Government in con- 
firming poasBssiou as it stood at the time of Ali Bahadur's death. A separata 
Sanad (No. XLV) was therefore oonferred on Murat Singh in 1816, oonfirm- 
iog him in the possession of Jaao independently of any subjeotion to Bakht 
SJBgh. At the same time it was considered unjust, under a new and mors 
accurate view of the case, to insist on the cession by Bakht Singh without 
compensation of what had been acknowledged by the British Oovemment in 
1818 to be bis right. A remission of the quit-rent of Rupees 2,500, which the 
Raja of Ajaigarh claimed from Jaso, was therefore granted to Raja Bakht Singh 
firoih the amount of his annual tribute ; and, in consideration of the injury dona 
to Murat Singh by his long ezelusion from his rights, Oovernment resolved to 
bear die loss and not to exact the qnit-reut from Jaso. 

Murat Singh had two legitimate boqb; the elder of whom died childless, 
lind the seoood, Isri Singh, snooeeded to the jogir. Isri Singh was long at 
variance with two of his relatives, Raghunath Singh and Satarjit Singh. In 
consequence of their rebellion he had ousted them from their respective jagirs 
of Richat and Duraha. From 1832 onwards the dispute had been frequently 
refened to tlie Agent in Bundelkluuid for eettlement, bnt it was contrary 
td the policy of Ooremment to interfere in the internal afiaii^ of the 
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State. As, however, the continuance of the qn&rrel threatened the diatarb- 
anoe of the public peace^ Government at length interfered in 184fi. Raghn- 
nath Singh was restored to the estate of Biobat on condition of psjnng an 
annual quit-rent of Rupees 1,009 to the jagitdar of Jam; and an allowaoee 
of Rupees 1,000 a year was given to Satarjit Singh, who vroald have 
been incapable of managing the jagir of Dnraha if it had been restored 
to him. 

Isri Singh died in 1860, leaving a minor son. Ram Singh. He died aooo 
afterwards, and tfans the direct descendants of Mnrat Singh beo^e eztioc^ 
The Raja of Ajaigarb clairoed the State as a lapse to him, bat his olaim was 
considered to have been extinguished by the arrangements of 1810, the effeet 
of which was to recognise and confirm the antecedent rights of the Jaso 
family, and tiiereby to entitle the collateral relatives of Marat Singh to sae- 
eeed in direct sahordination to the British Government. Sataijit Singh of 
the Saraha branch of the family, and oepbew of Marat Singh, was considered 
the nearest heir ; and as he himself wished to socceed in preference to his yonng- 
est son Banjit Singh being adopted, as had been proposed by the widows of tike 
late Raja, be was recognised (No, XLVI) succeeeor tu the Jaso State in 186SL 
He subsequently in the same year received the right of adoption (No. XLVII), 
Dinan Satarjit Singh died in November 1869, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Bhopal Singh, Bhopal Singh died in 1876, and was euooeeded by hia 
SOB, Gi^raj Singh. Gajraj Singh received the title of " Diwan Bahadur " as a 
personal distinction at the Delhi Assemblage in 1877. On hi* death on the 
6tlt October 1888, without maleissne, be was succeeded by his only surviving 
brother Chhatarpati Singh, a yonth who only survived a few months. He 
died on the 29th January 1869 and was suooeeded by Jagat Raj, Ubaridar of 
Bichat, representative of the nearest collateral line. 

A relief of Rupees S,600 is taken from the Jaao State on all euooessioiiB, 
whether direct or by adoption. 

The area of the State is estimated at 76 square miles ; the eenens of 1891 
gives a popdation of 8,832, and there is a revenue of about -Rupees 14,000. 
The Chief keeps ap (1890) a military force of 2 guns, classed as serrioeablei 
i cavalry, and 60 infantry. 

9. BERI. 

Diwan Jngal Farshad, to whom a Sanad (No. XLVIII) was given in 1809 
* by the British Oovernmont, was a descendant of Jagat Ri^ in the fwiale 
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lins. Hu gTMidfKthflT Aehuja married a daughter of Jagat Baj, who 
granted him in jagir the villages of Umii, Chili and Dadri. These were 
held in the family under the Bundela Bajai, and were confirmed to Jngal 
Fkrsbad by Ali Bahador. On the British occnpation of Bnndelkhand, the 
viUages of Chili and Dadri were resnmed, bnt the Diwaa was left in possession 
of Urori. The village of Dadri was ^ven to Nana Oovind Rao in exchange 
for villages in the district of Kalpi. Sabseqaently the right of Diwau Jngal 
Parahad to these villages was established. The village of Chili was there- . 
fore restored, lands of equal value in the pargana of Jalalpnr were given 
io lien of Dadri, and the ooUectione made from the villages during the period 
of resamption were reCuided, These vilUges, however, were all snrronnded by 
lands in which the British BegnlaUons were in forc% and ootdd not oonve- 
nienlly be exempted from tiie operation of these Begalationa. Other villages 
were therefore given t« the Diwan in exchange in 1811 (No. XLIX). 

Jngal Parshad died in April 1814, He was sucoeeded by Phairan Singh, 
grandson of his fnl| brother Gandharb Singh, the claim to the saocession 
having been voluntarily renounced by Baoju, the father of Phairan Singh, 
In 1857 Phairan Singh was succeeded by his only son Visbwanatb Singh. 
On the deatii of Vishwanath Singh in May 1861, the widow wished to adopt 
Balbhadar Singh, a distant relative of the family, to the exclusion of Bije Singh, 
son of the late jagirdar'e first cousin. But Qovemment installed Bije Singh, 
then thirteen years old, on the grounds that be was the nearer relative of the de> 
ceased ; that ha was living in the jagirdar's boose at the time of his death, and 
performed the funeral obsequies; that ha was recognised as the rightful 
claimant by the principal Thaknrs; and that the political officers were •in 
favour of his recognition on grounds both of right and policy. In consider- 
ation, however, of the services of the late jagirdar during the mutinies of 1867, 
the nazarana, which under ordinary circnmstances would have been dumed 
on the succession, was remitted. 

Rao Bije Singh is a Pnar Rajput. In 186Z be lecaived a Sanad (No. L) 
granting him the ngfat of adoption. A relief of a quarter of a year's net 
levenae is taken from fieri on direct succession, and half a year's net revenue 
on nooession by adoption. 

In 1885 tiie jagiidar ceded land for the Betwa Canal, receiving the usual 
eorapensatioD. No f<mnal engagements were concluded with Ben in regard 
to this cwsion of land or joriedifltioo. The only States with which snoh 
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engagements were framed are Dafift, Samthar, and Baoni, though small areas 
were ceded by Beri and other St»te« {or the Bame purpoee. 

The area of Beri is about 28 square miles j the population by the census 
of I89i is 1,521 ; and the revenue is estimated at Rupees 21,000. The Chief 
has (1890) a force of 2 gnnsj classed aa serviceable, 8 gunners, 10 cavahy, 
and 67 iuEantry, all irreguhirs. 

10. CHHATARPUK. 

Eunwar Sani Sab, whom the British Government established in the Raj of 
Chhatarpur, was a servant oE Hindapat, grandfather of Raja Eishor Singh of 
Panna. Daring the troubles which ensued on the introduction of the Mah- 
ratta power, Kunwar Suni Sah nsnrped a large tract of country for himself, 
and, on the British occupation of Bundelkhand, his iuflaence was so great that 
the purchase of his BubmisBion by the guarantee of bis posBessions was consi- 
dered an important political object. In the Sanad (No. LI) granted to him 
ib 1806, the town of Chhatarpur and four thanas which were in his possenioii 
during the lifetime of Ali Bahadur, with the towns of Mhow and Salat which 
he bad usurped after Ali Bahadur's death, were reserved by the British Gov- 
ernment; and in consideration of this. Government remitted to htm, as a 
provision for his son Partah Singh, the tribute of Rupees 19,000 which he 
paid to Ali Bahadur. 

Government, however, were of o|Hnion that it might be expedient to 
restore Chhatarpur and the four thanas, on the anderstauding that Suni Sah 
would be responsible for the peace of his own territories. The restoration was 
not made till 1808, when Mbow was given to Suni Sah and Chhatarpur to his 
son Fartsb Singh* on the withdrawal of the British troops from that quarter* 

In 1812 Snni Sah made a distribution of his territories among bis five 
sons. Later he was persuaded by his younger sous to make another distribu- 
tion} by which the share of Partab Singh, the elder, was considerably lessened, 
and all the brothers were declared to be independent of each other. Gdvern- 
ment disapproved of this partition, as being both unjust to Partab Singh and 
opposed to tiie policy of the British Government, which desired to prevent the 
dismemberment of the Bundelkhand States ; and theRaja was informed that ifj 
in consequence thereof, any necesuty for interference arose after his death,

Ttw HD&d siun ftt page 196 of DeCnt^t Fotiliaal MttaUoM «ru not granted to Putab Singb, 
MU oC Suni Sab, but to Tartab Singb, Cliief of Alipurs. 
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OoTdniment would npbold the rightaof Partab Singh. OoTarnmeat also refiued 
to reeog>niBe the hereditary deeceDt oE the sliBres of the yoanger brothere in 
their familieSj and directed the Agent, on the death of Snni Sab, to aesnme the 
fint dutribation of the State as the basis of ao arraagemeat with Partab Singh ; 
the o'ther biotberH, Himmat Singh, Pirtlii Singh, Hindupat, and Bakht Singh, 
holding theii ■bares for life in sabordination to Pprtab Singh. Theee instruc* 
tionf were carried out on the death of Suni Sab in 1816, and were oonBrmed by 
Sanads granted in 1816 to the five brothers, from each of whom a oorreepond- 
ing engagement was taken [No. LII). After the shares of the brothers had 
been allotted some exchanges took place for matual accommodation. Fartab 
Singh bad incurred much expense in fortifying the fort ot Dsora, which 
commanded the passes through the hills. This was in the share allotted to 
Bafaht Singh, bat tlie possession of it was necessary to enable Partab Singh 
to falGl his obligation to keep maranders in check. The distriots of Deora 
and Kariani were therefore giren to Fartab Singh, in exchange for Kajgarh 
and Teloba, which were given to Bakht Singh, Pirthi Singh's share contained 
no town with a convenient plaoe of reaideuoe, and, to meet his wishes in this 
respect, Bskht Singh made over to him fiajgarh in exchange for six villages 
of equal value. 

The aanad granted to Partab Singh contained the names of thirty- 
nine villages not entered in the eanad of Suni Sah. Many of these were 
hamletc dependent on villages named in the sanad of 1808, bat twenty- 
one of them were claimed by Baja Kishor Singh of Puina. It was found 
however that all these villages were in the possession of Saui Sah at the time 
of Ali Bahadur's death, and bis poesesEion of them was therefore main- 
tained. Possession at the time of Ali Bahadur's death was declared in this, 
as in otiier casei^ to constitute the standard for the adjustment of all such 
claims. 

On ^e death of Himmat Singh, Pirthi Singh and Hindapat, their jagira * 
reverted to the Chfaatarpur State. Bakht Singh was onable to manage his 
jagir and made it over to Fartab Singh, who gave him in lien o£ it an 
allowance of Rupees S>,250 a month. In this jagir there was an assignment 
of three vilkges, which had been made to the Diohhit family of Nowgong by 
Eindnpat. Fartab Singh made various attempts to resume these Tillages, but 
was always compelled by the British Oovemment to withdraw on the ground 
that the family had a right to the jagir by virtue of old grants from 
Hindopat. "While, however, the right of the Raja of Chhatarpur to resume 
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these villages was denied, his Buprenmey ont th.a Diohhit family wm noog- 
niMd, and the family were deolafed to be guaranteed aubordinates of Chhatar- 
pur. The Dichhit jagirdar is thus not of the rank of a Bandelkhand Chief, 
nor has he any claim to a separate sanad from the British Qoventment. It 
ia accordingly incnmbent on him to refer soch questions, as the aboUtaon 
of tranfflt dues within the -jagirj to the Chhatarpnr Chief for his aoneop- 
rence. 

Partah Singh peoeivod the title of " Raja Bahadat^on thelStE January 
1827. Inl852theBajapropo8edtoadopt andnomiuateashisheir Jagat Ba|, 
grandson of his youngest brother Bakht Singh, to the exolosiou of Konjil 
Sab, son of au elder brother. This brother, Pirthi Singh, with two of his bro- 
thers had rebelled on bis father's death and resisted the remimptioQ of hi» 
father's jagir, but at last acoept«d, under the British guarantee, a money 
stipend from Partab Singh on condition of reading out of Chhatarpnr. 
Br this arrangement he was considered to have forfeited any rights he might 
otherwise have had to the succession. A roferenoe was made to the Chiefs 
of Orcbha, Chatkhari, Bijawar, Panna, Ajaigarh, Datia, and Shahgarh, as 
to the right of Partab Singh to adopt Jagat Raj. They gave it ae their 
opioion tl»t, according to the practice of the Chiefs of Bandelkhand^ Partab 
Singh had a right to select Jagat Baj and to pass over Knnjal Sab. Refer- 
ence to the arbitration of the Bundetkhand Chiefs, however, as a means 
of settling such qoestioDs, was disapproved of by the Court of Directors. 
Before the question waa decided whether Partab Singh should be allowed 
to adopt Jagat Raj, or whether the State should lapse on his death, the Raja 
died on 19th May ISbl. The Court of Directors ruled that Kanjal Sab 
had no right to the succession, the sanad of 1806 being only a life grant; 
and that aa the sanad of 1S17 limited the sncceesion to the line^ heirs mate 
oEIWtab Siugb, and'Partab Singh had died childless, the State of Cbha- 
" tarpnr was clearly an escheat. Moreover, they declined to recogDise any right 
on the put of Jagat Raj in cousequeQce of hie adoption by Partab Singh. 
But in consideration of the fidelity of the family and the good government of 
the lato Raja, Ooverument consented in J864i, as anact of grace and favour, to 
grant the State to Jagat Raj under a new Sanad (No. Iilll}, the sucoesaionbeing 
strictly limited to him aud his male descendants. Ihe widow of Partab 
Singh waa made t^ent during the minority of Jagat Raj, but waa lemoved 
from the regency in January 1863, ia ooDseqaeooe of her uBBRiisfaotory 
management, and because of the asylum ehe gave to lebels ia the 
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Chbatirpar territory. A British offioer was depatod to Chhatarpar to euper* 
intend the admiaiBtrstion and iitstract the yoang Chief in faia daties. The 
Baja was entrosted with the management ot the State eariy in 1867, bat died 
ia the followiug Norember leaving an infant son, Vishwanath Singh, Eoarteen 
months old, who was reoogEneed as his ancoeesor. 

From 1867 to 1887, except For a short period (rrom 1876 to 187^) the 
State remained onder British snpervision. But on the 29th August 1887 the 
Chi^, having then eompleted his twenty-fint year, was invested with fall 
administratiTe powers subject to the oonditions nenally imposed in aueh cases. 
He oonsalts the Political Agent in all important matters, and obtains his 
assent before m^ing any change in the existing system of administration or 
reversiiig any important maasnres taken daring his miuoritj. 

The Chhatarpur Chief has the right of adoption (note to No. XXIII). 
Nazarana at the rat« of a quarter of a year's net revenne ia taken on direct 
snooeaeion and half a year's net revenue on ancoession by adop^n. 

In 1869 an addition was made to the Kowgong Cantonment and for 
the land thus aoquired a yearly payment of Bupees 8,249-10-8 is made to the 
State of Chhatarpur. Similarly, oompeosation is paid to the malidar of Bilehri, 
a gnanuitead holder under Chhatarpur, amoantang to Rnpeea 2,888-9, for land 
acquired for the Nowgong Cantonment in 1845 and 1869. 

The area of Chhatarpur is estimated at 1,240 sqaara miles; according to 
the ounsuB of 1891 the population is 177,187; and the gross revenue is 
about three lakhs of rupees. The military force, including irregulara, con> 
sisted in 1890 of 39 horse and 814 infantry and police. There are also 34 
guns classed as eerviocable, and 37 gauners. The Chief receives a salute of 
eleven gnns. 

II. BABAUNDHA or FATHABKACHHAB. 

This family is very ancient. The present line traces its descent from 
Gaurichand, a Chief ot Barsundha, who died in 1549. It belongs to the 
Rajbansi oast;^ of . Kajpnts. Under the rule of the Bnndela Chiefs, the State 
seems to have been held under a sanad from Hardi Sah. Mohan Singh was 
oonGnned by the British Qovernment in the territory which he held under 
the Bundelas and Ali Bahadnr, and a Sanad (No. LIV) was given to him on 
the 2Ist Jane 1807. Ha died on the 4th January 18S7 without male issne, 
leaving a will in whidi the whole of his property was bequeathed to bis 
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nephew Sarabjit Siogb. AlthoDfrh Sarabjii Siogfa was not formally adopted, 
QovorDineut reco^iaed his succession to the ezolosbn of bis two elder 
brotbera. 

1& 1862 Raja Sarabjit Siiigb reoeiTed the riicht of adoption (note to 
Ko. XIII). In 1S63 be ceded lands (No. LV) for railway purpoaes. 

Shortly before the death of Baja Sarabjit Singh, which oconrred in De> 
cember 1867, an nnsnccesBfnl attempt was made by his third son, Raradayal 
Singh, to BBcnre for himself the Chiefship to the exclusion of Chliatarpol 
Singh, the sod of Viahwanath Singh, who was the seooiid son of Sarabjit 
Singh, and predeceased bis father. Baja Chbatarpal Siugh died in 1874, aged 
twenty-fiva, and was eucoeeded by his only aurriring uncle, Baghnliardayal 
Singh, who received the title of " Baja Bahadur " at the Imperial Assemblaga 
in 1877 and also a salute of nine gnns, as personal (Qstinotions. The salute 
was made hereditaty in the following year. 

He died oo the ISth Deoember 1885, leaviog neither issu^ nor near 
relations, nor had he exercised the right of adoption. In July 1886, the 
Governor-General in Council selected Tbakur Farshad, a descendant from the 
late Chief's original etook, as snooessor to the Chiefship. The reoognitioD of 
Tbakur Farshad was held to constitute a re-grant of the State, to which it 
was within the competence of the Government to attach sooh conditions as 
might seem to be necessary, Tbakur Farshad was about forty years of age 
ja.t the time of his acoesnon. 

Mazarana at the usual rates is levied by Government on suocessionB to this 
State, namely, one year's net revenue on failure of all heirs, natural or adopt- 
ed; half a year's net revenno for adopted heirs ; and a qaart«r of a yearns net 
reveaoe when the succession goes to a natural heir in the direct line. 

The area of the State is 2SS square miles, with a population (1891) 
of 18,599. Owing to mismanagement and the large number of relations 
claiming Bubsistence, the available yearly revenue has been reduced to about 
Rupees 16,000. The military toroe, including irre^lars, consisted ^in 1890 of 
15 horse, 75 infantry police, 2 serviceable guns and 1 gunner. 

ThI KaUNJAB CHArBBB. 

The district of Kalinjar formed part of the territories of Chhatareal 

■ which fell to the share of Hardi 8^. Chaobe Bam Kishan was governor of 

the fort. During the distractions which followed the invasion of Ali Bahadur, 

the Chaube family seized the fort for themselves, and suooessfally resisted for 
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tea yean -tbe eiege laid to it hj Ali 3abadar, who died in tfae coarse 
oE it. At the time of the Britieh oocnpation the fort was held hy the 
sons of Ram Eishan^ of whom there were originally seven.* Baldeoj tbe 
eldeat, was dead, and his son Dariyao Singh was oommaodaiit of the fort. 
Althongfa the family, being merely rebellions serraata of the family of 
Chhatarsal, had no claim to a settlement on tbe same terms as the descendants 
of the old Bandela Bajas, yet, in parauanoe of the policy of tbe British Gov- 
ernment to abandon the country above the Obats, leaving ita defence to the 
petty Chieb, and with a view to the pacification of tbe ooantry^ Dariyao Siagh 
on behalf of the family was confirmed in 1806 in the possessiona they held on 
condition of allegiance (Ko. LVI). Uany of the villages, however, claimed hy 
IHriyao Singh were in possession of tbe Eilladar of Ajatg^rh, and for this 
reason it was impossiljle at the time to grant Dariyao Singh a formal sanad. 

The impolicy of leaving this fuaily in the posaeasion of tbe fort of 
Kalinjar was soon apparenlb The strength of tbe fortress indneed Dariyao 
Singh persistently to oppose tbe British aathority, and to give secret en* 
eonragement to the predatory leaders who disturbed the peaee of the country. 
It was therefore resolved to dispossess bina. An attaolc made on tbe fort in 
January 1812 failed, hat Dariyao Singh sarrendered on condition of the &mily 
receiving other lands in exchange for those they held. So violent were tbe 
dissensions in tbe family tb^t it was foand neoeseary in 1 8 1 2 to grant separate 
Sanads (No. LVII) to each member for his imtividnal share, and also to grant 
a separate sanad to Oopal Lai, the family vakil, in order that no one 
of tbe sharers might arrogate to himself a greater share of inRnenee or pat- 
ronage than auotlier. At tbe time of this partition, two of the brothers, 
Oobind Das and Qajadhar, were dead, and were represented by their sons, 
Pokbar Parshad and Oaya Farshad. Two of the shares were held by women, 
one by the mother of Chhatarsal and tbe other by tbe widow of Bbsratju. 
Tbe share of tbe former was, at her own request and with the consent of the 
several sharers, joined in tbe sanad granted to Cbhatarsnl Chanbe ; that of 
tbe latter in the sanad granted to Nawal Kishor. Shortly after this settle- 
ment was effected, qaarrels broke ont betwesa Nawnl Kishor and tbe widow of 
Bharatja, and in 1817 it became necessary to separate their shares, and to grant 
them distinct Sanads (No. LVIII). 

It is a rule of sncoessioD in this family that when heirs t»\\ to any sharer 
the share is divided among the surviving branches of tbe family. In this 
■ Uftldeo, Uliaratjn, Oobind Dan, Onn^dliar, KhwbI Kiahor. S%Mg Rsm, nod Chbatareal. 
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wajr two dmn, that o£ the widow oE Pbamtja who died io 1830, and that of 
Ari, the mother of Chhatarasi, were absorbed. Of the remaining seven shares, 
FarWa, which formed tbe share of Fokhnr Parshad, was confiscated in 1865 oa 
Booount of the complicity of his son and soccessor Biehaa Parshad in marder, 
and Na^aon, the share of Chhatarsal, was absorbed nnder the following cir- 
cnmstaooea ; Chhatarsal was succeeded by his son Jagamath, who in 1843 was 
anooeeded by his widow Naoni Pnlahin. Under the eaoad granting her the 
right of adoption, Kaoni Dulahin wished to adopt one Baas Qopal ; tbia 
was objected to by the other members of the &mily, im the ground that 
Bans Gopal was not direotly descended from Bam Kishan, the founder of 
the family, bat from one oE Ram Kishan's anraetorB. Withont laying 
duwD any general rale whidi might limit the terms of tbe adoption sanad. 
Government considered that it was more in harmcmy beih with the prinoiple 
of Hindu law as to adoptive heirs, and also with the righta and eDatoms 
of the Chaube family, that the female jsgirdar should select an heir from 
among the direct descendants of Ram EiBbao, Further than thiq Government 
would not oiroumBoribe her privilege of adoption. Shortly aft«r this decision 
Bans Gopal died, and bis death was followed in Jaonary 1861 by that of 
Nanni Dulahin, who left a deed adopting Bihari Lai, tbe son of Bans Gopal. 
The adoption was however disallowed on the ground that it did not come with- 
in the conditions of the adoption sanad, and the partition of the jagir in equal 
sham among tbe other branches of the Chaube family ia aooordanoe with the 
rule of auccesaioo was authorised. A saitable provisioa was made for Bihari 
Lai and for the widow of Chhatarsal, the first jagirdar ; each share will revert 
at the death of its holder to the other members of the family. 

There remain now (1892) five* shares, of which four are held by the dee- 
oendants of Ram Kishan Chaube, and one by tiie 
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Pahra, Eamta lUjavk, family of Gopal Lai, the vakil. In each case the 

right of adoption (No. L) was (»>noeded in 186S, 
and in eaoh ease, by the terms of the adoption aanads, the holding ia subject 
to tbe payment of nazarana of a qnarter of a year's net revenue on direct sue- 
ceasioQ and half a year's net revenue on suocessiou by adoption. 

12. PALDEO. 

This jagir was left by Dariyao Singh to bis son Nathn Ram, who was sue- 
ceeded by bis eon Raja Ram tn 1S40. Raja Ram died without issue in Octo- 
ber 1842, and was succeeded by hia uncle Shoo Parshad. Sbeo Parshad was 
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SDCoeeded in 1886 hj his eldest idd Maknnd 3ingh, who died in 1871 and, on 
failatre of lineal male heirs, waa enoceeded hj bis brother Chanbe Anmdh Singh, 
who was then thirty-seven years oE age. A nazarsna of halE a year's net 
revenae was taken on this occasion. In 1877, the Chief received, at the Delhi 
ABsemblage, the title of " Rao " as a personal distinction. 

In 1883 the existing arrangements, whereby certain ladies of the fiunily 
enjoyed land for maintenance, were modified, the j^irdar engaging to anbetiB 
tnte snitable cash allowances. 

Anmdh Singh died in ADgmt 1891, and the anccession of bis first coosin, 
Harain Das, aged aboat 55, was recognised by the Ck)vemmetit of India. As 
in theBanka Pahari casejthe sncceasion waa considered direct, and a nazarana 
of one-fonrth of a year's revenue only was exacted. 

The area of Paldeo la 28 sqnare miles ; its population in> 1891 was 9,351 ; 
and its revenne is about Rapees 20,000. The jagirdar keeps np a force which 
waa retamed in 1890 at 10 horsemen and 200 foot soldiers (irregolars). 
He has two serviceable gniu. 

13. TARAON. 

Taraon Fell to the share of Qaya Parshad, who left it to his eon Kamta 
Rurshnd in 1840, who was enoceeded in 1866 by his son Ram Cband. Ram 
Chand died in 1872 and was sncceeded by his son Chhatarbbuj. 

In 1884 the jagirdar ceded land for the Jbansi-Manikpar State (now 
Indian Midland) Railway, receiving payment for tiie area acqnired, and in 
1889 he ceded (No. LIX) criminal and civil jnriedictJOD therein to the British 
Government. 

The area of Taraon is 12 square miles ; the popalation waa 3,403 in 1891 ; 
And the yearly revenue is about Rupees 11,000. In 1890, the military force 
oonnsted of S cavalry and 43 infantry (irregular), with three unserviceable gnas. 

14. BHAISAUNDA. 

Bhaisaunda was the share of Nawal Kishor, who was succeeded by his 
son Acharju, who in turn was sncceeded by his second son Tirath Parshad. 
Tirath Parshad died on the lOth October 18B&, and was enoceeded by his eldest 
grandson Chanbe Chhatarsal Parshad, then eight years of i^. 

The area of Bhaiaannda is 1 2 square miles ; its population in 1891 was 4,764 ; 
and its revenne is Rupees H,000 a year. Tlie jagirdar has 52 footmen (1890). 
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15. PAHKA. 

Salig Bam wished to dividfl his Bhare during hie life among his threis 
Bons, bat this siib-division of the j^r of Pahra was not sunctioned by CiOTem- 
ment, Salig Ram died in 1843 and waa succeeded by his son Bam Parshad. 
He was succeeded in 1855 by his nephew Mnkfasudan Parshad who had been 
adopted from IWaon. Makhsndan Parshad died in lKf18, when he was stio- 
ceeded by the present ja^irdar, Chaube Badlia Charan, then eleven years of age. 
On the succession of Makhsudan Parshnd it was ruled that he had no right 
to aUenato the revennes of the State beyond hie own life. 

In 1884 the jagirdar ceded land for the JbanaUMaiiikpnr State (now 
Indian Midland) Railway, compensation being awarded for the area acquired* 
and in 1hS8 he ceded (No. LX) crtmina) and civil jurisdioUoD therein to the 
British Government. 

Thenreaof Pahra is 10 square miles; itspopQlationinlSOl was 4,147; and 
its annua) revenue is about Knpees 13,000, The jagirdar keeps up (1890) a 
force of 12 horsemen and 100 fuot soldiers, 2 guns, and 4 gunners. 

16. KAMTA RAJAULA. 

Eamta Hajania was the share granted to the family vakil, Rao Oopal IaI, 
who was not a meml>er of the Ohaiibe family but belonged to the Kayaath 
caflte. He died in 1873 and was snoceeded by his eldt»t son Bao Bhamt 
Parshad, then twenty-four years of age. 

Rao Bharat Parshad died in December 1891. The succession of his 
eldest son, Ram Parshad^ was sanctioned by the Government of India in 
Maroh 1892. 

Tlio area of Kamta Rajaula is 4 square miles; ita popniation 1,590 in 
1891 ; and its revenue Rupees 8,000 a year. The jagirdar maintains 15 
armed footmen, and one gun. 



17. BIHAT. » 

The ancestors of the Bihat Tamiiy received service grants from the descend- 
ants of Hardi Sab, and these were continued during the gnvernment of AU 
Bahadnr. Diwa n Apaibal Singh and his relative Diwiin Cbbatri were found 

o jugiw. — PoUtieat Btta- 
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in poasMstOD at the time of the Britieh occupation, and the neoal sanada 
(No. LXI) were conturred on Uiem in 1807. 

A{«rbal Sin^h was succeeded b7 his son Bao Banhat Rao, and he in 1828 
by his son Uao Kamod Singh. To Bao Kamod Singh succeeded in 1846 bis 
son Hardi Sah, a boy about three years of age. Hardi Sah died in 1859, and 
was snoceeded by bis nnele Gorind Dae, brother of Bao Kamod Singh. This 
Chief received the right of adoption (note to No. L) . Bao Govind Das died in 
1872, when his son Buo Mahuin Singh, then fonrteeo years of sge, was recog> 
nised as his successor. Under the terms of the adoption sanad, sazarana is 
taken from this estate at the rate oFaqnsrterofa year's net revenue on dirttot 
anccessions and half a year's net revenue on saocessions by adoption. 

The jagirdar of Bihat pays a tribute of Rupees 1,400 a year for the dis- 
trict of Lohargaon. The area of the estate is about 13 sqnare miles; the 
population 4,442 in 1891 ; and the revenue Bupees 13,000. The jagirdar 
tDaintaius (18U0) one gun, Z gunners, 5 cavalry, and 75 foot soldiera. 

18. ALIPURA. 

The lands composing this State were granted by Hindupat, grandson 
of Hardi Salt, to Achal Singh, and the grant was continued to his son Diwaa 
Eartab Singh by Ali Bahadur. Fartab Singh was in possession at the time 
of the British occupatiou, and the State was therefore confirmed to him by 
Sanad (No. LXII) in 18US. 

Partab Singh left tour sons, the eldest of whom, Panoham Singh, succeed- 
ed him. In 183& Pancham Singh divided the jagir between himself and his 
three brothers, Tilok Singh, Jawahir Singh and Kiahor Singh, bat the division 
wasnotreported to orrecognieed by Government. In 1846 the youngest of the 
four hrotliers, Kishor Singh, died leaving a grandson, Bahht Singh. As the 
anb-division of the jagir had led to disturbances, Kishor Singh's share was re- 
annexed to the jagir, Bakht Singh being allowed to retain lands yielding Rupees 
S,OUO per annum. It was soon afterwards decided that no jagir held under 
sanad from the British Government should be converted by sub-division 
into a zamindari withoat the previous sanction of Government. In 1849 
Jawahir Singh died after having adopted one of Bakht Singh's sons. Bakht 
Singh, who had reueted the resumption of his grandfather's share, seized 
that left by Jawahir Singh, but was compelled by force to yield and retire on 
an allowance from the jagirdar of Alipura of Rupees 3,000 pet anuam. 
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In 1B52 on amngement wta effected by which lands of the aanaal value 
of Bnpees 0,000 were aHigoed to Kisbor Singh's family : this was eubee- 
qaently modified and a esah payment of the same amount was sabetitnted. 
la the meantime Tilok Singh bad died and his share had been allowed to descend 
to hie two sous. This gave Baklit Singh a groand for further agitation, bat it 
was decided that he had reoeived every oonsideration, and the jagirdar was 
^ven permieeion to re-annez Tilok Singh's share on making a eaitable provi- 
sion for tiie family. On the breaking oat of the mntiny, Bakht Siogb, who 
hod refused to accept the above decision, went into rebulUon. Un his surrender 
in 1665 he was tried for dakaiti and marder, bnt was acquitted for want of 
evidence. In 186S the cash allowance of Rupees 6,000 wae divided among 
Kisbor Singh's family. According to recognised custom Jagat Kaj, the eldest 
son of Kishor Singh, would have received Rupees 2,300, and his two brothers 
Rupees l^SOeadi. On theeameprinoipIejBakht Singh, the eldest of the sons 
of Jagat Raj, received Rapees 880 out of his father's share of Rnpees 2,300, 
and his younger brothers received Rupees 7 10 eaoh. Both of these have dnce 
died, and their heirs receive half tlie allowance. To seonre the peace of Alipnra 
and its nwghbonrhood Bakht Sing was kept under earveillanoe at Qwaltor. 

The lata Chief, Bao Hindupat, was the great-grandson of I^rtab Singh 
in the direct male line. He succeeded in 1840 and died in November 1871, 
wbeo his son Bao Chhatarpati, then twenty years of age, was reooguiaed 
as jagirdar. He belongs to the Paribar caste of Bajputs. 

He received the title of " Rao Bahadur" at the Imperial Assemblage (1877) 
as a personal distinction. In 1881 he ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur 
State (now Indian Midland! Railway, receiving compensation for the area 
acquired, and in 1688 oeded (No. LXIII) criminal and civil jarisdiction therein 
to the British Government. In 1887 he was created a Companion of the 
Host Exalted Order of the Star of India. 

In 1862 the right of adoption was conferred (note to No, XLIV). 
Under the terms of the sanad the State is held subject to the payment of 
nazarana of a quarter of a year's net revenue whenever the snocessioD does 
not go to a direct lineal heir. 

The area of Alipura is estimated at 69 square miles ; the population in 
189VwaB 15,i2t; and the revenue is about Rupees 30,000. In 1890 there 
was a force, including irregulars, of 877 infantry and 6 horsemen with 8 guna 
and 6 gunners. 
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19. GAVBIUAB. 
Eaja Bam- was. governor o£ the fort of Barbagarb, in the eervioe of 
Gamao Singh, anoeetor of the B«jae of Ajugarh. Daring the anarchy of 
the times he rebelled against bis master, and for a short while held the fort 
•ocoessfnllf against Ali Bahadur. At the time of the BritiBh ocoupation of 
Bnndelkhand he was at the head of a band of professed plunderers, and for 
long distorbed the peace of the country. By the 6th Article of his Engage- 
ment (No. XXXVIIl), the Baja of AJaigarh was bound to reduce Baja 
Kam to obedience and to grant him subsietenoa. But be was unable to do this 
either by persuasion or force, and the resistance of Baja Ram was eo successful 
Uiat Oovemment eanetioned the offer of Rupees 30,000 tor his capture. 
Batb^orethe proclamation was issued he was induced to surrender on the pro- 
mise of receiving a territorial possession on terms similar to those granted to 
the Bondelfchand Chiefs. He received hia sanad {So. LXIV) on the 29th 
NoTember 1807. 

Baja Bam died on Slst January 1816, and was snooeeded by his ouly 
surviving son, Bajdhar Budra Siugh. For his services during the mutiDies of 
18&7 Bajdhar Rndra Singh received the title of "Rao Bahadur," with akhilat 
worth Rupees 10,000. In 1862 the privil^e of adoption (note to No. XXXII) 
was conceded. 

Bajdhar Budra Singh died on the S6th April 1877 witJiout issue. On his 
deathbed he requested the Political Agent to move the Government to permit 
his widow to adopt an heir to the jagir. For three years no action was taken 
r^arding the soccession, and the widow in the meantime managed the estates. 
In 1880 it was reported that she bad adopted Oajadhar Farshad, a rela- 
tive of the late Chief, and then twenty-six years of age. The Govern- 
ment approved of his Buooession to the Chief ship. Rao Gajadbar Parshad died 
on the 2nd March 1887, leaving neither a natural nor an adopted heir, and 
Shamie Parshad, then about thirty-two years of age, a member of a collateral 
blanch of the family, was selected by Government as successor to the Chief- 
ship, 

The State comprises an area of 73 square miles ; it had a population in 
1891 of 10,001 ; and it yields a yearly revenue of about Bupees -60,000. In 
1890 the military force, including irregulars, consisted of 4 guns, 8 gunners, 
4S cavalry and 218 foot soldiers. 
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SO. GARAULI. 



Oopal SiDg^b of Gsrauli was one of the tnost Mtire and daring of the 
miliUry adventnrers who opposed the ooeapation of Bnodelkhand hy the 
Britiah Oorernment. He had been in the serrice of Dnrjan Singh and Hari 
Singh, the grandsons of Chhatanal, and on the inTasion of All Bahadur he 
eeized the pai^na of Eotra for himself. For years he resisted all efforts of 
persoasion or force to rednoe him to snbmiMion, hut, being at last convinced^ 
of the hopeleesness of the mieqnal contest with the British troops, he sab> 
mitted on condition of receiving s fall pardon and a provision in land. A 
Sanad (No. LXV) was giTen to him in 1818. 

As an indacement to Gopal Singh to sabmit, the Baja of I^na, whom 
Gopal Singh bad befriended in dtstress, gave bim eighteen additional villages. 
The Raja of Panna asserted that these villages were given on a service tenure, 
bnt in 1821, after tall inquiry, it was decided that no sneh condition was 
annexed to the grant. The villages continued with Gopal Singh till his 
death in 1831, when they were resomed by the Baja oE Fanna, the original 
grant having been only for the life of Gopal Singh. 

Gopal Singh was succeeded by Diwan Bahadur Parichat, whose son 
Bandhir Singh was recognised in 1861 as his foture heir and suocessor. 
Bandhir Singh, however, predeceased his father, dying in December 1883. 
Diwan Bahadur Parichat died in 1884, and was succeeded by his infant 
grandson Chandra Blian Singh, then a few months old. 

la the case of this State, the right, of adoption has been conoeded. Under 
tbe terms of the adoption sanad (No. L), nazarana of a quarter of a 
year's net revenue is taken on direct snooession and half a year's net revenue 
on succession by adoption, A yearly payment of Bupeea 2,600 is made to 
Garauli as rent for the Boyal Artillery range and the grass preserve near 
Kowgong. 

In 1884 the jagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpnr State (now the 
Indian Midland) Bulway, receiving compensation for the area acquired ; and 
in 1888 he ceded (Ko. LX.VI) criminal and civil jurisdiction therein to the 
British Government. 

The area of Garauli is estimated to be 26 square miles; the population 
in 1891 was 6,629, and the yearly revenue is about Rupees 25,000. The 
military force, including irregulars, consisted in 1890 of S guns, 2 gunners, 
2 horsemen, and 66 infantry. 
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21. NAIGAWAN RIBAI. 

Lachhman Siogh, ooe oC the banditti leaders of Bnndelkhand, was 
induced to enrrender oa promiae of pardon. He rooeived in 1807 a Sanad 
(No.LXVII) for five Tilla^s. Hediedin 1808 and vassncoeeded by hisBon, 
Jagat Singh. In 1850 it was decided tiiat the State of Naigawan Ribai is 
beld merely on a life tenure, and ought to have been resumed on the death 
of Laobbman Singh. It woe, however, continued to Jagat Singh^ who bad 
been so long in poeseesioD, on the distinct understanding that it was to lapse 
absolutely at his death. In the meantime, however, the right of adoption 
(note to No. L) was conceded, and on the jagirdar's death iu 1867 the succes- 
sion of his widow, Larai Dbnlia, then twenty-six years of age, was sanctioned. 
Nazarana of a quarter of a year's net revenue on direct succession, and half a 
year's net revenue on snooession by adoption, is taken from this jagir, in 
accordance with the terms of the adoption sanad. 

The area of Naigawan Ribai is 16 square miles; the population (1891) 
18 3,370; and the revenue Rupees 10,37S. In 1890 tbe military force con- 
sisted of 1 gnn, 6 horsemen and 51 infantry, incladiog all irregulars. 

«2, BAONI. 

Baoni is tbe only Mnhammodan State in Buudelkhand. Nawab Qhazf- 
sd-Din Khan, grandson of Asaf Jab, Nizam-ul-Mnlk of Hyderabad, received 
from the Fediwa a grant of Bfty-two villages near Ealpi. At the time 
of the Biitish ooonpation of Bondellcband his son Nasir-ud-Daula was found 
in possesnon of forty-nine of these vUlagea, three having beeu usurped 
by the subordinate agents of the Feshwa's Government without authority 
from tlie Foona Darbar, The Nawab submitted a paper of requests in 180S 
(No. LXVIII) claiming the continuance of these villages, and, although actual 
possession was wanting to complete the gronnd of claim to three of them, yet, 
aa a measnre of liberality and in consideration of the rank of the Nawab and 
bis exemj^ary conduct from the time of tho British occupation, it was reeolvsd 
to oontinoe to him the whole of the villages comprised in tho Feshwa's grant 
to hia father. But tbe grant oE a sanad was withheld until the claims of 
the Nana of Ealpi could be adjusted^ as tbe specific nature and extent of 
the Nawab's authority and privilege within his jagir might depend in a 
gzeat measnte on the nature of tbe settlement with the Nana. Dnring 
t h<* investigation of the Nana's claims it appeared that he stood to the 
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Peshwa id the poErition of a tribatsTy, and tliat the district o£ Ealpi 
in which lay the Nawab's jagir, did not form part of the lands aotuallj 
held by the Peshwa and ceded under the Treaty of Baesein. It was there- 
fore ruled that the British GoTerunient bad no right to grant a sanad 
for the Tillages constituting the Nawab'a jagir> to axercisa any authority 
over the Nawab and his posseBsioua, or to ratify the paper of requeata which 
the Nawab bad presented. Bat Qoremment oonaidered that there were 
no objections to the execntion of a deed reoogaiaing the validity of the 
Peahwa'a sanad; and this was accordingly done in a letter which the 
QoTemor-Oeneral addressed to the Nawab on the 84th Deoembet 1806. Any 
olums to independence of the British OoTemmentj which the Nawab might 
have been disposed to base on thia decision, were extiogaished in 1817, when 
the Peshwa ceded all his sovereign rights to the Britiah Gorernment. 

Nasir-ud-Daula died at K&lpi on the 11th May 1816, and was snooeeded 
by his son Amir-ul-Malk, who was snooeeded in 1SS8 by his son Mnhsmmad 
Hosaio Kban. In 1868 the Nawab requested Uiat he might be permitted 
to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and that his eldest son Mehdi Unsain 
Khan might be recognised in the sucoession ; and, with a view to prevent 
quarrels, he proposed to aettle allowances amounting to Rupees 9,000 a year 
upon the other members of his family. These arrangements were saoo* 
tioned, bat owing to the mutiny and other causes the Nawab did not go 
on the pilgrimage. Nevertheless Mehdi Hasain Ehan continaed to be 
addressed as Nawab, and to have sole obarge of the admiDietration till the 
death of hia father Muhammad Husaiu Ehan, which took place in August 
18&9. After the death of Mahammad HusainKhan, one of his sons, Abdalla 
HuBsin Khan, endeavoured to cast euspiotOD on Mehdi Hasain Kban'a birth 
and to secure the succession to himself; bat after enquiry Government recc^ 
nised Mehdi Husain Kban as the legitimate heir. In 1862 the Nawab was 
assured (No. LXIX) that any eaccession to the State which might be 
legitimate aecordiag to MuhammadaD law would be recognised and confirmed, 
aabject to the payment of a relief of half a year's net revenue whenever the 
suceession does not go to a direct lineal heir. In 1863, as a reward for 
various liberal measures adopted by the Nawab, and particularly the aboli- 
tion of transit duties within the limita'of hia State, Government aanctioned 
an addition to his complimentary titles. 

In 1887 the Nawab received a eanad (No. XXVIl), granting hioi 
under certain conditions supreme criminal jorisdiction within his lands. 
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Iq 1874, at the special lequest of the Navab, who waa in ilUbealtb, 
the man^^ment oC the State wae taken over by the Oovemment la 1S83 
he abdicated, with the approval of the Oovernnient of India, in favour of hie 
son Mohammad Husain Khan, then aboat twenty-three yearaof age, receiving 
a cash allowance for his own maintenance. 

In 1884 Baoni ceded land for the Betwa oaoal, receiving the osdbI com- 
penaation, and in 1888 entered into an Agreement (No. XVIII ratified in 1889) 
regarding the cession of jorisdiction and other matters connected with the 
canal. 

Full criminal jurisdiction nnder certain conditions, which were modified 
ia 1891, was conferred on Mnhammad Hnsain Khan by Sanad (No. XXX) in 
1887 {lee Ajaigarh and Panna, tupra). 

This State is said to cover an area of abont 117 square miles; in 1891 
the popnlatioQ was 18,376 ; and the revenue ia about one lakh of rupees. Iq 
1890 there waa, including irr^ulars, a military force of 9 horsemen, 185 
infantry, 2 guns and 4 gunners. The chief is stifled to a salute of II guns. 

ThS HASHT'BHATa Jaqiba. 
These jagirs originally formed part of the Orcbha State. The founder of 
tbe family was Diwan Bai Singh, great-great-grandsoa of Bir Singh Deo 
one of the Bajas of Orcbha, who possessed the jagir of Baragaon, The 
name of Hasht-Bbaya jagirs is derived from the fact of Diwan Bai Singh 
having divided his jagir of Baragaon into eiffit shares, Kari, Pasrsi, Taraoli 
Chirgaon, Dhurwai, Bijna, Tori Fatehpur and Banka Pahari, among his eight 
Bons. The jagir of Eari (or Dndpur) became at an early date merged in the 
other shares ; Taraoli reverted to Orcbha ; and Pasrai was incorporated in the 
Jbanei district and is now British territory. The dismemberment of the 
Orchha State by the Mahratfas and the formation of the separate State of 
Jhanai led to disputed claims between Orchha and Jhanst as to the sapre- 
macy over the remaining five jagirs. A oarefnl investigation was made 
in 1621, and it was decided that these jagirs should be considered directly 
dependent on the British Govemmeut, through whom the tribute levied by 
the Jbansi State would be paid, but that the jagirdars should continue the 
nsnal observanoes to the Raja of Orchha as the nominal head of tba family. 
The Jhaosi Chief, however, had seized several of the villages belonging to these 
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jtgin, and was Allowed to retain tbem in lien oE the tribute* wbioh would 
otherwise have been exacted. Theee amogeinent* were embodied in Sanads 
(No. LXX) which were granted in 1821 and 1828 to the ja^rdars. For the 
jagir of Taraoli, which had rererted to Orcbha, the Chief of Orohha was 
required to pay an annual tribute of Kapeee 3,000 to Jhanei. This tribute 
became payable to the Britieh GoTernment on the lapse of Jbanu, bat it was 
remitted in 1860 as a reward for the serricea rendered by the Raja of Orchha 
daring the mntinies. Chirgaon was confiscated in 1811 for therebeilioaof the 
ja^rdar Bakht Stngb,eo that of the original eight shares into which the jagir 
of Baragaon was dindedj there remun now only the four hotdiogs which are 
deeoribed below. 

23. DHnaWAI. 

Diwan Bndh Singh of Dharwai, to whom the sanad was givea ia 
1823, was succeeded by his son Nahar Singh, and he, in 1851, by hia son 
Ranjor Singh, the present jagirdar, then serenteen years of age. 

In 1882 the jagirdar ceded land for the Betwa canal, recaiving compen- 
sation for the area acquired. 

In 1883 the oiden regarding divisions and reversions of shares in two of 
the three gronps into which the family is divided for the purpose of saccessioa 
were modified, and it was ruled tJiat tatnre devolutions shonld be regulated by 
the claims of legal shareholders. 

Id 1801 the population of Dhurwai was 1,774. The area is about 1 8 square 
miles, and the yearly revenueaboat Rupees 11,000. There are said to be 10 
Norsemen, 100 footmen, and S guns. 

21. BIJNA. 
Diwan Snrjan Singh of Bijna was succeeded in 1839 by hie son Khanda 
Bao> and he, in 1860, by his son Maknnd Singh, then fourteen years of 
age. 
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^epopalatioQo£Bijiiawaa 2,329 in 1891 ; the area STaqnare miles j and 
reroiQe about Sapees 8,600 ayear. Then are (I8S0) 4 horBemen, 80 footmen, 
mi i gnofl. 

26. TORI FATEHPUR. 

Har Fanhad, jagiidu oC Tori Fatehpnr, before his death on the 1 9th Nov> 
«sberl8&8, adopted Pirthi Singh from the Bijna branch of the tamil j, and the 
nceesrion o£ this youth was recognised by Ooreroment, the jagir being left 
Dsder the management of the widow of Har Farshad daring the minority. 
Bai> Krthi Singh died on the 6th Febraary 1880, The Oovernment of India 
Btoctioned the saccession of his nephew Arjan Singh, then ten years old, 
who, in accordsnce with her hnsband's wishes, had been adopted by the widow. 

In 1882 the j^rdar ceded land for the Betwa canal, receiving compen- 
saUon for the area acqnired. 

The area of the jagir is about 36 Bqaare miles; the popolation by the 
census of 1891 is 9,627; and the revenoeis about Rupees 22,000 a year. In 
1890 there were 16 horsemen, 160 infantry, and 12 guns. 

26. BANKA PAHARI. 
Diwan Isri Singh of Banka Pahari, so called from the title "Banba'* 
belonging to the jagirdar, was succeeeded in 1847 by his eldest bod Bim 
Babadnr, who died in 1871 and was succeeded by his eldest son Diwan 
Banka Fiyariju, then twenty- one years of age. Banka Fiyariju dying on the 
3rd November 1887, without male issue, was succeeded by his sole surriTing 
Invther Diwan Sukh Sahib; andjonliie Tatter's death on the 3rd August 1890, 
without male issue, he was suooeeded by his cousin, Kanwar Mihrban Singh. 
The Qovemment of India decided that, for the purposes of the Bnndela aonad, 
the soooeeeioD should be regarded as direct, and that therefore nazaraoa of 
only one-fourth of the net annual lerenne was leviable. Having regard, 
moreoTer, to the impoverished ciicnmBtances of the etttAte, the jag^rdar was 
eallad npon to pay a portion only of tke nazaiana thus taken. 

According to the ceosOB of 1891, the population of Banka Pahari was 
1,098. The area is about 4| square miles, and the yearly revenue about 
Bapees 8,000, A foroe of SO footmen is kept np. 



In the case of each of the foar jsgirs described above, the right ofadoption 
(note to No. L) has been granted by the British Goremmcot. Each ia held. 
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by the trams of the adoption ranadsj sabject to the payment of nazanna of a 
qnarter of a year's net reTonne on direct sawestion and half a year's net 
rerenne on euooession by adoption. 

The area of tbesa four jagira is estimated to be 85| square miles; the 
popniation is about 14,725 j and the rerenne amounts to about Rupees fi0,00O 
a year. Id 1890, ttie military force amounted to 17 guns, SgUDuers, 29 horse, 
and 810 foot, all irregulars.

Tbb Nawab Shuvsbbb Behaudbs. 

Dated 13lA January 1804. 

Your vateel hae preseoted to me a paper containing thirty-two requests, 
to which he solicited my acquiescence lor the purpose of inspiring you with 
Gonfideoce and induoiug you to come into our oamp. 

As a number of these requests had been previonsly aoceded to or answered, 
I consider it to be unnecessary to notice them in this address, and shall merely

An&firttfia the event of your immediately coming into the British ounp, 
and of your future implicit aubmiesion to the orders of the British Govern- 
ment, I promise protection to your person and property, and every degree of 
personal liberty as well as of attention and respect on my own part. 

Steondlg, I secure to you a provision for life, and for yonr family in per- 
petuity, of four lakhs of Rupees either in land or in laoney, to be set apart 
trom the revenues of Bundelound by the British Government in concert with 
His Bighness the Feishwa, 
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Thirdly, I promise to recommend to our OorernmeDt their iofercedinf^ 
wttlt Hia HighitesB tlie Feisbwa for the oontiauwee oE the bouses a|id villuges 
in tlie vicinity of Poonab, wbicb yoa itftte to have bees grajitttd tq you in 
jaghire, and their endeavouriD^ to reconcile the mind of His HighDeBB to- 
wards yon in the event of hia displeasure oecwUiiiied bj joar late eondact or 
by any other cause. 

Finally, respeoting the proYisioD which I have now firranted to yoa, it is 
to be coDsidered as a permanent provision made by the British Oovemment in 
concert with His Highness the Peishwa, and therefore not dependant tor its 
duration upon the posMseion of Bundeloond. ■ 

At the same time, you will obserre that all these assnrances on ray part 
are binding only in the case of your arrival in the British camp on or bef(»« 
Monday next, the I6th of the present month, and in that event 1 have no 
hesitation in promising to recommend you to Govemment as u proper objeefe 
of their fnrUier liberality and kindneoa.

ENaAOEHiNT concluded between Nana Govind Rao Fundit, for 
himself, his heirs and successors, and Captain John Baillie, 
Politick Agent of the Honorablb Sia Geobgb Hxlaro 
Bablow, Baronet, Gorernor-Qeneral, etc., etc., etc., la be- 
half of the Honourable the East India Company, at Banda, 
the 23rd day of October 1806. 

Whereaa by the Treaty ot BasEeia a portion of territory in Savaonour 
and Oolparra, formerly in the possession of His Highness the Peishtva, was 
cededto the Hononrablethe East India Company ; and Whereas by a subse- 
quent agreement between the two Governments, the said territory was restor- 
ed to His Highness the Peishwa, and in exchange for that territory together 
with certain other considerations which are detailed in the agreement in 
question, a territory in the province of Bundelcund, yielding an annual revenue 
of tliirty-siz lakhs and eixteea thousand Rupees was permanently ceded to the 
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Britisii (}ovemment and aaneied to their poeseeeioiis in HiDdoostan ; and 
Whereas at tbe period when the British troops were first emploj'ed in the oc- 
cnpation of the province ot Bundelcund, and in the puniebment of tbe 
disaffected in this province, Napa Govind Rao did for a time oppose the 
operations of tbe British troops in this province, hj which conduct he 
the said Nana Oovind Bao placed himself in the condition of aD enemy 
to the British Governmeiit, and several districts and forts in the province of 
BnndelcBiid, which were formerly possessed by him, were conquei'ed by the 
British army and occupied by their authority ; and Whereas after the conquest 
of the aforesaid districts and forts, Nana Govind Ran, professing sincere 
obedience and Bubmission to the Honorable Company, joined the British army 
with his troops, and since the period in question invariably r^ulated his 
conduct by a rigid observance of the duties of amiiy and atta-:hment to the 
British Government and to its iuterests, in considemtion of which the ilakns 
of Oorey and Mohummedabad were restored to him during the first year, and 
the pei^unnah of Mohaba in the second year after Jiis submission; and 
Whereas a promise was made by the British Government to grant to Nana 
Qo?ind Rao an equivalenc for the district of Calpee at some future |)eriod, the 
MoDorable the Governor- General in Council has lately been pleiised to direct 
tJie performance of that promise : therefore and with a view to the confidence 
aod entire satisfaction of Nana Goviml Riio regarding both his ancient posses- 
sions and those which are now to be ceded to him as an equivalent for the 
district of Calpee, as well as for the purpose of confirming the said Nana 
Govind Rao in the principles and duties of good faith and attachment to the 
British Government, tbe following Articles have been agreed to and shall 
continue iu force for ever : — 

Articlb ]. 

The Nana having professed a sincere attachment to the Honorable Com- 
pany hereby engages never to molest the territory of the British Government, 
or of any Chieftain or State iu alliance with the British Government, nor 
to afford succour or protection to any persons hostile to tlie British Govern- 
ment. 

Articlb 2. 

Nana Govind Rao hereby surrenders for himself, his Iieirs, and successors, 
and cedes in perpetual sovereignty to the Honorable East India Company, 
their heirs and successors, for ever, the city, tort and zillah of Calpee, situated 
in the Soubah of Akherabad, and the several villages situated on the right 
bank of the Jumna between Calpee and Raypoor, which are specified in the 
annexed Schedule, together with all rights and privileges which he or his 
ancestors may at any time have possessed in the zillah and villages aforesaid. 

Abticle 8. 

If any sabject of the British Oot^erament accused of crimes or any defaulter 
■hall at any time abB<^ond and take refuge in tbe Nana's territories, the 
Nana engages to seize and deliver over such person to the British Government 
on application from the Civil Officer in the British territory. 
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Abticlb 4. 



The Britiali Government having been pleased to gnat t'> the Nana, as 
an eqaii^alent for the district of Calpee, the raveral villages which are ipeoiBed 
in the annexed Schedule, and some of the mehals in question hemg situnted 
hetween the British poseessione eastward of the Betwa and the district of 
Kotch on the Norch-West frontier, in which the presence of the Civil Officers 
of Government must always be required, and to which the detachment of 
troops miLy often be expedient : The Nana hereby en^<^s to afford every 
assistance and Buppoit in his power to the Civil Officers of the British Govero- 
ment residing in the district of Kotoh, and to provide the British Officers and 
troops on their jnarch tliroiigh hia country with the necessary passports, g^iiidea, 
and supplies, BO tbiit no injury may he Bustuned by travellers, nor incon- 
venience suffered by troops in passing between the distriot of Kotch and any 
other part of the British possesBiouB. 

Akticlb 5. 

The Nana, being considered ae the independent ond uncontrolled ruler of 
the territory now ceded to him or confirmeil in hie possession, hereby renonnces 
all claim to the aid of the British Government a^inst internal or external 
enemies, and the British Government renonnces all claims whatever upon the 
Nana with the exception of those described in this Enga^ment. 

Article 6. 

IF any of the brothers or relations of Nana Govind Rao prefer a oom- 
plaint against him to the British Government, whether such complaint be 
founded on motives of personal enmity or otherwise, or if nny hanker or mer- 
chant, being a creditor of the Nana or of any of his servants or adherents, 
prefer a complaint sgainst him, or if any of the inhshitanta of any of the 
villages dependant on the Nana exhibit a claim against bim of any description 
whatever, all such complaints and claims shall be left to the Nauaa decisioD. 

Aeticli 7. 

As one-third of the diamond mines of Panna have from ancient Umes 
been committed by His Highness the Peishwa to the cars of Nana Govind 
Bao, and continu^ in his charge during the establish meat of the anthority 
of the late Nanab AH Bebander in this province, it is therefore agreed that 
in ease of any portion uf the diamond mines of Funna ooming into the 
possession of the Honorable Company, the Nana Bhall not he molested by 
them in the possession of the said portiou of the mines in quesljon, and the 
British Government hereby expressly renounces all claims against that portion 
oE the diamond mines of Panna which has been hithertofore occupied by the 
Nana. 

Abticle 8, 

All houses and gardens which belonged to the ancestors of the Nana and 
to tliose of his relations, and which are sitnated in the town of Bithoor in the 
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Donab, OD the banks of the Gan^e, or in the city of Benares or Calpee, or in 
Kaypoor, or in any other toirns or villag^es which are now in the posBeseioo of 
the British Oovernment, shall oontinue as liereiofore to be the private pro- 
perty of the Nana and hie rebtions, nhoae right aball not be in any manoer 
molested or encroaohed apon by the Officers of the British Government. 

Akticlb 9. 

All territories and rights m the province of Bnndelcund, inclading Ba^r, 
which are now oocnpied or possessed by Nana Govind Rao, or ceded to him by 
this Treaty in exchange for the distiict of Calpee, are hereby declared to be ' 
exempt from every fntare claioo or demand on the part of the Honorable 
Company, their heira and BQCcessors, for ever; and the British Government 
engage never to molest nor disturb the Nana, his heirs or Hueeessors, in the 
possession of the said t«rntories and rights in B'undelcund, including Si^ur, 
nor in the possession of those districts which are iiow oeded to him as an 
equivalent for the district of Calpee. 

AsnoLB 10. 

This engagement, consisting of ten Articles, being this day settled and 
coDolnded at Banda, between Captain John Baillit), Agent to tbe Govemor- 
Generai on the one part, and Baskur Sao Anna Pundit and Rao Kishen Kao, 
the accredited vakeels of Nana Govind Rao .on the other, a copy of the same 
in English and Persinn, nnder the eeal and signatare oi the said Captain John 
Haillie, baa been delivered to the said vakeels,- and the raid vakeels have 
delivered to Captain J. Baillie another copy bearing the seal and signature of 
the said Nana Govind Rao, (loaotersigned by hie said vakeels, and the said 
Captain Baillie has engaged to procure and deliver to the vakeels of the said 
I^ana Govind Rao, without delayys oopy of this-engagement duly ratified by 
the Honorable the Qoveraor-Gencrol in Conncil, on the receipt of which by 
the said vakeels the present engagement shall be deemed complete and bind- 
ing on the Honorable Company, and on the said NaniL Govind Rao, and the 
copy of it now delivered by the said vakeels shall be returned.

VFfaereas by a Tre&ty conolnded between tbe British OoTernment and His 
HighnesB the Peiebwa, nnder date tbe 13th June lS17,C0TreipoDding with 
tbe 14th Asau 1S74 Sambnt, tbe rights of anpremacf posseBsed by His 
Higfa&em over Nana Govind Rao, and the lands in the Nana'a immedinte 
oooapation, have been traDsferred to tbe British CKtremment : and Wliereas 
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the British GoTemment bas ooDsentod on certain coDsiderations to relinqnish 
the tribute and military service which by virtue of that transfer it had 
acquired a right to oetnand from the Nan% aud to ooastitnte the Nana the 
hereditary ruler of the lands at preeeot in his actual posaession : The following 
Articles have accordingly been concluded by mutual consent hetween the 
Britbli Government and the said Nana Qovind Rao :— 

Artiols 1. 
All the Articles of the Engngement contracted with Nana Govind Bao 
by Colonel John Baillie on the part of the Brilish Oovemment, under data 
the 3rd day of October 1806, corresponding with the 10th of Shabnn 1221 
Hijree, and the 11th of Kooar Sood 186S Sumbut, ehall remain in full fores, 
excepting in as far oe they are not altered by this Tuaty. 

ASTICLB S. 
The British Government hereby relinquishes for ever its right to tribute 
and military service from Nana Oovind Bao, his heirs and snccesaora. The 
British Government moreover acknowledges and hereby oonetitutes Nana 
Govind Rao, his heirs and successors, the hereditary rulers of the territory at 
present in the Nana's actual poeeession. 

Abticlb S. 

The British Oovemment further engages to protect the aforesaid posses- 
sions of the Nana from the aggressions of any foreign power, and it is aconrd- 
ingly hereby agreed between the contracting parties that whenever the Nana 
shall have reason to apprehend a design on the part of any power to invade 
his territories, whether in conseqnence of any disputed claim or on any other 
ground, he shall report the circumBtaDces of the case to the British Govern- 
stent, which will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of such dispnted 
claim i file Nana, relying on the juEtioe end equity of the British Govern* 
ment, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggression 
he referable to any other oanse, the British Government will endeavour by 
representation and remonstrance to avert the design, and if, notwithstanding 
the Nana's acquiescence in the award of the British Government, the other 
party shall persist in its hostile designs, and the endeavours of the British 
Government shall fail of success, such measures will be adopted for the proteo* 
tion of the Nana's territories as the circumstances of the case may appear to 
reqaire. 

AanoLB 4. 

Nana Govind Rao hereby cedes to the British Government in perpetual 
sovereignty the whole of the lands of the ilakafa of Kundah appertaining to 
the perguunah of Mohabnh, circumscribed by the territories of the Bntish 
Government, and also certain villages on the banks of the River Jumna apper* 
taining to the pergnnnah of Choorke, and intermixed with the Honorable ' 
Company's lands of Bhndaick and Baypore, including mal, saysr, charity, and 
rent-free lands of every description, agreeably to a ^hednle subjoined to the 
Treaty; the Nana accordingly engsgee that the aforesaid lands shall be given 
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nptothe Officen of the Biitiah Oovemment 'immediatoly on demand. But 
with&yiew to the eatigfactioD of certain claimi upon the Nana, for which 
some of these lands are pledged, the British Oovernment bereb/ agrees to 
grant to the Nana the revenue of those lands to be paid in cash up to the end 
of Assar next, correaponding nith Jnlf 1818; the current revenue, after de. 
dulling the expense of collection, the outstanding balanoes, and the advanms 
of tiiccavie vbioh maj be justly demandable up to tihe end of Aesar next, ac- 
coTding to the BegulatioDB of the British OoverDmeiit, shall accordingly be. 
collected hj the British Berenue Officers and paid to the Nana monthly. 

\ Abtiolk 6. 

If at any time the Nana have any caase of complaint against any of the 
Bsjahs or Chiefs allied to the British Government, the Nana engages to refer 
the case to the arbitration and decision of that Qovemment, and to abide im- 
plicitly by its award, and on no account to commit aggressions against the 
other party, or to employ his own foroe for the Butiaf^otion of such claim or 
the redress of the grievanoe of vhich he may complain. 

ASTICLI 8. 

Nana Govind Rao hereby engages to abstain from corresponding with 
foreign powers, excepting with the pririty and conseut of the British Oovern- 
ment. 

Aktiolb 7. 

With a view to facilitate the adjustment of boundary disputes between 
tbtf subjects of the Nana and that of the British Government, and to avoid 
the delay of a reference to the Nana, the Nana hereby engages to require all 
his Aumila and other Officers on the frontier to comply immediately with any 
orders tliey may receive frooi the Superintendent of Political Affairs, for 
causing the attendance of parties and witnceses, or for any other purpose con- 
nected with the adjustment of bonndary disputes, without waiting the rssult 
ofa reference to him. The Nana further agrees to give ready and due atten- 
tion to all suggestions from the Superintendent respecting the punishment of 
any of his snbjects who may be convicted before the Superintendent of violence 
and ac^ression towards the British subjects. With a further view to avoid 
disputes respecting the new boundaries which will be formed between the lands 
now ceded by the Nana and those to which, they are contiguous, it is hereby 
^reed that actnal poeaeesion at the date of this Treaty shall be held to be the 
criterion for the settlement of all disputes which may arise respecting the 
aforesaid boundary, and that no retrospective claim founded on former pos- 
session shall be sustained on either side. 

AaTioLE 8. 
The British Government hereby engages to contract noengagementa with 
Rao Benaick Rao, the manager of Saugor, or with the Bheik Sahiba, detri- 
mentnl to the claims and rights of the Nana in the country of Saitgor. The 
British Oovernment, moreover, offers hereafter to interpose its good offices, 
with a view to bring about a satisfactory adjustment of the difference between 
Nana Govind fiao and the manager of the country of Sanger. 
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Akticlb 9. 

Whenever the British Qovernment may have occanon to send its troops 
ihroagh the territory of Nana Qovind Rao, or to eUtioa a British force with- 
in his territories, it shall be oompetent to the British OoTernment so to detafih 
or statioD its troops, and the Kaaa shall give his consent accordingly. The 
Commander of the British troops whioh may thns eventnally pass throngb 
or permanently occupy a position within the Nana's territories shall not in 
any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Nana's Government : 
whatever materials or supplies may be reqnired for the nse of the British troops 
during their continnanoe in the Nana's territories shall be readily famished 
by the Nana's Officers and subjects^ and shall be paid for at tiie price oorrent 
of the Bazar. 

Abticlk 10. 

This Treaty, oonsistins: of ten Articles, having this day been conclnded 
between the British Government and Nana Oovind Rao through the agency 
of John Wauchope, Esq., in virtae of powers delegated to him by the Most 
Nuble the Oovernor-Qeneral on the one part, and Abha Bulwnnt Rao, the 
vakeel of the said Nana Oovind Rao, on the other, Mr. Wauchope and the 
said vakeel signed and sealed two copies of the Treaty in English, Persiao, and 
Hindee, one of which, after being ratified by the sesl and signature of the 
Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, Oovernor-General, will be returned 
to-morrow to the said vakeel, and the said vakeel having ohtained the latifica- 
tion of the Nana to the other copy, engages to deliver it within the same time 
to Mr. Wauchope.

Wheebas a FIRM TrBjLtt of Feiekdshif and Alliance subsists 
between the British Gotbrnuemt and His Highness the 
Feishwa, and Sheo Rao Bhao, Soobadae of Jhansie, is a 
tributary of His Highness the Feishwa ; and Whereas Sheo 
Bao Bhao, entertaining a just sense of the obligations im. 
posed upon him by the said Treaty of Friendship and Alli- 
ance between the British Government and His Highness 
the Feishwa, shortly after the arriTal of a detachment of 
the British army in BuNDEiiOUND, transmitted to His Excel- 
lency General Lake, Commander-in-Chief, etc., etc., 
through Captain John Baillie, Folitical Agent on the 
part of His Excellency in Buhdelcund, a 'Wajib-ool-Urz 
or Faper of requests, expressive of his submission and attach- 
ment to the views . and interests of the Bbitish Govebn- 
MENT, and containing seven distinct Articles or reqaests, all 
which have been acceded to by His Exoellenot the Com- 
mander-in-Chief ; and Whereas certain requests and agree- 
ments on the part of Shbo Rao Bhao were not included in the 
said Wajib-ool-Urz, and are now necessary to he added : 

The following Articles are now agreed on for the purpose of affording> 
additional security and confideoce to Sheo Rao Bhao, and of oonstituting an 
additional pledge of his hdelity and attaohmeat to the British CroTernineot :— 



AancLc 1, 

The Bhao, professing bia entire submission and sincere attachment to 
the British Government and to Hie Highness the Peiahwa, hereby engages to 
consider the friends of both Governments as his friendS] and their enemies as 
his enemies, that is to say, he promises not to moleet any Chief or State who 
shall be obedient ta the British Government and to His Highness the Peishwa j 
and considering all snch aa may he rebellious or disaffected to these Govern- 
ments as his enemies, be engagea to give no protection in bis country to snch 
persons or their families, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of any 
nature with them, and to use every means in his power to seize and deliver 
them over to the Government aj^ainst which they may offend. 
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ASTICLK 2. 



If at any time a diepute or differetuie arin between the Bhao and any 
uei^hbonriDg State or Chieftain professing; obedience to tlie British Oovem* 
ment, tlie Bfaao engages to commnnicate the grounds of such dispute or 
difference to tlie British Government that they may have an opportuoity of 
iDveBtigatiDg the matter in dispnte and of adjusting it to the mutual satis- 
faction of the partieBj or of punishing the party who shall be refractory. 

A&TIOLS 3. 

Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in pnnish- 
iog the disaffected in the countries contiguous to the possessions of Sheo Rao 
Bhao, the Bha<) engages upon every euah occasioa to join the British forces 
with his army and to assist in the accompli ah ment of their views ; and if, at 
any time a detachment of the British force shall march into the Bhao's 
country for the purpose of qnelling disturbances there, the whole expense of 
Buch detachment shall be defrayed by the Bhao. On the other hand, if the 
assistance of the Bhao's troops be demanded at any time for the purpose of 
qnelling disturbances in the British territory, the expenses of ench troops shall 
be borne by the Britosh Oovemment. 

AaTioLi 4. 

The Bhao is in reality the Commander of his own troops; but it is 
hereby agreed that on every occasion when they may be actinjr with the 
British forces, the general command of the whole shall be vested in the Com- 
manding Officer of the British troops, and in the event of peace being con- 
cluded, a due attention shall be paid to the interest of the Bhao. 

AftTICLE 6, 

Sheo Rao Bhao engages never to take or retain in his service any British 
subject or European of any nation or description without the consent of the 
British Government. 

Article 6. 

Whatever tribute has been hitherto paid to His Highness the Feishwa 
by the Bhao shall be contianed to be paid to His Higimess. Tlie British 
Oovemment do not demand any tribute for themselves. 



The Rajah Ambagie Ingla at any time molest the possessions of the Bhao, 
the British Government shall interfere to prevent him. 



Accnsations of disaffection or disobedience, if adduced by any person 
against the Bhao, shall not be attended to by the British Government unless 
the truth of tiiem be proved. 
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Sheo Rao Bhao poBSesses a botue in Che oity of Benares ; if any of the 
children, brothers, oc other reUtioni of the Bhao hereafter rosido in that city, 
tliey shall enjoy the protection of the British Oovernment, and shall not Buffer 
any molestatioa. 

This Agreement, containing nine Articles, signed and sealed by Captain 
John Baillie, Political Agent, on the part of His Excellency General Lake, 
Cummander-in-Chief, and by Sheo Rao Bhao, Soobadar of Jhansie, in Camp 
at Kotra, on the 6th day of February 1504, answering to the 23rd day of 
Shuwanl 1218 Hijery, and lOtb day of Fhagoon Boodee 1860 Sumbat, is 
delivered to Sheo Boo Bhao, and another of tbe same date, tenor, and contents 
signed and sealed by the parties on the same day, is delivered to Captain John 
Baillie. Whenever the ratification of this Agreement, under the seal and 
signature of His Excellency General Lake, or of His Ezcelleocy the Most 
Noble the Governor-General in Council, shall be delivered to Sheo Rao Bhao, 
the Bhao engages to return the Agreement. 



TttAKSiATioN of a Wajib-ool-TThz presented on the part of the 
Bajah of Jhansie— 18th Novemher 1803. 

Sheo Bao Bhao, Chief of Jhansie and other places, submits the following 
requests in separate Articles, aud hopes tbat Uiey may be granted by the 
British Government : — 

l»l. — The degree of rank and respectability 'which I have hitherto enjoyed, 
under Hia Highness the Feisbwa shall be continued and increased under 
the BriUsh Government. 

Snd. — The country and forts which I at present hold nnder the authority 
of His Highness the Peishwa shall remain in my possession, and tbe revenue 
which I have hitherto paid to the Peishtva shall hereafter be paid into the 
Company's treasury. 

3fd. — Ae the English are now employed in tbe conquest of the territories 
and forte of Dowlut Bao Scindia and Holkar, let a battalion or two with au 
Officer of rank be sent here, and I shall join and assist them iu cooqaering 
the countries which are adjacent to my own. 

4tA.'—I£ the Honorable Company be desirous of possessing my country 
and fort, they are masters and every way powerful, and I am reaidy to submit ; 
but as the British Nation and His Highness the Peishwa are at peace, and an 
a Treaty eziste between them, let an order of His Highness be produced, that 
I may perform the duty of allegiance in obeying that order. 

5tk,—lf the Peishwa at any future period make over my country to the 
Company, and it becomes a part of the British possessions, let a Jaidad be 
assigned to me for the support of my cavalry and infantry, and for t^e main- 
tenance of myself and family in perpetuity. 
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6tA. — Ab tbe Rftjaba of Candahar, Datteea, Chancery and other Cliiefe in 
the neighbourhood are ready to submit to a^ become the servants of the 
British Oovemment, let the possessionB of these Chiefs be guaranteed, and the 
rerenae which they have paid to the Feiebwa shall be paid into the British 
tfeasnry. 

7ti. — Let every arraDj^ment with me be concluded through the medium 
of Bajuh Hiromnt Babadoor.

TfiEATT with Row Ramcbund. tbe Minor Soubahdar of Jhansib 
—1817. 

Whereas a IVeaty of defenraTe alliance was concluded between the British 
Government and the late Sheo RowBhow, Soubabdar of Jhansie, under date the 
6tli of February 1804, or 10th of Fha^oon Boodee 18S0Sumbut, when the said 
Soubahdar was in the condition of a tributary to His Highness the Peishnra; 
and Whereas the whole of the rights of His Higbnees the Peiehiva over 
the principality of Jhansie havesince that period been traneferred to the British 
Government, in virtue of a Treaty concluded between that Government and the 
Peishwa, under date the 13th of June 1 B17, correspond ing with the Hth Asear 
1874 Sumbut, and in conseqoence of that transfer the relatione established by 
the former Treaty between the British Government and Jhaneiehave become 
virtually eitinot; and Whereas the British Government, in consideration of 
tbe very respectable cliavact^r borne by the late Soubahdar Sheo Row Bhow 
and bis uniform and faithful attachment to the British Government, and ia 
deference to his wish expressed before his death that the principality of Jhansie 
might be confirmed in perpetuity to his grandson Bow Bamcbund Row, to be 
conducted during the minority of the paid How Itamchund Row by Row 
Gopaul Row Bhow, manager nominated by the late Bbow and confirmed by 
the British Government : On these considerations and i^i the confident reliance 
of the continuance of the same friendly disposition on the part of tbe Qovem- 
tnent of Jhansie and of its strict adherence to the engagements comprised ia 
this Treaty, the British Government has consented, on certain conditions, to con- 
stitute Bow Ramcbund the hereditary Chief of the lands actually held by tbe 
late Row Sheo Bhow at the commencement of the British Government in 
finndelcund and now possessed by the Government of Jhansie. The following 
Articles have accordingly l>eeD concluded between the British Government 
and Row Ramchimd How, under the direction and with tbe concurrence of 
bis said manager Uopaol Row Bhow. 

Abticli 1. 
The Treaty conolnded lietween the British Government and the ]at« Shno 
Bow Bbow, under date the 6th of February lti04, or 10th of Fhagoon Boodee 
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1880 Snmbiit, is hereby confirmed, excepting such parta of it aa aro altered or 
Tesciaded by the provtHioDs of ^lis Treaty. 



The British Government, with a view to oonfinn the fidelity and attach- 
meiit of the Government of Jhaneie, conseDta to acknowledge aad hereby 
constitutes Aow Ramchund, his heirs and succeesoi-e, hereditary rnlera of the 
territory enjoyed by the late Row Sheo Bhow at the period of the oommence- 
meot of the British Qovemment, and now iu the possession of Row Ram- 
chnnd, excepting the Fei^onah of Mote, which bein|; held by the Jhansie 
Oovernment in mortgage from Rajah Bahadur will con tinne on its present 
footing nntil a settlement of the mortage takes place between the parties. 
The British Qovernment further eugages to protect the aforesaid territory o£ 
Row Ramchund from the aggreseion of foreign powers. 

Aeticu 3, 
The British GoTernment faaTing by the terms of the foregoing Article 
engaged to protect the priacipality of Jhansie from the aggressions of foreign 
powers, It is hereby sgieed between the contracting parties that whenever ^e 
Government of Jhansie sball have reason to apprehend a design on the part 
of any foreign power to invade its territories, whether in oonaequence of any 
disputes, claim, or on any other ground, it shall report the circumstances of 
the case to the British Uovemment, which will interpose its mediation for the 
adjustment of such disputed claim ; and the Jhansie OoTernmeut, relying oa 
the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly to abide 
by its award. If the apprehended aggressions shall be referable to any other 
cause, the British Government will endeavour by representations and remon- 
strsnce to avert the design, and if, notwithHtanding the Soubahdar's acquies- 
cence iu the award of the British Government, the other power shall persist 
in ita hostile designs, and the endeavoars of the British Government should fail 
of sncccEB, such measures will be adopted for the protection of the Soubahdar's 
territories as the oircnmstances of the case may appear to require. 

Akticlb 4. 
In consideration of the guarantee and protection afforded by the two 
foregoing Articles to Row Ramchund, the Chief of Jhansie, that Chief hereby 
binds himself to employ his troops, at his own expense, whenever required to 
do so, in co-operation with those of the British Government, on all occasions 
in which the interests of the two Governments may he mutually concerned. 
On all such occasions the Jhansie troops shall act under the orders and control 
of the Commanding Officer of the British troops. 

Aeticls &. 
Row Ramchund hereby sgrees to submit to the arbitration of the British 
Governmeat all his disputes with other States, and implicitly to abide by its 
award. 
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ASTICLI 6. 



Row Bamclitind engages at all times to employ hia atmoBt exertions in 
defending: the roads and passes of his country agdnst any enemies or predatory 
bodies who may attempt to penetrate throogh it into the territories of tbe 
Hocorable Company. 

Aetiolr 7. 

Whenever the British Qovemment may have occasion to send its troops 
through the dominions of Bow Bamohund, or to station a British force withm 
his territories, it shall be oompetent to the British Government so to detaclt 
or statioo its troops^ and Bow Ramchand shall give his oonseat accordingly. 
The Commaoder of the British troops which may thas eventually pass 
throagh or permanently occupy a position within the Jhansie territories, shall 
not in any manner interfere in the internal conoems of the Jhansie Qorem- 
meat, whatever materials or soppliea may be required for the nse of tbe 
British troops during their continiiance in the Jhansie territories, shall be 
readily furnished by Bow Bamchnnd's OfiBoers and subjects, and sh^l be paid 
for at tile price carrent of the basar. 

Abticli 8. 

Bow Bamchund hereby binds himself to maintun no correspondence with 
foreign States without the privity and consent of the British Government. 

AancLB 9. 
Row Bamobnnd engages to give no asylum to criminals, nor to defaulters 
of the British Government who may abscond and take refuge within his 
territories; and should the Officers of the British Government be sent in 
pnianit of such criminals and defaulters, Row Ramohnnd further engages to 
afford snch Officers every assistance in his power iu apprehending them. 

Articlb 10. 

This Treaty, oonsisting of ten Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and Bow Bamohund, through the agency of 
John Wanchope, Esquire, in virtue of powers del^ated to him by the Most 
Noble the Ooveraor-General on the one part, and Nana Bulwunt Kow, the 
vakeel, on the other, Mr, Waucbope and the said vakeel have signed and 
■ sealed two copies of the Treatv in English, Persian and Uiodee, one of which, 
after being ratified by tbe seal and signature of the Most Noble the Marquis 
of Hastings, Oovemor-General, will be returned to the said vakesl, and the 
said vakeel, having obtained the rati6oation of tbe Soubahdar to the other 
copy, engages to deliver it within the same time to Mr. Wanchope.

4tA. — That all pensionerB of the Jhansie State whose claims have beenaU 
ready decided by tbe Officers of our Oovemment, and all creditors of that 
State whose claims have been decided by the Officers of our OoTemment in 
ooDoert with the Chief of Jbausie, be punctually paid by instalmeittB. All 
tiioae who receive grants of laud, payments from the treasury, or assignments 
upon the onstoma for services to be performed, are to enjoy the same only up> 
oa condition of performing tbe duties for which tbej have been assigned ; 
and the Chief to be left sole judge in their cases. 

. It is understood that the Chief will pay all jnst debts and claims Co pen- 
sions which have not yet been adjusted by the Officers of our Oovemment;

6ti. — That the Chief pay off the debt to the British Goverament by an-

7tA.^—TbsJi tbe Bundelcund Legion be kept permanently to at least its 
present strength for the protection of the Jhansie and Jalone districts, but the 
disbibutioD of this force is to rest with the Officer Commanding, or the 
representative of our Governineot in Bundelcund. The Officer Commanding 
the Legion is to oomply with the requisitions of the Raja for the aid m 
totops whenever he thinks them proper, without reference to sueh representa- 
tive ; but should he at any time not deem it proper to comply with such re- 
qaisitik^na, he will state the oircumBtances of the call for aid, and his reasons 
for not complying with it, to the repreeentative of the Government, and 
mspend compl^nce till his orders are received. 

S^i.— That the Chief will assign lands for a military cantonment in any 
part of his territories which ^e Government may select for the purpose ; but 
the Officer Commanding the troops in such cantonments is not to interfere 
with the civil administration of the Government, or permit the troops to 
oppress tbe subjects of the Jhansie State. What supplies for the use of the 
troops may be repaired from the country around are to be procured through 
the Officers of the Jhansie Uovemment, and paid for at the current prices '^of 
the day. 

Tbe Articles of former Treaties between the Jhansie .Chiefs* and t&e 
BritiBh Oovemment are to remain still in foroe ; and all the salutes heretofore 
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given to thoie CliiefB and courteeies o£ reception wbioh are the same as tboee 
giren to the Cbiefs of Orcha, Duttia, and Sumptur, to be contioued.

Translation of a Sunnijd granted to Bajah Kisseby Siugq* 
the* Rajah of Jbytporb, dated 20th Septemher 1812. 

Be it known to the Chowdries, Canoongoee, and Zemindare of the Pw- 
gnnnahe of Punwarree and Powey, etc., in the provinoe of Bandeloand : 
Whereas tbe Bajah KisBery,the Rajah of Jeytpore, one of ths anment and 
reapeetable Chiefs of the proTince, and a hereditary descendant of the ^ajah 
Juggot Eaje, previously to this period, having submitted himself to the antbor- 
ity and entered into engagements, and obligations of obedience, loyalty, and 
sabmisraon to the British Government, and delivered in an ikramamah, or 
written engagement, to the above effect, consisting of eight Articles, the said 
Rajah received from the British Government fifty-two villages in the Peigonnah 
of Punwarree, rent-free, and ever since has remained faithfnl in his obedienee 
and loyalty ; Wherefore, on the 15th of July 1809 A.D., tbe said Rajah received 
from the British Government in gift, certain villages in the Pergunnah of 
Pcwey, and on tbe 18tb September in tbe above year, he, the said Rajah, adMo 
received in free gift certain diamond mines in consideration of his situation 
and claims to the fsvour of the British Government. Now the said Rajah 
having requested to receive one Sunnud including the whole of the grants, 
a Sonnnd is therefore given to the said Rajah, grunting hinj, rent-free, the 
vilUgae and possessions ennmerated underneath. So long as the said Bajah, 
his heiifl and successors, shall remain f&itiiful to and truly discharge the terms 
of tihe ikiamamah he has now entered into, consisting of eleven Articles, 
t^ vUh^^ and possessions, enumerated below, with the whole of their land 
rewnuee, and sayer, Abkaree, and all other rights and dues belonging thereto, 
shall wnain iu bis and their nnmoleated poeseseion, rent-free, generation after 
^generation for ever. It is proper that you consider the aforesaid Rajah the 
trne pto^Btor of the villages and posscMions in question ; and tbe duties 
«f tlie BUd Rajah are to protect and promote the comfort of the inhabitants 
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and caltavatora, Aud, reoderiDg bis possessions popalona and flonrisIiiDg, enjo; 
the prodace in good wishes and prayers for the prosperity o£ ths British 
Oovemment.

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Translation of the Ierabnauah of the Rajah Ejssbet Siko, 
the Bajah of Jettpokb. dated 13th September 1812. 

Whereas I, Rajah Kinery Sing, Hajah of Jeytpote, one of the ancient 
and respectable Chiefs oE the provinoe of Bnndelcnnd, and desoeaded from 
the Biyah Juggat Raje, from me time that I delivered in my Ikramamah or 
obligatinn of anbrnission and obedience, and obtuned in jaghir fi[ty*two 
villages in the pergnnnah of Pimwarree from the British G«vemment>, have 
discharged with heart and soul the obligationa of loyalty and obedienoe, and 
I have been admitted amongst the dependents of the British Government, and 
remained faithful to the terms of my engagements, in no instance deviating a 
little therefrom } during the administration of Mr, John Biohardson certain 
villages and possessionB in the perguimsh of -Fowey were granted to me for 
my BUfltenaooe, and the aforesaid gentleman required from me a fresh Ikrar- 
namab, in terms appropriate to the change of circumstanoea : for which reason 
and to confirm my submission, loyalty and obedience to tiie British Govern- 
ment, I now deliver in the present Ikramamah, consisting of the eight 
Articles of my former engagements, and of three new Artidee, in all eleven 
Articles, under my seal and signature, and I hereby promise and engage that 
I shall never deviate a little from those Artiolea in letter, spirit, or tendency. 

Aktioli 1. 

I promise never to unite on any occasion with external or internal enemies 
of the British Government, and to be ever obedient and submissive to their 
will and commands, from Uie due performance of which duties I shall never de- 
part. 

Abtidle 2. 

If any of my children and relations excite disturbances in fJie British 
territories, I agree to use my utmost endeavoars to prevent them, and in the 
event of their continuing to behave improperly, I promise to join the British 
troops with my forces for the purpose of punishing them.

If any of the peasantry or inhabitants of the British territory sbonld de- 
sert from the British territory and take shelter in any of the villages granted 
to me, I engage to seize and give them over to the Officers of the J3ritish 
Government ; and if persons be sent to apprehend them in my villages, I agree 
not only not to oppose but to assist the persons who may be sent into my 
villages to apprehend and secure the offenders.

I likewise promise never to protect or suffer to remain in my villages any 
robbers or thieves ; and if a robbery takes place in my villages on the property 
of merchants or travellers, I sliall make the zemindars of that village respon- 
sible, and shall cause them either to restore the property or pay the value of it, 
or for the seizure and delivery to the British Government of the thieves and 
robbers. I shall immediately 'seize and deliver over to the BritiBh authority 
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all murderers and others who may have committed crimes in the British 
possessions, and may have taken refuge in any of my villages

It any of the neiffhbouring Chiefs rebel againet the British authority, 
although they be my near relatione, I do hereby promise to abstaio from ^1 
friendly commanication with them, and not to protect or suffer any of their 
relations or dependents to remain in any of my villages.

I eng^^ never to quarrel with any Chief who is obedient and Bubmiasive 
to the Briti^ Government ; if any of them should quarrel with me, I promise 
to submit Buoh dispute to the decision of Government.

I promise not to retain in my service a greater number of troops, horse 
or foot, than may be absolutely necessary for the collection of the reveuues of 
my villages, and for the purpows of personal state, without the snthority and 
permission of the British O-overnmeot.

I engage with my free nill and consent never to have any concern of any 
nature with the fort of Jeytpore, and not permit my depend«nts to go round 
it, nor shall I repair tbe breaches of the fort. In short, I shall have nothing 
to do with the above fort. If anything contrary to the spirit and meaning of 
Hiia agreement should ever take piece, I agree that all the villages which are 
includtid in the Snuiind grunted by the British Government be resumed by 
them.

I engage to guard all the passes through the ghauts under my authority, 
so as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed persons from asoend- 
ing or descending the ghauts, or from entering tbe British territories through 
any of those passes; and if any neighbouring Chiefs or leaders should medi- 
tate an inoorsion into the British territories through my possessions, or those 
of the Chiefs in allegiance thereto, I engage to furnish the Officers of the 
British Government with information of the circnmstauoe before bis approach 
to the neigbbonrhood of my territories, and to exert my utmost efforts to 
otstroct his progress.

Whenever the Britieh troops shall have occasion to ascend the ghauts 
through any of tbe passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to 
obatruct or impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons- to couduot them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them 
with the necessary supplies so long as they may remain within or in the vici- 
nity of my possessions.

It is agreed that daring the natural life of Amrut Bao Bahadoor, and 
that of bis son, Benaik Bao Bappa S^ib, lie Amrut Bao (and hta sod aftw 
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his decease) shall be enenred the enjoyment of a rerenne of seven lakhs of 
Rapees. This shall either be graoted in territory or in cash : the Eng'lish 
Oovernment ooneiders itself responsible for its payment. The revenue of nil 
mch districts as are at present in Amrut Rao Bahadoor'e pD)=B<>ssion must be 
inclnded in the ocooant of his annaal revenue, and he shall receive the 
difference between their amount and the sum fixed on for his eapport, of 
•even lakhs of Rupees, 

Article 2. 

As a proof that Amrut Rao is sincere in his professions of friendship 
to the English Oovernment, he must meet the Honorable Major-General 
Welleeley, who means to advance to Anrungabad, 



Amrat Bao must on all occasions exert himselE cordially to forward Hie 
hiterests of th« Honorable Company and His Highness the Peisbwa, 

Aeticui 4. 

Whatever friends and adherents may attend Amrjit Rao may he satisfied, 
of their perfect safety, and be assnred they shall receive injury from no 
qoarter whatever, as they will be under the proteotion of the British Qavem- 
ment. After the meeting between the Honorable Major-General Wellesley 
and Ammt Rao ehall have takes place, some arrangement shall be made for 
their support.* 

Article 5. 

"When Amrnt Ban joine General Wellesley, the more force both in cavalry 
knd infantry that accompany him, the more will be the General's satisfaction.

The Rn^ab Mabendar Bickermajeet Bahader, BAJah of Oorcba, having 
professed his obedience and attachment to the British Government, he is 
admitted henceforward among the number of the allies of the British Oorem- 
ment ; aocordingly the said Rajah hereby engages to consider the fnends of 
that Government as his friends, and its enemies as his enemies, and to abstain 
from molesting any Chief or State in allianoe or in amity with the British 
Qovemment ; and considering all persons who may be disatEected to that 
Government as bis own enemies, he Tartber engages to afford no protection to 
snob persons or their families in bis country, to hold no intercourse or corte- 
Bpondeuce of any nature with them, bnt, on the contrary, to use. every means 
in bis power to seize and deliver them up to the Officers of the British Govern- 
ment. 

Abtioli Z. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Bajah Mabendar 
Bickermajeet Bahader by inheritaooe, and is now in bis poi^BeBsion, is hereby 
guaranteed to the said Bajah and to bis heirs and successors, and they sbul 
never be molested in the enjoyment of the said territory by the British Gov- 
ernment nor any of its atttes or dependants, nor shall any tribute be der 
manded from him or them. Tlie British Qovernment, moreover, engages to 
protect and defend the dominions at present in Rajab Mabendar Bickermajeet 
Babader's possession from the aggressions of any foreign power. 

Artiols S. 

The British Government having, by the terms of the foregoing Article, 
engaged to protect the territories at present possessed by the B^ab of Ooreha 
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{tom the aggreseions of any Foreign power, it iB hereby agreed between the 
eoDtnictiag parties that, whenever the Rajah ehall have reason to apprehend 
design on the part of any foreign power to invade his territorieB, whether in 
conseqaence of any diapated claim or on any other gronnd, be shall report the 
drcamstancee 6f the ease to the British Qovemment, which will interpose ita 
nediatioo (or the adjnBtment of aneh disputed claim, and the Rajah, relying: 
on the jostioe and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly to 
abide by ita award. If the apprehended aggression shall be referable to any 
otber CBOse, the British Government will endeavour, by representation and 
nmonatrsnoe, to avert the design; and if, in the former case, notwithstanding 
ibe Bajab'a acqniesoenoe in the award of the British Government, the other 
power ^all persist in its hostile designs, and if, in the latter case, the endea- 
voars of the British Government shonld fail of auocess, anch measures will be 
adopted for the protection of the Rajah's territories ae the circumstanoes of 
the case Buy appear to require. 

Articli 4, 

If at any time the Rajah of Ooreha shall have any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependent on the 
British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration 
and draiaioD of tliat Government, and to abide by its award, and on no 
aeoount to commit aggression against the other party, or to employ hie own 
force for the satisfaction of sncb claim, or for the redress of the grievance of 
which he may complain. On the otber hand, the British Government engages 
to withhold its allies or dependents from committing any aggression againat 
the Bajah of Ooreha, or to punish the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand 
they may have upon the Rajah of Ooreha according to the strict principles of 
joitiee, the Bajah on his part agreeing implicitly to abide by ita award. 



The Rajah of Ooreha engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions 
in d^ending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or pre- 
datotr bodies who may attempt to penetrate tbxoogh it into tbe territories of 
the Honorable Company. 



Whenever the British Oovemmentr may have occasion to send its troops 
tliroagh the dominions of the Bajah of Ooreha, or to station a British force 
within his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so to 
detach or atation ita troopa, and the Rajah of Ooreha ahall give his consent 
aooordiagty. The Commander of the British troopa wbich may thus eveu' 
tually pass through or temporarily occnpy a poaition within the Bajab'a 
temtories ahall not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the 
Kaj^'s Government, Whatever materials or supplies may be required for 
the Qse of the British troops during their contintunoe in the Rajah's tern- 
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torieB «faftll be readily furnished by the Rajah'a OfBcen and nibjecta, and shall 
be paid for at the price curreat oE tbe bazar. 

Akticlb 7. 

The Bajah ecgagefl nerer to entertaiD id hia serrice any Britiab tnbjeci 
or Europeans of any nation or description whatever, without ilia consent of 
the British GoverDment. 

AttTIOLB 8. 

This Treaty, consisting of aif;ht ArUolee, harinfr this day been eonclnded 
between the Britisli Oovernmeat and the Kajah Mahendar Bickermajeet 
Bahadur, the Uajah of Ooroha, through the af^enoy of John Wanchope, Bsq., 
in virtue of powers dalej^ed to him by the Rie:bt Honorable the OoTeroor- 
Oeneraljn Council on the one part, and Idlla Dbakno Lall, the vakeel of the 
said Rajah, on the other, Mr. John Wanchope has delivered to tbe eaid vakeel 
one copy of tbe 'J'reaty in English, Persian, and Hindoo!, signed and sealed 
by himself, and the said vakeel has delivered to Mr. John Wauchope another 
copy duly executed by the Itajah, and Mr, John Wanchope engages to procure 
and deliver to tbe said vakeel, within the space of thirty days, a copy ratified 
by the seal of the Company and the signature of the Governor-General in 
Council, on the delivery of which tbe copy executed by Mr. John Wanchope 
shall be returned, and the Treaty shall be considered from that time to have 
fall force and effect.

After Compliments — In these days I have Teceived a Robkar of the 
Bandlekhaud Agency, dated IQth September 1S88, in which I am requested to 
eeod a Kharita ceding criminal and oivil jurisdiotion on lands [in Orohha 
Ifrritory) which come under the Indian Midland Railway. Correspondence 
has pamd on this subject before, and I now inform yon by means o£ this 
letter that I cede to Government the authority to bear criminal and civil cases 
that may arise on the lands which hare come under the Indian Midland Rail- 
way. I therefore beg that yon may inform the GoTemment of India of this 
oeseion of the powers.

ToBATT oonclnded between Bag Bajah Faebeohitt of Dut- 
TEEAH and Oaptaxn Baillib, Political Agent of His 
ExcELLBKOT Gbheraz. Lajcb, Gomoiander-in-OhieE, etc., 
eto., etc., at Koohjuh Qhat, the I6th day oE March 1801. 

Whereas a firm Treaty of alliance and frieadsbip subsists between the 
Briiieh Government and His Highness the Peishwa, and by a matnal agree- 
ment between these two powers, a portion of the province of Bundelcnna has 
been ceded in perpetual sovereignty to the Hon'ble Company : and Whereas 
shortly after the arrival of the British army in Bnndelcund Rao Rajah Paree- 
chut Bnbadoor, the mler of Dntteeah, repaired to the British Standard, and 
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wsB admitted amoDg tbe namber of the dspendents of tbe Britiab Qoreni- 
tnent : ThRrefore, and with a view to the greater Becuritj snd confidence of 
Rao Rajah Pareeebut Bahadur, a Treaty, ooaprisine tbe f<^owiDg Articles, 
is now oouoluded between the Britoh QovemnHnt and the said Rajah Faree- 
chut Babadoor. 

Aktioli 1. 

Rajah Fareecbut Babadooc having professed his obedience and attachment 
to the British Oovernmeat, and to that of His Highness the Peisbwa, hereby 
engages to ooaaider the friends oE both Governments as his frieods, and their 
enemies as his enemies ; that is to say, he promises not to molest any Chief or 
State who shall be obedient to the British Government and to His UighQewi 
the Peishwa, and oonsidering all such as may be rebellious or disaffected to 
those gorernments as his own enemies, he engages to give no protection in 
his country to such persons or their families, to hold no ioterooarse or oorre- 
epondenee of any nature with them, and to use every means in his power to 
seize and deliver them over to the Oovernmeat against which they may offend. 

Abticle 2. 

If at any time a dispute arise between Rajah Pareechni Babadoor, nod 
any neigbbouriDg State or Chieftain professine obedience to the Britisb Gov- 
ernment, tbe Rajah engages to communicate the grounds of snoh dispute to 
the British Government, that they may have an opportunity of investigating^ 
the matter in dispute, and of adjostiug it to the mutual satishctioa ot tbe 
parties, or of punishing; the party who stmll be refractory. 

AftTioti 3. 

The ilaka of Bhandere and certain other mehals having been lately ceded 
by tbe British Government to the Rana of Qohud, the Rajah engages to 
abstain from all manner of interference with the said ilaka and mehals; and 
the Rajah further engages to live on terms <X amity and friendship with all 
the neigbbonring Chiefs who have professed their obedtenoe and sditaohment to 
tbe British Government, and to avoid entering into quarrels with any of thoee 
Chiefs. 

Aetiole 4r. 

Whenever a detachment of tbe British forces shall be em^o^ in 
punishing tbe disaEEected in the countries contiguous to tbe possessions of 
Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, the Rajah engages to join the British forces with 
bis army, and to assist in the aocomplisfament of their viows, and if at any 
time a detachment of the British force shall march into the Rajah's territory 
for the pnrpose of quelling disturbances there, the whole ecpenses of such 
detachment shall be defrayed by the Rajah ; on the otiier hand, if the assisb- 
aooe of the Rajah's troops be at any time demanded for the purpose of quell- 
ing disturbances in the British t^tory, the expense of such troops eball be 
borne by the British Government. 
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Articlb 6. 



Bajah FaroMihat Bahadoor is in raalitj tha commander of hiB own troops, 
but it is Iiereby agreed tbnt od every occasion when they may be acting with 
the British Forces, the general command of the whole shall he vested in the 
Commanding Officer of the British troops ; and in the event of peace being 
concluded due attention shall he paid to tbe interests of the Bi^ah.

Tbbatt between tbe British Gotebnubrt and the Bajah of 
DxTTiEBAE, dated Slat July 1818. 

Whereas & Treaty of frieadship was concladed between the Bntieb 
Government and Rajah Pareechnt, Rajah of Dutteeahj on the 16th of Mvch 
1804; and Whereas by virtue of a Treaty concluded between the British 
Government and the late Feiahwa, nnder date tbe ISth of June 1817, the 
territory held in jaghire from the Peishwa by the Vinohoorker Jagbiredar, 
north of tbe Nerbuddah Kiver, waa oeded to the British OQveroment; sad 
Whereas the Bajah of Dutteeah by the zeal, fidelity, and attachment which 
he has nniformly manifested to toe Britiah Oovemment since the date of 
his former Treaty, and more especially by the prompt aud effectnal assistance 
he afforded the British troope duriog the late encampment of the army 
nnder the personal command of the Moat Noble tbe Governor- General withio 
his coantry, has established a just claim to the liberality and indalgence of 
tbe Biitish Government, the Moat Noble tbe Mjuquia of Haatings, Governor* 
General, influenced by these considerations, has consented to bestc^w in 
perpetuity upon the said Aajah Pareechnt, Bajah of Dutteah, that portion 
of the late jagbiie of the Vinohoorker Jagbiredar, lying east of the River 
Sinde, commonly called the Choarassee, subject however to the charges and 
conditions set forth in the following Articles. With a view also to the 
fnrther strengthening and confirming of the friendship and attachment of 
the State of Dutteah, tbe British Government has consented to protect the 
Dutteah teiritory against all foreign enemies. The following Articles bav» 
accordingly been concluded between Bajah Pareechnt, Bajah of Dutteeah* 
and the British Government, in amendment of tbe former Treaty :— 

Abxioli I. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Goyemmeztt and Rajah Pareft- 
chot, nnder date the 16th March 1804, is hereby confirmed, with exception to 
such parts of it as are amended or altered by the provisions of this Treaty. 

AiTioii S, 

The British Government hereby granta in porpetmty to the said Paiee- 
chat, Bajah of Dutteah, all tbMe bnds lying to the east ef tba River Sinde. . 
known by the name of Chourasaee, and formerly held by the Vinchoorker 
Jaghiredar, as detailed in tbe subjoined list, sabiect however to the conditions 
and charges contained in the following Articles. The Bajah is hereby also 
confirmed in the permanent possession of that part of the Vinohoorker jaghire> 
contained also in the subjoined list, whioh is already in the Baj^'s possession. 

Aktiolb S. 
Bao Gnnput Rao, the Agent of the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, will receive 
an assignment to the amount of 10,000 Rupees per annum on the aforesaid 
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lands; and the Rajah of Dutteeah berab; agrees to pa; to the said Qanpat 
Rao the above provision, in aucli manner as the Most Noble the Oovemor* 
General may direct. 

Akticlb i. 

The British Govemmsat hereby agrees to protect the original territory of 
&B Rajah of Dutteah, as well as the district now granted to the Rajah, from 
the aggressions of all foreign powers. 

Artioli 5. 

The Brit^h Government having by the terms of the foregoing Article 
engaged to protect the territory of Dntteah from the aggressioos of all foreign 
powers, it is hereby agreed between the oontracfcing parties, that whenever the 
Raj^ of Dntt«ah shell apprehend a design on the part of any foreign power to 
invade his territopae, whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any 
other groand, he shall report the circumstaacee of the case to the British Govern- 
ment, which will interpose its mediation for the udjuatment of such disputed 
elaim, and the Rajah, relying on the justice and equity of the Biitish Govem- 
raent, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggressions 
shall be referable to any other cause, the British Government will endeavonr 
by representation and remonetranoe to avert its design, and if, notwithstand- 
ing tine Rajah's acquiescence in the award of the British Qovernmentj the 
other power shsll persist in its boatile designs, and the endeavours of the 
British Goveniment shall fail of sucaess, saoh measnres will be adopted for 
the protection of the R^ah's territories as the otcnmstancet of the oaae may 
^pear to reqnire. ' 

Artiolb 6. 

In oonsideration of the liberal grant of territory now made to the Rajah 
of Dntteeah, and the prot«ation and guarantee afforded by the two fdregoiog 
Articles to the Rajah's territory, the Rajah hereby binds himself to employ 
his troc^, at his own expense, whenever required to do so, in oo-operation 
with those of the British Goverument, on all occasions in which the intereste 
of the two States may be mutnally ooncemed. On all such occasions - the 
Datt«eah troops shall act under the orders and oontrol of the Commanding 
Officer of the British troops. 

Ajltioli 7. 

The Bajafa of Dntteeah hereby agrees to submit to the arbitration of the 
British Government till his disputes with other Chieftains, and implicitly to 
abide by its award. 

AanOLB 8. 

The Rajah eng^es at all times to employ his utmost esertions in defend* 
ing the roads and passes ct his country against any enemies or predatory 
bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories of the 
British Government. 
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Whenever Uie British OoTemnMiit may have oooarion to aend it« troops 
through the territories of the Bajah of Datteeah, or to station « British force 
within them, it shall be competent to the British OoTernment so to detach 
or station its troops, aad the Rajah shall give his consent aeoordingly. The 
Commander of the British troops who may thas eventnally pass Utrongh or 
permanently occnpy a position within the Rajah's territory shall not in any 
manner interfere in tha internal oonoerns of the Dntteeah Government. 
Whatever materials or snppUes may be required for the use of the British 
troops during their continoanoe in the Dntteeah territories shall be readily 
furnished by the Rajah's Officers and sabjeetsj and shall be pud for at the 
prioe.ourrent of tiie buar. 



The Bajah of Dntteeah hereby binds himaelf to maintain no oorrespon- 
dence with Foreign States without the pririty and consent of the British. 
Govemmeott 

Abtioli 11. 

The Bajah of Datteah hereby engages to give no asylam to criminals 
nor to defaulters of the British Government who may abscond and take 
refuge within bis territories; and should the Officers oE t&e British Govern- 
ment be sent in pnrsnit of such criminals and defaulters, the Rajah farther 
engages to afford such Officers every assistance in his power in apprehending 
them. 

Abtiols 12. 

This Treaty, oonsisting of twelve Articles, having been this'day contract- 
ed, eubjeot to the pleasure of the Most Noble the Oovemor-GeneraJ, between 
the British Oovernment and the Kaj^ of Dutteah, through the agency of 
Mr. John Wanchope, Agent of the Oovemor- General on the one part, and 
Bao Sheopersheud, vakeol of the Rajah of Dutteah, on the other, Mr. 
Wauchope and the said vakeel have signed, sealed, and exchanged two copies 
of it in the English, Persian, and Hindee languagee. A oorresponding copy, 
if approved, will be ratified by the seal and signature of the Most Noble the- 
Govemor- General, and hereafter delivered to the said vakeel for the purpose 
of being transmitted to the Bajah, after which another copy, signed and 
sealed by the Bajah, nill be delivend to Mr. Wanchope for the purpose of 
being deposited among the records of the British Government.

AasKSHKNT for the aecarity of the Salt levenae of British India in the 
event of tiie abolition of the Inland OoitoniB IIdo, and for the abolition of Salt 
dntiee within the Datia State between the British OoverDment and the 
Habanija Bhanani Singh Lokendr Bahadtu of Datia his hairs and saccessors 
execoted on the one part by Lientenanb General Sir Henry Daly, K.C.B., Agent 
to tbe Qorenior- General for the States of Central India in virtue of the fall 
ppvers rested in him by the Governor- G-eneral of India in Counoil, and on the 
other part by the Maharaja Bhawnai Singh Lokendr Bahadur, 

Aktiole 1. 

Tbe Maharaja of Datia Mfrees that oo ealt shall be manufootured within 
tiw State of Datia except at toe Works specified in schedale A attached (u the 
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Agreement. The qutntity, mwaafictnnd at aoy single work in the schedule 
shall not in any year exceed double the quantity entered opposite to the vork 
in the schedule,, 

Akticli 2. 

Nothing in the foregoing article sliall be held to prohibit the bonorJMe 
mannracture of saltpetre lasi, sajji, or saline products other than edible salt 
at those Works which are already in existence aud entered is Sobednle B 
attached to this Agietiaant, but the Maharaja agrees that no new works of this 
description shall be opened. 

AanoLB S. 
llie Maharaja i^frees to prevent — 

Ui, Tbe export from the State of Dstia of any salt therein manofsctured, 
Snd, The import into and peesage through the State of any salt other than 
salt upon which doty has been levied by the British Goverameot. 

Abticu 4. 

Further the Maharaja agrees that no tax, toll, nor duty of any kind sball 
he levied within the State of Datia on salt upon which duty has been levied by 
the BritiBh Government. 

Abticlb 5. 

If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured in the State of I>atia 
be found to exist within the territories of such State on the date on which this 
agreement oomee into force, the Maharaja agrees if so requested by the British 
Government to take poBsession of such stocks and to give the owners thereof 
the option of either transferring the salt to the British Oovemment at such 
equitable valuation as may be fixed by the Maharaja in concurrence with tiie 
Political Agent, or paying to the British Government each duty not exceeding 
two rupees eight annas per maund on such salt as the Qovem or- General in 
Council may fix. In the eveut of the owners accepting the latter alternative 
they shall be allowed to retain the salt on which the said duty may have been 
paid, but not otherwise. 

Autiolb 6. 

The Maharaja agrees to prohibit tbe export from his State of bhang, 
ganja, spirits, opium or other intoxicating drug or preparation by all routes 
and in all directions heretofore barred by the Inland Customs line.

^OBiEMBNT between the Biutish Govbrnuent and the Datu * 

State regarding juTisdiction and other matters connected 
with the working of the Betwa Canal— 1888. 

1. Sabject to nnj modilicaUoiig or alterations wliich majr hereafter appear 
aeoessaiy, His Highness the Mabantja of Datia will retain rail jurisdiolioD on 
those portions of the Betna canal which paaa thronffh tbe Datia State ; pro- 
vided that the cbar^ and cnetody of the canal, its banks and sluices, as well 
as all arrangements for regulating the issue of water, will rest exclusively with 
tbe British canal officers. 

%. In order to facilitate communication with British canal oflScers, the 
Datia State will appoint & responsible official to be called " the Canal Mota- 
mid," whose name will be reported to the Ececntive Engineer of the Uritieli 
Ooreraroent for the canal and the Political Agent in Bnndelcnnd; and this 
liotamid will be the medinm of commnnication between the British Govern- 
ment and the Datia Darbar in all matters relating to the working of tlie 
mnal, 

3. The Maharaja hereby declares clauses 1, 2, S, 6, 10,and II of sec- 
fi'sD 70 of the Act of the Governor-General in Council, No, VIII of 1878, to 

■ Same tor Sumtbur ui<l DannL 
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be in force at law in the Datia State; and His Highness enj^ages to deal ex- 
paditionsly and in the manner contemplated by the sforesaid section with all 
complaints made by British canal officers in regard to the working of tha 
eanu in Datia territory, 

4. Reports or complaints will ordinarily be made by or tbroogh the Exe- 
cntivn Engineer to the Canal Motamid ; bat ia all urgent oasea, ■uch as serions 
dama^ to tha canal and oonsaquent waste or apprebeDsion of waste of water, 
obowkidars will report direct to the Motamid, who will invariably give a 
written receipt for every oomplaint so made 

5. 'I'he Datia Sarbar will give the Executive Kngineer due notice of the 
date, time, and place fixed for the trial of any offence nnder section 70 of 
the above-mentioned Act, VIIl of 1873, or of any cnmioal case to whiob a 
canal subordinate may be a party; and the Executive Engineer sball be at 
liberty to depate an officer not below the rank of a Sab-Overseer to watch the 
proceedings in the Darhar's Court. 

6. The Datia Darbar will report monthly to the Political Agent in Ban* 
delcand all coraplaint« made during tlie month by British canal officers, and 
the manner in which snob cases may have been disposed of, 

7. (a) Any oanat officer who is aocnsed of having committed in Datia 
tenitory a heinous offence, such as murder, cnlpable homicide not amoanting 
to murder, and dakaiti, may ba arrested by the Maharaja's authorities. 

ib) Information of every such arrest shall be g^ven by the Darbar at 
once to the nearest British canal officer, 

{c) In all other cases in which the arrest of a canal officer is desired, a 
warrant of arrest will be sent by the Darbar for execution through the Sab- 
Overseer if the offender is a chowkidar, and to the Sab-Divisional Officer it 
the offender is of a higher grade. 

{if) Police Offieers and Magistrates of the Darbir may exercise, with re- 
spect to European British sabjecta, in Datia territory, the same powers as may 
be exercised \7ith respect to European British subjecU by Police Officers and 
by Mngistmtos who are not Justices of the Peace, respectively, in plares in 
British India beyond the limits of the Presidency towns, 

8. {a) The Datia Statn will be responsible to the British Government for 
all wilful damage to the canal, its sluices or banks, and for theEt of water 
within Datia territory ; but it will be open to the Darbar, when required by the 
Political Agent, to show cau^e why it should not be called upon to compensate 
the Canal Department for any Buch injury or thefc of water. 

[b) In sneh esses the nward of the Political Agent as to the liability of 
the Datia State to pay compensatioa and as to the amount payable shall be 
binding on the Darbar, subject to an appeal to the Agent to the Oovernor- 
General, whose decision shall be final. 

9. The British Government may, from time to time, after heariag any 
representations which the Datia State may wish to make, frame rules regiilat' 
ing the distribution of water, the collection of the wateivrate, and any other 
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mattere wliich further ezperieoce in the workin}; of the Betna canal may ehow 
to be necessary.

Engaqehxnt concluded between tlie British Governuent and 
Bajah BimjEBT Singh of Suhfthttr, dated 12th Novem- 
bar 1S17. 

Whereas Rajah Bunjeet Singh, Rajah of Sumptliar, with a view to obtain 
the powerful protection of the British Government, presented on the 22nd of 
February I&05, corresponding vnth the 3rd of Phagoon 121d Fnalee, to Colo- 
nel John BuDie, then Agent to the Govern or- General in the Province of 
fiondelkhund, a Waiib-ooUUrz, or Paper of Requests, containing six diatinot 
Articles, all of which were either complied with or answered ; and Whereas 
ciicnmstances occurred some time afterwards to prevent that preliminary 
■rrangement from terminating in a definitive Treaty between the Honorable 
Company and the Rajah Runjeet Singh; and Whereas the Kajab having 
■nee repeatedly and earnestly solicited to be placed nnder the protection of 
the British Oovemment, and having on several occasions manifested his

Inyalt; and attachment to it, both by professions and acts, the British Qov- 
ernment, relying on the continoanca of those sentiments, and on the Rajah's 
strict odhereocs to whatever engagements he may form on the basis of a more 
intimate union of his iateresta nith those of the Honorable Company, has 
now acceded to the Rajah's request, and the followinir Articles of a Treaty of 
Alliance are accordingly contracted between the Bntish Goverament and 
Bajsh Bnnjeet Stngb, his heirs and successors : — 

AKTICtl 1. 

Rajah Rnnjest Singh, Rajah of Sumpthnr, beint; hereby admitted among 
the allies of the British Qovernment, engages to onnsider the friends of that 
Govemraeiit as his friends, and its enemies as his enemies. He fnrther 
ensrages to give no molestation tu any Chief or State in amity with the British 
Government, but considering all persons who may be dicaSected to that Gov- 
ernment as his own enemies, he promises to afford.no protootion to them 
or their families in his country, to hold no inteixsourse with them whatever, 
and to ase every means in his poiver to seize and deliver them up to the Offi- 
cers of the British Government. 

Abtiolb i. 

1h« British Govemmentj with a view to confirm the attachment and 
fidelity of the Government of Snmpthur, hereliy guarantees to Rsjah Runjeet 
Singh, his heirs and Buoceesors, the territory actually possessed by him at the 
period of the establishment of the British Oovertiment in Bandelkhand, and 
now in his occnpation, and the British Government hereby ^rees tu protect 
and defend the same from the aggressions of any foreign poner. 



The British Government having by the terms of the foregoing Article 
engaged to protect the Rajah of Snmpthur from the aggressions of any foreign 
power, it is nereliy agreed between the contracting parues, that whenever the 
Bajah shall have reason to apprehend a design on the part of any f nreigu 
power to invade his territories, whether in consequence of any disputed claim 
or on any other ground, he shall report the circumstances of the case to the 
British Uovernment, nhioh will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of 
such disputed claim, and the Kajah, relying on the juetice and equity of the 
British Government, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the appre- 
hended aggression shall be referable to any other cause, the British Govera- 
ment wilt endeavour by representation and remonstrance to avert the design, 
and if, notwithstanding the Rajah's a>-quieBoence in the award of the British 
Government, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, and the 
endeavours of the British Government should fail of success, snch m 
will be adopted for the protection of the Rajah's territories aa the ( 
stances of the case may appear to require. 
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Aktiols 4. 



In QonsideratioD of the guarantee and protection extended by the two 
foregoing Articles to the Rajah of Sumpthnr, the Bajah hereby binds himself 
at his OWD expense to employ his troops wbeoever required to do so, ia co< 
operation with those of the British Government, on all occasions in which tiie 
interests of the two GorernmentB may be matually conoeraed. On all such 
occasions the Sampthur troops shall act ander the orders and control of the 
Commanding Officer of the British troops. 

Aetiolb 5. 

If at any time the Rajah of Sampthnr shall have any claim or caase of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiers allied to or dependant on the 
British Ooreriiment, the Rajah engages to refer tlie case to the arbitration 
and decision of that Oovernment, and to nbide by its award, and on no 
aecoant to commit aggression against the other party, or to employ his own 
force for the satisfaction of such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of 
which he may complain. On the other hand, the British Govemiaent engages 
to withhold its allies or dependants from committing any aggression against 
the Bajah of Snmpthnr, and to arbitrate any demand they may have npoii the 
S&jah of Sampthur, according to the strict principles of justice, the Rajah on 
his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 

Aktiolh 6. 
The Rajah of Snmpthnr engages at all times to employ his ntmost exer- 
tions in defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or 
predatory bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories 
of the Honorable Company. 

Aktiolb 7. 

"Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the dominions of the Rajah of Snmpthnr, or to station a British 
force within his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so 
to detaeh or station its troops, and the Rajah of Sumpthur shall give his consent 
accordingly. The Commander of the British troops which shall thus even- 
tnally pass throDgh or permanently occupy a position within tlie Rajah's 
territories shall not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the 
Bajah's OoTemment. 

"Whatever materials or supplies may be required for the use of lAie British 
troops during their continuance in the Rajah's territories shall be readily fur- 
niahed by the Rajah's officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the price 
ciurent of the bazar. 

Aktiols 8. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British sabject 
or Enrope»n of any nation ot description whateverf without the consent o£ 
tbe British Government. 
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AftTICLB 9. 



The Bajah of Siimpthur hereby binds himself to maibtain no correspon- 
dence with foreiga States withoat the pririty aud consent of the British Qov~ 
ernnaent. 

Aktioli 10. 

The Rajah engages to give no asylnm to eriminals uor to defaalters of 
the British Oovernment who may abscond and take refuge within hia terri- 
tory ; and should the Officera of the British Oovernment be sent in pursuiti 
of snch criminale and defaulters, the Rajah further engages to afford each 
Officers every assistanoe in his power in apprehending them. 

Aetiolb 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been con- 
cluded between the British tiovcmment and Rajah Runjeet Singh, the RAjah 
of Sumpthur, through the agency of John Wauohope, Esquire, in virtue d£ 
powers delegated to him by the Most Noble the Crovernor-Geueral on the one 
part, and Dureao Singh, vakeel of the said Rajah on the other, IiiCt. Wauchope 
and the vakeel have signed and sealed two copies of the Treaty in English, 
Persian, and Hindee, one of which, after being ratified by the seal and sigf- 
natnre of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, Governor- General, will 
be delivered to-morrow to the said vakeel, and the said vakeel having obtained 
the ratification of the Rajah to the other copy, engages to deliver it withio 
the same time to Mr. Wauchope.

Samthar Salt AGaBBMBNi— 1879-1884. 

Whereas it has been represented to me by Sir Henry Daly, K.C.B., Agent 
to the Govemor-General for the States of Central India, that the British Gov- 
ernment have offered to allow me and my successors annually free of ooat and 
duty at the Sambbur works five bandied (600) mannds of salt for consnmp- 
tion in my State (which salt shall not be re- exported from the Sumthnr State), 
I do hereby covenant that, from a date to be fixed by the British Govern- 
ment, 
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I will not permit the mBnafaotiire oC any salt in mv State except at ealt- 
petre works at present existing, nor the import into and passage through my 
State of any aalt other than salt upon which duty has been levied by the 
British Government and the eaid fiOO mannds of rolt. 

I will Qot permit any new saltpetre works to be opened in my State, nor 
any exteosion of those now existing) nor will I allow the outturn of salt 
from these works to exceed an annual limit of 1 ,500 mannds of edible aalt, in 
accordance witU the list attached to the agreement, I will furnish the 
British Government annnsUy with a statemeut showing the quantity of 
edible salt passing out of each of these works. 

Further, I will not permit any toll or tax whatever to be levied in my 
State on salt on which duty has been levied by the Brilieh Ooverument, 

If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured in my Stat« be found 
to exist within the territories of such State on the said date, I agree, if so 
requested by the British Govemment, to take possesaion of such stocks and 
to give the owners thereof the option of either transferring tiie salt to British 
Government st such equitable valuation I may fix in ooncmrence with the 
Polittoal Agent, or of paying to the British Government each duty of two 
mpees eight annas per maund on anch aalt as the Governor-General in Council 
may fix. In the event of the owners accepting the latter alternative, they 
■hut be alloned to retain the salt on which the said duty may have been paid, 
but not otherwise. 

Ijastly, the export of all intoxicating drugs, preparations and spirits 
(each as bhang, ganja and opium) by all routes and in all directions beroafter 
barred by the Inland Custom line shall be prohibited.

Her Majesty being desirous that the Governments of the several Princes 
and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories should be perpe- 
toated] and that the representation and dignity of their Houses ehoald be 
continued : in fulfilment of this desire, this Sunnad is given to you to convey 
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to yoQ the assorftiice that on failure of nataral heirs, the Britioh Government 
will recognise and confirm any adoption of a enoceseor made bj yonrself, or 
by any future Chief of yonr State, that may be in acoordanoe with Hindoo 
law and the onstoms of yonr race, lubject to the paym^it as a relief of one 
quarter of a year's net revenue on direct Buocessione, and half a year's net 
revenue on successions by adoption. 

Be assured tbat nothing shall disturb the enga^ment thus made to yon, 
so long afl your House ia loyal to the Crown and uithful to the conditions of 
the Treaties, Grants, or Engagemeots which record its obligataons to the 
British Government.

Obliqation of Maharaja Kishobb Sing, signed and sealed by 
his Minister Baj Dhub Gttj Sinq, at Modea, the 4th Feb- 
■ ruary 1807. 

Whereas, by the Treaty of Bassein, the ootmtry of Dursa, Noor, and 
Adlpar, originally in the possession of Srsemnnt Pundit Purdhan Sewaee 
Bagee Bao Peishwa Behadur, was formerly ceded to the Honourable the East 
India Company; and Whereas by a subsequent agreement between the two 
States, this oouutry was afterwards restored to the Feishwa, and in exchange 
for it and for certain other consideratioDS which are oootained in the agree- 
ment in question, the province of Bundelcund, yielding a revenue of thirty- 
six lahhs and sixteen thousand Bupees, was ced«l in perpetnal sovereignty by 
His Highness the Feishwa to the Honourable the East India Company, and 
annexed to their actual possessions j and Whereas a British force having entered 
the province, for the purpose of settling the country and punishing the refrac- 
tory, all the Rajahs of this province and its vicinity, on hearing the fame oE 
the justice, benevolence, and good faith which have ever regulated the conduct 
of the British Government, placed themselves under its protection, and, becom- 
ing respectively the objects of its bouoty and liberality, have been reinstated 
and confirmed in their original possessions, which they now enjoy in security 
and comfort ; and Whereas I, Maharnjah Eiehore Sing Behadur, descended 
from the late Mahany'ah Hnrdie Sah, and possessed of claims in common with 
the other Hajahs of this province, have with sincere professions of attachment 
to the British Government deputed my Minister Raj Obur Guj Siegh to solicit 
the favour and kindness of the Government, and accordingly with a view te the 
promotion of the welfare of the inhabitants of this province, a Suniiud for. 
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oertain mebals and villages abovo the Ghats, which by the Treaty of BasseiD 
ate immediately dependeat on the British Government, hae been conferred 
apon me : Therefore, and in order to confirm my obedience and Attaohment to 
the Britiab Oovemment, I have prepared and delivered this obligation con- 
tuning the following Articles, under my own seal and eignature and under 
the seal and signature of my Minister Baj Dhur Guj Sing, and I hereby 
deotare that I oever will stverve from those Articles ux any instance tvhat- 
evor:-^ 

Akticlb 1. 

I hereby bind myself never to aid nor abet any maraadera either in or 
ont of the province of Bnndelonnd never to harbour them in my possessions 
nor permit their families to reside in the territory subject to my authority ; 
and also to abstain from all oorreapondenoe and oommunication with them ; 
and I further bind myself never to engage in hostility with any of the ad- 
herenls or dependants of the British Qovenuneut, but always to be obedient 
and Bobmissive to it.

I engage to gnard the passes through the Ghata which are subject to 
my authority, in such a manner as to prevent all marauders and plunderers 
from ascending or descending the Gbats through those passes, and to secure 
tbe territory of the British Government from inoorsious through any of tb» 
said passes.

Whenever the British boops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghata 
throngb any of the passes subjeot to my authority, I engage not only not to 
obstruct nor impede their progress, but to depute resjiectable and intelligent 
persons to conduct them by the most convenient route.

Whereas the British Government, from motives of justice and equity, 
have granted to me a Suunud for a considerable portion of territory above 
the GhatS] and whereas many of the villages contained in that territory were 
formerly made over in malgoozaree by my ancestors and predecessors to certaiu 
persons who were faithful and obedient, and many of those pergunnahs and 
villages have of late years been nsurped by refractory and turbulent persons 
who have revolted from my authority; therefore I hereby solemnly pledge 
myself to be responsible for any commotions or disturbanteH which shall be 
eicited by those persons within the British territory. 

Abtiolb 5. 
If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any 
of tbe villages subject to my authority, I agree to seize snob pereoii and to 
deliver him up to the officers of tbe British Government immediately on his 
being demanded. 
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I will not permit thievM or robbers to reside in any of my villaj^es, 
and it the property of mercbanta or travellers be stolen or robbed in any 
village nnder my authority, I agree to make the zetnindara of such village 
responsible either for the restitution of the stolen property, it for the delivery 
of the offender to the British Government ; and if any felon or murderer, or 
any person amenable to the British laws for crimes committed in the British 
territory, shall take refnge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver him 
over to the Officers of the British Government. 

Abtioli 7. 

One of my oonGdentiat servants shall always be in attendance on the 
principal offioer of the Government ia this province, for the purpose of 
executing his orders. 

I, Raj Dhnr Gaj Sing, the Minister of Maharnjah Kishore Sing Beha- 
dar, having as agent for the Maharajah affixed my seal and eignatare to this 
obligation and entered it among the records of the Britinh Qoverament, do 
hereby promise strictly to observe the above Articles, and never to evade nor 
neglect the performance of any of the conditions contained in them ; and, after 
repairing to the presence of the Maharajah, I enga^ to procure and to place 
among the records of Government, an Ikrarnamah comprising the above 
Articles, signed and sealed by the Maharajah and signed and sealed by my- 
self ; after which I shall reoeive back this obligaiion.

Be it known to all chondries, kanoongoes, zemindars, malgoozars, and 
talabkdaTB of that portion of Bundelcund above the Gbata, which was formerly 
in the poBsessioii of Herdee Sah ; that Whereas the primary objects of the 
British OovemmeDt are the amelioration of the condition of th^ir subjects, 
and the adjustment of the rights of all juat claimants : and Wherens, actuated 
by this principle, the Honourable the Bast India Company, from motives of 
liberality, have not thought proper to avail themselves of their title to the 
poseeesion of the whole of Bundelcnnd, which, with an annual revenue of 
thirty-six lacs and sixteen thousand Rupees, was by an agreement between 
the two States ceded bo the British Government by His Highoess the Feishwa ; 
but contenting themselves with that territory which is now iu their actual 
possession, they have been pleased to apportion the remaining territory to 
various Chieftains of this province, possessing juat claims, and to certain 
persona who were in the possession of landa before the introduction of the 
British authority into this province, and who siuoe the establishment have 
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QDifbrmlf pror«swd and evinced their attacbment &nd fidelity to it, with this 
view that the whole of the inhabitants of this province, both high and low, 
may pass their daye in eecnrity and bappinesa under the benign protection of 
tb« British Government; and Whereas Maharaja Rishore Sing, the grandson 
of the late Maharaja Herdee Sah, possessing claims in common witb the other 
EUjahs of this provinoe, and sinserely professing attachment to tlie British 
Government, has become ol>edient and submissive to it, and has depated his 
Minister, Uaj Dhnr Gnga Sing, to solicit the favour and kindness of the Gov- 
ernment ; Therefore the ntehals, villages, and diamond mines specified under- 
neath, and situated above the Ghats, are hereby granted and assigned to the 
Maharajah by the British Government. 

It is necessary that the Maharajah, entertaining a due sense of this ex- 
tensive grant, do strictly perrorm the conditions of his engagement, in which 
cam be shall never be molested nor opposed by the British Government, but 
shall continue undisturbed in the enjoyment of bis present possession.

TRANSLiTioN of an Ieearnama presented by the Bajah 
KisHOM Sing Bahadub, the Rajah of Punnah, 1811. 

Whereas since the firet annexation of the province of Bandelcnnd to the 
dominions of the British Govornment, I, Rajah Kishore Sing- Bahadur (the 
contracting party], and proprietor of the share of Herdee Sah (who was 
the Chief of all the Rajahs of Bnndelcund), having acknowledged my alle- 
giance and submissioa and remained obedient to- the British Government, and 
never if any instance deviated from the obedience and loyalty due from a 
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good subject, but during the period of the tgency of Caplaiu Baillie, by reason 
of a combination of accidental circumatances, I was prevented fiwii appeariDf^ 
in tbe above officer's preeencs, I bowever depnted to the above gentleman Raj 
Chur Gusfa Sing Bahadur on my part, and applied for a Snnnud from tha 
Britieh Qovernment : accordingly, the said Raj Dlinr Gnga Sing Bahadur 
above-mentioned delivered in an Ikrarnama (or obligation of allegiance) 
tinder my seal and signature and received a Sunnud for eeveral villages. 
Many villagea tbat vrere then in the bands of usurpers and oppreesore nere 
not insei'ted therein, and to obtain possession of even those villages Which 
were included in the above Sannud from Lntchmun Donah and other unjust 
poseeseors, I was necessitated to wage war, and in consequence ol my own 
want of power, and receiving no aid from the British Government, I was 
unable to obtain poeseesion of the places in question. After the arrival of Mr. 
John Richardson, I waited upon that gentleman, and according to the orders (^ 
the Right Honourable tbe Governor^ Genera I in Council, by tbe aid of a British 
force, I obtained posseaeion of the villages included in the Sunnud granted 
by the British Government, as well as those villages which were In tike pos- 
session of usurpers and unjust claimants. At this pwiod, and with a view to, 
confirming my obedience and attachment to the British Croj^uoaent, I hav* 
prepared under my seal and signature and hereby present the Ikrarnama 
containing eleven distinct Articles, to Mr. John Ricnai-dBon, ftgent to the 
Govern or- General in Bundelcund, and required a Sunnud for the villagea 
and lands now in my possession, and I therefore hereby declare and promise 
that I will sornpulonsly observoall the Articles contained in this Ilcraruama, 
and never evade or infringe any one of them. 

Aktioli 1. 

1 hereby promise and hind myself on no occasion to onite with external 
or internal enemies of the Honourable Company in Bundelcund, and to be ever 
obedient and submissive to the wilt and commands of the British Oovernmeut 
in all things. 

Aanoui 8. 
Ifaoy one of my children, brothers, or relations, excite sedition or disturb- 
ance in tbe British territories or possessions or the territories or po^Beesions 
of any of the Chiefs in alliance to the British Goverument, I engage to do 
everything in my power to prevent and to restrain them ; and io tbe case of 
their persisting in snob conduct, I engage to unite my force with the British 
troops in the punishment and suppression of such persons. 

Abticlb S, 
If any of the subjects oE the British Government shall fly, and take 
refuge in my territories, on applieution from the officers of the British 
Government, I will deliver them up to the British Government. 

Akticls 4. 
I further engage that I will never harboar or give protection in my 
cooutry to persons accused or suspected of robbery or theft; that it a robbery 
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be committed, or the property of merohanta ortrarellers be etolen in any of 
the Tillages Bobjoct to my authority, I will render the inhabitants of that 
village responsible for the restitntion, oz value of the property stolen or robbed,, 
or for the seizure and delivery of the thieves or robbers ; and, in general, that 
mnrderere and all other persons amenable to the criminal jarisdiclion of the 
British Oovemment for crimes committed in the British posBeBsions, who may 
take refuge in my distrietfl, shall be immediately seized and delivered over to 
the British anthority in Bundelcund. 

Articlx 5. 

If any of the snrronnding Chiefs rebel against the British aotbority, 
although they be my near relations, I engage to abstain from every manner of 
friendly intercourse with snch Chiefs, and not to harbour or give protection 
in my eoontry to them or any of their relations. 

Abtiolb 6. 

I engage not to enter into quarrels or disputes with any Chief who is 
obedient or submissive to the British Government, and if at acy time a quarrel 
or dispute arise between me and any of the other dependants of the BrlLish 
Government, in either case I promise to submit the cause of such dispute for 
the dedsioB of the British Government. 

Abticls 7. 

I engage to guard all the passes through the Gh&ts under my anthority^ 
so as to prevent all marauders, plundererB, and ill-disposed persons from 
ascending or descending the Gh&ts, or from entering the British territories 
through any of those passes ; and if any neighbouring Chief or Leader should 
meditate an incursion into the British territory through my possesious, or

'Whenever the British troops shall have ocoasion to ascend tiie Ghftt« 
through any of the*passe8 subject to my aulhotity, I agree not only not to 
cbstnict or impede their progress, but to depute respectable and iDtalligetit 
persoiu to conduct them by the most convenient route, and. to furnish them 
with the necessary supplies so long as they remain within or in the vicinity of 
mjr pOBseasioas. 

Articlb 9. 

Whereas Gopant Sinf; and Rao Himmut Sing of Murreadah, and Zaiim 
Sing of Bnrdwaho, and Puddum Sing of Thingah, and Gotee Jnmadar, and 
Maaiokjee of Mabut Gowha, have rebelled against the British Government, 
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and are ^ilty of mamading and plimderiD^ ia the territories oC that Gov- 
ernment, I hereby declare that I will never have any intercourse with tha 
above-mentioned rebels ; butj on the contrary, whenever I ehall hear of any oE 
their joiut or separate depredations in the territories of the Britiab Govern- - 
m^it or any of its dependants, I eng«g:e to attack the aggreeeor, or aggressors, 
and to the utmost of my power punisli them, and in the event of any of them 
beiug Beii«d, I engage to deliver them up to the BritJsh Government. 

Abticlb 10. 
Whereas between me and the Kajahs and Chiefs of Bnndelcund there 
eiisted many diaputed claims concerning many villages, which dispntea have 
been adjusted and settled by the decision of the British Government; and aa 
now there is no disputed point or canse of difference remaining, I hereby 
therefore declare and promise, that hereafter I will not dispute or quarrel with 
any Rajah or Chief on account of any village or lands. If any JBajah or 
Chief shall dispute or quarrel with me on account of any village or landa 
claimed, I engage to siibmit the same to tlie British Government, and to abide 
by its decieioD, and not to dispute or qiiarrel about the point myself. 

Ab^clb II. 

I Bogage that one of my confidential servants shall always be in attend- 
ance as a vakeel on the Oflicei of the British Govemment in this province for 
the purpose of executing his ordpra, and in the event of such rakeel being 
from any reason disapproved of by the said Officer, I agree immediately to 
appoint another in his stead.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to the Hajah Kisobb Sino 
Baeaditb, Rajah of Punnah, in 1811. 

Be it known to the chowdries, oanoongdes, etc., of the pergnnnah of 
Khuttolah and the pergnnnah of Powey, etc., in the province of Bnndelcund, 
that whereas the Maharajah Kishore Sing Bahadur, one of the ancient and 
hereditary Chieftains of Bundelcond, the heir and proprietor of the share of 
Herdee Sah (who was the Chief of the Rajahs of BtAdelcund) from the 
period of the annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the dominions of 
the British Government, has iuvariably observed a friendly and obedient 
oondnot, and in no instance deviated from the loyalty or attachment due to 
the British Government, but who, during the period of the agency of Captain 
John Baillie, having been by a combination of acciden^l circumstances 
prevented from waiting apon that gentleman, deputed Raj Dhur Gugs Sing 
Bahadur on his (the said Rajah's) part, who presented a list of otfveral 
villages to the aforesaid gentleman, and received a Snnnnd for the same, bat 
was not put in possession of thoae villages ; and moreover many of the villages 
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and lands belonfring to the hereditary possessions of the said Rajah, aa the 
share of Henlee Sah, whiiji were in the poBseseion of nsnrpers, aad persoiiB 
who bad do claim thereto, were not included in the Hbove Sunnud — After- 
wards, daring the Agency of Mr. John Richardson, the aforesaid Rajah 
Kiahore Sing himself having waited npon that gentleman was by the orders 
of the British Government put in possession of all the villages and lands 
inclnded in the Snnnnd already alluded to, and also of those villages and lands 
which were nnjuetly possessed by osurpers and false claimants, and every 
other dispute that existed with other Chiefs and Rajaha Laving been adjusted 
and settled : — At this jancture the said Rajah has delivered in an Ikrarnamah 
(or obligation of allegiance), containing eleven distinct Articles, expressive of 
bis allegiance and attachment to the British Oovernment, and requesting that 
a Sannud, confirming the villages and lands at present in bis possession may 
be granted by the British Government. For the above reasons the villages 
and lands ennmerated in the subjoined schedule, with all the rights and ' 
tenares and usages, revenues, lands or sayer, together with forte and fortified 
places, are hereby granted to the said Rajnh and his heirs, exempt from the 
payment of revenue in perpetuity. So long as the said Rajah Kishore Sing 
and his heirs shall observe and adhere faithfully to the articles of the oblige 
tion of allegiance which he has delivered in to the British Government, no 
sort of molestation or resumption shall ever lake place on the part of the 
British Government. It is necessary that yon shall all consider and view the 
said Rajah as the proprietor and lord of the above enumerated possessions. 
The conduct which it is incumbent on the said Maharajah to observe is to 
exert himself to the utmost of his power in the cultivation and improvement 
of the said possessions, and to pay attention to the prosperity and comfort 
of the people, and to enjoy the produce of the same in firm obedience, loy- 
alty, and submission to the British Government. After the sanction of the 
Bight Honourable the Governor General in Council shall be obtained, another 
Sunnud, to the same effect, signed by the Right Hononrahle the Governor- 
Oeneml in Council, shall he exchanged or substituted in the place of the 
present Sunnnd granted by the Agent to the Governor-General. 
Ratified by the Governor-General in Council on 3rd May 1811.

^ nance of the peace in Bandelaand, to define 

the powers <£ the minor Chiefs of the province in the disposal of trials for 
heinous crimes ; and 

Whereas it was ruled under the said orders that, in accordance with the 
British Government's right of general interference in the Btates of euch 
Chiefs, the said Chiefs must refer all heinous cases iDvolvingsentence of death, 
or of transportation, or of imprisonment for life, to the Ijocal Political Officers 
of the British Government ; and 

Whereas the same consideration which led to the restrictions imposed as 
above, viz., the amelioration of criminal justice in Bundelcund, may now be 
held to justify their relaxation in the case of any Chief, who by personal 
qualiGcatious and enlightened policy proves that the administration of justice 
may in respect even of the most heinous classes of crime be entrusted to 
him; snd 

Whereas it has been represented by the Agent to the (iovemop-General 
for Central India that the present Ruler oE Fnnnah, Maharaja Babadoor 
Kirpnt Sing, possesses these qualifications and enjoys this character : 

Therefore the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council hereby gladlv 
emponers the said Maharajah Bahadoor Nirput Sing to hear and decide all 
criminal cases within the limits of the State of Punuah on the following 
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conditions, viz., that eentences of death shall be immediately reported to the 
Agent to the Governor.General, and be subject to confirmation by the Agent; 
tliat periodical Reports are sabmitted by the Chief to the Local Britisb Poli- 
tical Officer of all caces in which sentAnces of transportation or imprisonment 
for life are passed by him, and on the distinct understanding that the British 
GoTemment will at any time suspend or revoke the authority thus couveyedj 
should circumstanoes appear to call for such a proceeding. 

The full powers herein bestowed will continue only so lone as the said 
Maharajah Bahadoor Nirput Sing continues to merit (he distinction, and they 
will not necessaiily be transmittible to his successors.

Whereas it has been represented by the Agent to the Governor General 
for Central India that the present Rnler of Panna, His Higbnees Maharajah 
Rndra Fratap Singh, Mahendra Bahadur, E.C.S.I., possesses these qaa1ifica> 
tions and enjoys this character : 

Therefore the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council hereby empowers 
the said Maharajah Budra Pratap Singh to hear and decide all criminal cases 
within the limits of the State of Fanna on the following conditions, namely, 
that sentences of death shall be immediately reported to the Agent to the 
Governor General, and be subject to confirmation by the Agent ; and that 
periodical reports shall be submitted by the Chief to the Local BriUsh Political 
Officer of all cases in which sentences of transportation or imprisonment for 
life are passed by him. 

It must be distinctly understood that the British Government wilL&tany 
time suspend or revoke the authority thos conveyed, should circumstances 
appear to call for such a proceeding. 

The full powers herein bestowed will oontinne only so long as the said 
Maharajah Rndra Fratap Singh continues to merit the distiDction, and they 
will not necessarily be transmissible to his suocessors.

the following Articles, under my seal and signature, from the conditions of 
which I promise never to depart and never to oonunit any act in violation of 
any of the subjoined Articles, 

Article 2. 

I hereby engage to have no interooaree, tnneoctions, or correepondenoe 
with any marauders or evil disposed persons either within or without the 
Proviuce of Bundelcund and never to harbour or permit any such persons to 
reside in my villages : and whenever I shall obtain information of the bannta 
of snoh pereons, I engage to use my endeavours to apprehend them and deliver 
them up to the OtBoers of the British Oovemment. I engage never to enter 
into disputes with any of the servants or dependants of the British Govcm- 
tnent, and never to afford assistance to any of the Chiefs dependant on tbs 
British Oovemment, in the event of disputes arising among thsm, without 
orders from the British Officers, and on all occasions scrnpulouely to observe 
the strictest obedience and Hubmissicu to the British Oovemment.

and having from the first annexation of the province of Bundelcnnd to the 
British territories strictly observed all the duties of obedience and submiBsion, 
and having moreover deposited among the records of the Government an 
Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance, under his own seal and signntnre, 
comprising five Articles, and expressive of his services, obedience, and faithful 
attachment to the British Government: Therefore and from motives of 
benevolence and good faith, the villages specified nndemeath, which £rom 
ancient times have been in the possession of the said Dewan Dhirij Sing 
■foresaid; are hereby granted to hhn rent-free by the British Oovemment; 
and so long as the said Dewau Dhirij Sing and his posterity shall abide by the 
terms of his Ikrarnamah, and shall continue strictly to observe all the duties 
of obedience and submission to the Government, the said villages enumerated 
below shail continue to be held rent-free by them in perpetuity. 

It is the duty of the said chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, &c., to be 
obedient to the said Dewan Dhirij Sing, and to pay to him as heretofore the 
established does and immunities of the said vill^es; and it is incnmbent on 
the said Dewan Dhirij Sing to render the peasantry and inhabitants grateful 
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and sntisfied by his good govenunent, and to devote hts attention to the 
increase o£ the population and the improvement of the cultivation of liis 
posseoBions. 

This Snnnud, after oMaining the sanction of the Right HonTile the 
Governor-General in Conncil, aba)! bo considered aa valid, and another Snn- 
nnd shall hereafter be granted under the seal and signature of the Eight 
Hoo'ble the Goremor-Qeneral.

Be asBored that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to yoa 
80 long OS your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful to the conditions of 
the Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligatiooa to the 
British Government.

Whereas from the period oE the annexation oE the province of Bundel- 
cnnd to the dominions of the British Oovemment, I (contracting party), 
Maharajah Beker Majeet Bejy Bahadur, was the first of all the Boondellah 
Chiefs who sabmittsd to the anthori^ of the British Government : daring 
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the Ageaoy of Captain Bullie, I delivered in fin Ikramamah (or obligation of 
allegiutoe) nndar my seal aiid _ngpstuTe, coasietinf; . of eevea Articles, and 
reoaved a Snonnd. Of the tappah of leanaghnr, whioli was inclnded in the 
nid Sonnnd, on aoconnt of the dispated ciaim preFerred by the Rajah of 
Bijawnr, and of the half ebue of the talook of Knrelah, which was also in- 
eeited in the abovementioned Stmnud, by reason of its having been re- 
sumed by the British Goremment, together with jaid^d lands of the l&te 
Rajah Himmnt Bahadar, and also of several other villages belonging to my' 
pomessions, bat then in the possession of unjust claimantB, which were not 
indaded m the afoiesaid Sunnod, I did not receive possession.

Be it known to tiie ohondries, kanoongoes, eto., of tbe pergnnnabs of 
Ranth and Sewndah and Cutoila, etc., in the province of Bundelkhand ; that 
Whereas the Rajah Beker Majeet Bejy Bahadur, one of the ancient and here- 
ditary Chiefs of Bandelound, on the anneiatioa of the province of Bnndel- 
bhand to the dominions of tbe British Government, was the first of the 
Boondellah Chiefs, who sabmitted and acknowledged the anthority of that 
Government, and during tbe agency of Captain John Baillie, the former 
^gent to the Governor-General, delivered in an Ikrarnamah (or obligation of 
alKgianoe) to the British Government, and received a Snnnad tor the villages 
and lands in bu possesnon, and has from that period remuned firm and 
.faithful to every Article of his engagement, and in do instance deviated or 
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swerved from that obedieDc«, loyalty, and tttachment dae to iha British 6ot- 
ernment; sereral villagei heloQging to thaihare and poaaottiotia of the said 
Bajah, that were then ia the posmMion of anjost claifnaDts, and the ri^ht to 
wluoh at that pariod had not faeea invaati^atad, reaiBinad in tlia hands of

Buudelcund to the dominions of the British Government, invariably conducted 
himself with obedience, siibmiasioQ, and attachment, and remained firm in 
his allegiance, and in no instance deviated from the loyalty and dutiful 
demeanour that was due from him towards the British Government; and 
Whereas a Sunnud granting to tlie said Rajah the confirmation of the villages 
and lands in his ancient possession was promised to the said Rajah on the 
part of the British Government, as soon as the adjustment of the disputed 
claim that formerly existed with respeot to the right to the tappah of Isana- 
gar took place; and that point having been accordingly adjusted by the deoi- 
sion of the British Government ; and at this period, the aforesaid Rajah beinfr 
dead, and the Rajah Rutten Sing, the eldest son and heir to the deceased 
Bajafa; having succeeded by the sanction of the British Government to Va% 
title and possessions of his father, baa now delivered in to the British Govern- 
ment an Ikrarnama or obligation of allegiance ander his seal and signature, 
containing eleven distinct Articles, and requested a Sunnad from the British 
Government : Therefore the villages enumerated in the subjoined schedule, 
which were from ancient times in the possession of the deceased Bajah, and 
also those villages which were given to the aforesaid Bajah by the British 
Government, in addition to his former possessions, through the liberality of the 
British Government, with a view to confirm and -bind his sHegiance, together 
with all the rights thereof, land revenae, sayer, forte, and fortified places, are 
sow confirmed to the Rajah Rutten Sing and his heirs in perpetuity, exempt 
from the payment of revenue ; and a Sunnud for the same is hereby granted. 
So long as the said Rajah and his heirs or successors shall remain firm to their 
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ei)g»g«ment«, Mul observe fkitlifnlly the tamu of tb« several Artiidea of tius 
Iknmiua or eagageiueiit, no moleaUtioa or resainption of the mbove powes- 
«cHu shall take pUoe on the part of the British Qovemment. It is neceasarjr 
that yon all ooosider and aooonut the said Bajah the Lord of the said poases- 
sions, and the conduct that is incnmbeat to the said Rajah and his hetie is, 
tfaftt he shkll «xert himself to the ntmost to cultivate and improve the said 
Tillages and -laads, and to promote the prosperity of the inhabitanta; and 
«njof the prodooe of the above possessions, in obedience, submissioD, and 
loyalty to the British Government. After the sanction of the Bight Honour- 
able ^e Uovemor-Oeneral in Connoil shall be ohtained, another Sannnd to the 
same effect, si^ad by the Right Honourable the Ooveraor-Oeneral, shall be 
exchanged and snbstitnted in the place of the present Sannnd, granted by the 
A^nt to the novernor-Oeneral, 87th March 1811.

"Whereas on the arrival of the British troops in Bnndelcund for the 
jmrpose of occupying the onnntry, Captain John Baillie was appointad by the 
Oovttnor-Qeneral to superintflad and adjust the afCairB of this province; and 
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Whereu I, having been expelled during the GorernnwDt of AIm Bahadur 
from my Raj and my territory, the Bud Captain John Baillie, from thnee 
motires of liberality and jastice which- emr regulate the oondoct of the 
Offioen of the British GoTernment, reinatated oie in the poaaeMion of the 
hon§efl which I formerly poMessed in the tewn of Banda, and asatgned to me a 
monthly allowaiioe of three thoneand Gohnr Bhahie Bnpeea, which allowance 
has been r^nlarly paid to me np to the present date; and Whereas with a 
view to the conciliation and happiness of the inbabitantH, and to the 
BupprMsion of commotions and distarbanoea, several mebals in this province 
were lately confirmed in the possession of their rightful owners, and 1 also, 
being among ibe number of the Chiefs possessing }Dst claims, solicited 
from the said Obtain Baillie a Snnnnd for the pergonnab of Kotra and other 
mehals, whieh aie my rightful property by inheritance, and an now unjustly 
oeenpied bj Gopaul Sing, and my request being approved of, a Snnnud was 
promised to me at a f ntora period ; and Whereas Mr. J. Richardson having 
beea lately appointed to the general superintendence of the affairs of Bnndel- 
ound, I have solicited and obtained from that gentleman a grant for fba 
aforesaid mehals : Therefore, and nith a view to confirm my obedience an<) 
lidelity to the British Government, I have prepared, and hereby present, this 
obligation of all^anee, containing the following ArtJdef, from which I 
proirae never to depart or deviate a hair's breadth :— 

Aktiou 1. 

I hereby engage to have no eonnection with any marauderi or plunderers 
rither within or out of the province of Bundelcttnd, to afiord them no asylum, 
nor permit them or their families to reside in my posseBaione, and to abstain 
from all oorrespoodenoe whatever with them, I further engage not to eater 
into any quarrels or disputes with any of the adherents or servants of tbs 
British Government, and if a dispnte ^oold arise between me and any of the 
Uajahs or Chiefs of this province dependent on the British <^ovemment, I agree 
to submit sneh disputes for the iovpetigation of the Officers of the British 
Uoverament, and serupulously to observe and abide by their decision. 1 agree 
not to retaliate against any one for any injury offered to myself, nor proceed 
to redress any grievanoe without the csder of the Britiiih Government, to 
which I will ev6r b« obedient and sabmissive. 

ASTICLK i. 

I engage to guard all the passes through the Ghats under my authority, 
BO as to prevent sll marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed persona from ascend- 
ing or descending the Ghats, or from entering the British territories through 
any of those passes; and if any neighbouring Chief or leader should meditate 
an ineursion into the British territory through my possessions, I engage to 
furnish the Officers of the British Government with information of the cir- 
cumstance before his approach to the neighbourhood "of my territory, and to 
exert my utmost efforts to obstruL't his progress.

Be it known to tbe chowdriea, kanoongfoes, zemindan, mookaddums and 
talookdsre of tbe pergutinaha of Kotr&and Punay, in the province of Bimdel- 
cand ; that Whereas after the annexation of the province of Bundelnniid to the 
territonea of the Honourable tbe Kaat India Company, when the British troops 
were employed in oconpying the country and punishing tlia cefractory, Rajah 
Bakht Sing, the ^randaon of Maharajah Jngget Baj, one of the legitimate 
proprietors of tliie province, did obediently and snbmissiveiy attend in person 
on the Officer of tbe Britiab Government ; Wherefore the British Govern- 
meot, actuated by those motives of liberality and by that draire to aii|ipHt 
Bnd preserve the dignity of illustrions families which ever regulate its eondnafc. 
onferred apon Bajah Bukbt Sing a permanent provision of Rupees 3ff,0fl0 
per annum : and- Whereas a promise having been since made to the said lUjab 
that, in common with tbe other hereditary Rajahs of this province, he also 
should receive a territorial pmvision in lieu of the aforesaid pecuniary allow- 
ance, and the said Rajah having lately repeatedly solicited the performance oE 
that promise, and having presented an obligation of allegiance to the Britiah 
Oovemment, comprising eleven distinct Articles, signed and sealed by himself; 
Therefore the pergnnnahe specified underneath, situated in tbe province of 
Bundelcund, and at present usurped by some foreigner, who possessee no title 
whatever to them either by inheritance or by gift, are heieby granted to 
Rajah Bnkht Sing, with whose right to the aaid pergunnahs the British 
Oovernment are fnlly satisfied ; and so long as the said Rajah and bis 
adherents shall continue in obedience to tbe Britiah Oovemment and shall 
scrupulously adhere to tbe terms of the aforesaid obligation of allegiance, the 
eaid Rajah and hia heira and successors shall enjoy the unmolested possessioa 
of the pergunnahs undermentioned. It is necessary that the inhabitants of 
the said pergunnahs acknowledge their obedience to the said Rajah, or 
to whomsoever he may delegate the charge of the pergunnahs, and that they 
consider all the dependencies and appnrtenanoes of the said pergunnahs as ■ 
subject to the Rajab, and that they acknowledge no one else. It is tiie duty 
of tbe Rajah to render tbe people, zemindars, and talookdars happy and grate- 
ful by hia good government, to devote himself to the prosperity of the inhabit- 
ants and to tbe improvement of the country, and finally to continue faith- 
fnl and obedient to the British Oovemment. 

This Snnnud, after having obtained tbe approbation of the Honorable 
the O^vemor-General, shall he considered valid, and shall then he exchanged 
for another under the seal and signature of the Govemor-OeDeraL

t hereby engitge never to aid nor be concerned with any maraurlers 
within or b^ond the limits of the British possessions in Bundelcund ; never 
to admit maxaudcrs to the fort or neighbourhood of Ajeygurh nor to harbour 
them in any of the villages which may be under my authority. I further 
engage to prevent the families and relations of all freebooters and maraudft* 
from residing in any of my villages ; to maintain no correspondeuce nor inters

Ae some of the villages above the Ghats which have been granted to me 
contain diamond mines, I hereby promise to abstain from all interference with 
those shares of the mines which originally belonged to Juggnt Raj and to the 
Peiahwa ; and to confine myself to that portion of the share of the family of 
Hirdee Sah which has been granted to me ; and I agree to deliver over s\\ 
those mines to the pereone to whom the British Government may be pleased 
to assign ihem and to assist those persons in the exercise of their rights.

I hereby promise and declare that on the expiration of two years from 
the date of this obligation, I will without hesitation or further delay deliver 
up the fortress of Ajeygurh to the Officers of the British Government; and 
until that period I agree to pay into the treasury the sum of four thousand 
Rupees per annum aa a tribute, over and above the fixed revenue of Beeohaun^ 
which Im already been granted to me in istimrar.

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and ialookdars of the pergumubs 
of Kotn, Puway, and Ajeygurh, in the province of Bundelcund be it known : 
Whereas after the acquisitioo and annexation of the province of Bundelcund 
to the British dominions, the Rajah Bnkht Sing, the great-grandBOn of the 
Bajah Juggut Baj, and one of the hereditary Chiefs of Bundelcund, appeared 
before the rulers of the British Government for the purpose of submitting 
himself with loyalty to it£ control and governance; and the rulers of tlie British 
Government, with a view to the protection and support of the sncient families 
and men of rank, as is the uniform and humane praotice of the firitisti Govern- 
ment, granted to the raid Kajah a pension of Rupees 8,(J00 per mensem ; and 
Whereas, at that time a promise was made to the said Bajah that, in common 
with the other legitimate Rajahs of this province, he also should receive a 
territorial provision in lieu of the aforesaid pension j Aoaordingly, in confor- 
mity to the request of the said Rajah, and with a view to the fulfilment of the 
above pramiae, in the month of June 1807 a.d., after having delivered in his 
Ikrsrnamah or written engt^meat binding himself to loyalty and obedience 
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to the British Oovernment, reoeived from the ralen of the BritiBh GoTem- 
ment the per^annaha of Kotra and Fuway in jagrbire, and after the reeiimp- 
tion of toe jaghire oF Ajeygorh, the Rajah Bnhht SId^ also reoeived in 
j^hire certaio villagefl in the pergunnah of Ajey^rh (the place of reeidenoe 
of his ancestors), which were his hereditary property, in lieu of oartain villages 
in the pergunnah of Fnway : As in the Snnnud formerly granted to the 
aforeeaid Rajah, the names of the villages granted to him are not detailed, 
and aa the said Rajah baa now requested a Sunnnd which shall include and 
detail all the villages now in his possession in the pergnnnahs above named : 
For that retsou a single Sannod granting rent>free the villages detailed noder- 
neath, together with their mal, land revenue, sayer, transit duties, abkaree 
duties on spirituous liqnon, and all other rights and appurtenances thereunto 
belonging, for ever, generation after generation, has been bestowed upon the 
aforesaid Kajnh, by tiie bonnty of the Uritish Government. So long as the 
Rajah and his adherents shall continue to fulfil the terms of the aforesaid 
obligation of all^iance, the said Rajah and his heirs and sacceaaors ahall 
enjoy nDmolest«d posBeuion of the pergnonafas undermentioned. It ia neees* 
sary that you consider and understand the said Bajah to be proprietor and 
sole controller of the villages detailed herein ; and the duties required from 
the said Rajah are that he shall cultivate and improve the villages in question, 
and protect aud satisfy the cultivators and inhabitants, and by every means 
in his power contribute to their comfort, and enjoy th« produce of the said 
posaesaions in loyalty and due obedience to the British Government.

"Whereas it appears from the report of the Govemor-General's Agent 
fm Central India that Bajah Bejey Sing of Ajeygarh died leaving no issue, 
and that the Banee, the mother of the deceased Bajah, manifested her fidelity 
and attachment to the Britiab Government during the late dieturbauces front 
the commencement to the end ; I therefore grant the territory of A jeygnrb 
anew, with the exception of the exelnsive privileges within the town of Banda, 
to Bajah Bunjore Sing Bahadnr, the half-brother of the late Rajah Bejey 
Sing, and the heirs mate of hia body lawfully b^otten, with me title 9t 
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Bajth Bahadur, on the condition that, so long as Rajah Runjore Sing Baha- 
dur nai all his dependants are faithful in their allegiBDce to Ooveniment, he 
■nd the heirs male of his bod; luwfully begotten shall nut be disturbed in tiie 
poawwion and enjoyment of the above territory.

B« it known to the Judges and Collectors present and future, and ' muta- 
niddeea in QoTemment service, jaghiredars and fcurorees and obondriee and 
Icaooongoes of pergunnah JnUlpore attached to the Soubah of Allahabad, 
and of pei^nnah Ksat of the same eoubah : that Wliereas Maharajah Tej 
Sing B^adoor, who is of the descendants of Maharajah Juggnt Raj and is 
one of the ri^tfnl Chiefs, expressed his desire at the commencement of the 
Govemment authority in this country for protection from the kindness and 
generosity of the Officers of the Honorable Compnny : Therefore, in regard 
to the submission of the Maharajah ahovenamed, mouzah Sureela, for his neces* 
sary expenses of maintenance, and ita fort as a residence for bis family were 
given, witli a promise for an increase of the maintenance, on condition of his 
sabmiasion and obedience to the Officers of Ooverument. 

Inasmuch as the Maharajah has performed the duties of obedience in the 
way that was proper, and has represented the insufficiency of his maintenance 
and smallneee of his revenue : Therefore, with a vietv to maintain and support 
the Maharajah and to fulRl the former promise, the villages according to the 
detail appended, with exception or the ^udaruk and mnafee and lakhiraj holdings, 
have be^ fixed for him from the begumingof the KhureefFnsl of Annus Fusli 
1214, acoording to the exalted order of Hie Excellency the Qovernor-Oenerolj 
in the way of hereditary jaghire and tamgba {a royal grant in perpetuity). 

It ia proper that the Maharajah, continuing always in the performanoe of 
obedience and loyalty to Government, should expend the income of the jagbire 
on bis maintenance ; and giving due attention to the prosperity of the villages 
of the jaghire, should not fail in the slightest particular of vigilance kdA 
carefolnesB; and that he should keep the subjects and people of the villages 
contented and thankful for his good management ; and should devote tba 
greatest exertion to the cherishing and conciliation of all the inhabitants ; and 
should give no place or shelter to thieves and highway robbers in his villages j 
but should aid and aamst the Officers of Govemment in arresting and seizing 
them, and in carrying out the rules and regulatipne issued from the territories 
of the Ooverument (d the Honorable Company. 

And for the ryote and people this is the proper coarse, that having consi- 
dered the Maharajah the established jaghiredai of the viUagss named, thc^

aoy way and 'should not lak for a new Snnnud every year ; but that, Icoow in^ 
there is strict injunotion in this matter, they shoald act ooaformaUy to what 
has been written above.

Wheieas the British Governinent having taken into tta eoasideration the 
Gircnmstanees of roy descent and former rq{hta,Rnd my zealons and submissive 
obedience, has liberally det^rmiiwd to admit me among the nnmber of its 
immediate dependants, and to confirm me in the possession of the lands of 
Jessoo now actually occnpied by me ; and whereas Mr. Waoohopo, the Super- 
intendent oE Political Affairs in Bnr.delcand, on the part of the Bi;;ht Hon 'hie 
the Governor-General iji Council, has required me to present an Ikrarnamah 
or obligation of allegianoe : Therefore, aod in Donsideraticn of tjte ample 

frovisiuu which the British Government ha«. bofo pleased to bestow upon me, 
have prepared and dp hereby present tiiia^JkiarBameh, comprising the 
folloning ten Artioles, having my seal and Bignature.dBly attaobed to it, aad 
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I proimse never to rommit any tmt in violiition of the eiibjoided Artiulea and 
never to ile{«rt from tbe coojitioaa they ounUin :^ 

Articli 1. 
I eagnge to mnintain no intercourse with nay maraiiclers, whether in or 
out of the province of Bnndelound, to give ttiem and their families no nayhim 
in my jt^hire, and to abstain from ail eorre8|)ondence with them. 1 {iromisa 
to eng^^ in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or de|>endant« n( ibe 
British Oovemment, and in tlie event of any Cbirftain or Kajali of this pro- 
vince in alliance with the Government entering into a dii^pnte with me 
respecting the boundaries of my mehals or villages, or on any other subjects 
whatever, I engage to represent all the circumatMnces uf the case to the 
Briiish Government with a view to its adjustment of the dfapate, to abiiio 
implicitly by ita deciaioo, and to take no atepa towards obtaining redress with 
my own hands withont the anthnrity of the British Government, to which I 
promise to conduct myself on all occasions with strict obedience and submission.

I engine to guard all the passes in my jsghire in snch manner afi to 
obstmct the inroads of maraaders and plunderers as well as all enemies of tite 
British Government', and effectually to prevent them from obtaining a paaa^e 
through my tlakah into the British territorifs; and if any Chiefs or Corn* 
manders of troops belonging to the neighbonnng onuntries attempt to pene- 
trate through my jurisdiction into the British territories, I engage to convoy 
intelligence of their approach to tbe British Officers before they shall have 
arrived on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself to the utmost of 
my powCT in opposing tliem.

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to pass through my

them by ony route tbey ni^ please to follow. I further engage to execute 
with zeal and alacrity all requisitions I may receive from the Commanding 
Officer of tbe British troops, whether in furnishing him with supplies and al) 
necessary articles or in oo-<^r«bitig with my own troops and followers ha'

If any of tbe inhabitants of the British turitory abscond and take 
refuge in any of the villages of my jagbire, I engage to seize and deliver 
them up to the Officers of the British Government; and if a person on the 
part of the British Oovemment he sent to apprehend such absconder, I agree 
not only not to oppose such person, but to co-operate with him eBeotnally in 
apprehending the fugitive.

to give every ussistanoe in my power to any persons who may be sent on the

Should it at any time, hereafter, be clearly proved to the satisfaction of 
the R-ght Hononrable tbe Oovemor-Oeneml in Council, that any of the

The fort of Jessoo having been formerly dismantled by order of Mr.

Be it known to the cbowdriea, kaDootij^oefl, and zemiiidan of the province 
of Rundelcand, that ivlwrew Dewan Moorat Sio^ Itarintf persoitaltjr pro- 
fi.-et>ed his wnlons attauhnent and siibraiaeive olwdienc ' to ihe Britieh Uorem- 
nuint ; and Whereu the Right Honorable the Ui>venKir>Ueitpnil in - CooneB 
hnviiig; tnken into hii coneideration the descent and former ciru urns la rices of 
Dewan M<iorut Siii[f, and being of opinion' that they entitle him to hold the 
lands of Je^soo (now in his a<-taal oocnpation, but incloded in the Siiimud or 
llujiih BnkhtSiDKh) indepealratlf of Rajah Bnkht Sing, the Right Honur- 
sble the OoTernor-UeneraHii Council, actuated by tho8e principleii of jnatice 
nnd impariiality which ever regulate the conduct of the Britiali Uovernmenti 
has determined to confirm Dewan Moornt Siug in the possfvsiaii of the said 
lands of fort of Jesaoo now aotnally held by him ; and Dewan Moornt Sing 
liaving preeentod an Itramamab or obligation of allegiance to the British 
Uovernment under his own seal and signature, comprising ten Articles, expres.

It 
is yonr duty, tlierefore, to acknowledge and obey Dewan Moornt Sing as the 
jaghiredar of the aforenid villages, and to consider yourselves as accoantable 
t'l him for all rights and immumtie* appertaining to them. 

It ia inenmbent on the said Dewan Moornt Sing on the otiior hand to 
coudliate and render gratefal the peasantry and inhabitants by his good gov* 
eiTiment ; to devote Ins endeavours to increHse the impuiatioli and to enhance 
the proepeiity of bis jaghire, and to employ its flourishing resonroee in the 
eervios of the British Uoverumeut.

I, Denan Joognl Pershad, declare that I have submitted in person to the 
British QoT^nment, and with a view to confirm ray obedience and submiasion 
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to the British OoT«tnm»iit, I do hereby present this IkraraamaU, eomprisiog 
the Following : — 

Akticu 1. 

Whereu from the period when the British troops first arrived for the 
pnrpoee of anbdaing aod punishing the refractory in the province of Buodel- 
cand, I fiheerfnlly and voluntarily aoknowledged my obedience and anbrnissioa 
to the British Government and bave been admitted among the number of its 
dependants ; and Wbereas, J. RicherdBon, Esquire, who has beea invested by 
the Right Honorable the Governor- General with the general superintendence 
and control of the province of Bundelcund, having required of me an Ikrar. 
namah, or obligation ; Therefore, and in consideration of the ample provision 
irbich the Britieh Government have been pleased to bestow upon me, I have 
prepared and do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following 
Articles, under my seal and signature, from the couditioos of which I promise 
never to depart and never to commit any act in violation of any of the 
sabjoined Articles. 

Abticli 2. 

I hereby eng^e to have no intercourse, transactions or correspoDdence 
nitb soy marauders or evil-disposed persons either within or without the 
province of Buodelcnnd, and never to harbour or permit any such persons to 
rwide in my villages ; and whenever I shall obtain information of the haunts 
oE such persons, i engage to use my endeavours to apprehend them, and 
deliver them up to the Officers of the British Government. I engage never 
to enter into dispute with any of the servants or dependants of the British 
Government, and never to afford assistauce to any of the Chiefs dependant on 
the Britasfa Government in the event of disputes arising among them, without 
orders from the British Officers, and on all occasions scrupulouBly to observe 
the strictest obedience and sabmission to the British Qovemment. 

Aanou 3. 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any 
of the villages comprising my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver him to 
servanls of the British Government ; and it' any pereon be deputed on the 
part of the British Government to apprehend such absconder, I agree not only 
not to oppose that person, but to co-operate with him in the apprehension of 
the absconder } and I agree to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal 
Courts on all oocasioos. 

Artioli 4. 

I engage not to permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of my villages, 
and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travellers be plundered or 
stolen in any of my villages, I engage to make the zemindars of such village 
re^uaible for the stolen property or for the seizure and delivery of the 
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obber or thief to the Officers of the Britisb Government ; and if any person 
amenable to the Britiali laws for murder or other crimes committed in the 
British Oovemment, take refuge in any of my villages, I further engage to 
seize such offender and deliver him up to the British Government.

on the 25th ot August 1809. 

To the kanoongoea and chowdries of the pergannah of Jella^pore in 
zillah Bundelcund. Be it knoivn — Whereas Dewaa Joogul Pershad, nho is- 
one of the deecendanto of the respectable families and ancient Chiefs of thia 
prorince, and who since the period that the province of .Bnndelound eame 
under the control and anthority of the British Government has in no way 
acted in opposition to the British Government, or on any occasion discovered a 
refractory or disobedient disposition ; and Whereas he held the village of 
Aumeree in his otcd possession as a rent-free village ; and Whereas he the said 
Joogul Pershad at this time has presented an arzee to the Presence, praying 
that he may he restored to the possession of the village of Chillse in the 
pergunnah ot Jellalpore, and to the village of Dudree in the pergunnah oE 
Kirka, on the gronnds and claim that the above villages were from ancient 
times his rent-free lands and were resumed by the British Government on its 
acquiring possession of Bundelcund; and Whereas the proceedings held in the 
investigation of the said claim were submitted to the Right Honorable the 
Governor-General in Council, and the right of the said Dewan having been 
acknowledged to the three above- mention ad villages ; But as previotu to this 
investigation the village of Dudree above-mentioned had been transferred to 
the Nana of Culpee, with other villi^es, to effect an arrangement ordered by 
Government; and as on that account it cannot now ba taken from the 
Nana: For the foregoing reasons it was ordered by Government that tJie 
said Dewan should receive some other place in lieu of Dudree : Accordingly in 
conformity to the enquiry and determination of the Board of CommissiODera 
and the Collector of the zillah of Bondelcund, the transfer of the village of 
Bandee Bnzzoorg, with Ourrah, and the village of Berrettee in the pei^unnah 
of Jeltalpore, in lieu of Dudree, was sanctioned by Government on the 22nd 
oE July iy09 as an adequate exchange, to be given to the nforeaiud Dewan, 
For the above reasons the vill^es of Aumeree and Chillee, his ancient rent-free 
tenures, and the villages Bandee Buzzoorg and Gurtah, and the village Ber- 
rettee in lieu of the village of Dudree^ together with all their apportenanoee, 
are granted rent-free to the said Dewan Joogul Persbad in perpetuitVj genera- 
tion after genetation. While the said Dewan and his heirs remain laiUiful to 
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tbe tenne of tbe eeveisl Aiiiclee of the Ikrarnainah or the engogemeat which he 
hu entered into and delivered to Government, he Bfaall receive no eort ot molest- 
ation nor shall the above places be resumed. It is necessary that you ooniiidtfr 
tbe said Dewan the confirmed proprietor of the )))aces in question; and tbesaid 
Devan is buuud to cultivate the raid villagea with industry and to treat the ryots 
and onltiratore witli kindness, justice, and eneouragemeii t, and to reap the advan- 
tage of the produce in obedience and good wishes to the British Oonrnment. 
When another Sunnud shall be received from the Governor- General, the pre* 
sent SoDnnd shall be exchanged for that signed by the Governor-QeDeral and 
be cancelled.

Teai(8lation of a Sunkvu granted to Dewan Joooul Febshad 

on the 7th January 1811. 

To the kanooi^oefi and chowdries of the pergunnah of Jellalpore and 
Hameerpore in zillah Bondelcund. Be it known— 'Whereas Dewan Joogul 
Pershsd, who is one of the descendants of tbe respectable families and ancient 
Chieb of this province, and who, since the period that the province of Bun* 
delcnnd oame under the control and authority of the British Government, has 
in no way acted in opposition to the British Government or on any occasion 
tlisoovered a refractory or disobedient disposition ; and Whereas he held the 
village of Anmeree in his own possession as a rent-free village ; and Whereas 
he, the said Joo^ul Fersbad, at this time has presented an arzee to the Fre- 
<>eoce, prayiug that he may be restored to the possession of the village of 
Chiilee iu the pergnnnah of Jellalpore and to the village of Dudree in the per- 
gunnah of Kirka, on the grounds and claim that the above villages were from 
ancient times his rent-free lands and were resumed by the British Government 
on its acquiring possession of Bundelcund ; and Whereas the proceedings held in 
tbeinvestigatiouof the said claim were submitted to the Bight Hon'ble the 
Govern or- General in Council on the 3rd April 1809, and the right of the said 
Dewan having been acknowledged to the three above-mentioned villages; But 
•8 previous to this investigation the village of Dudree above-mentioned had been 
trausferred to the Nana of Culpee with other villages, to eSectan arra&gemeut 
ordered by Government, andasonthat account it cannot now be taken from the 
Nana; For this reason, in lieu o( the village oE Dudree, the village Bandea 
Buzzoorg, with Gurrah, and the villc^e Berrettee in the pergunnah of Jellalpore 
were given to the said Dewan, and the copy of his Ikrarnamah and Wajib-nl-urz 
and his Sunnud have been sent to the Bight Honorable the Governor-General 
io Coonoil for tbe pnrpoK of obtaining a Sunnud under the seal and eiguatare 
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of the Ri|{ht Honorable the Governor- General ; But as it is written in the Srd 
Article of the Dewan's Paper of Raqueats that hia poesoBeions should be 
exempted from the co^ntzanoe of the British Coorts of Justioe, and as tfae above 
promise, on account of the village Anmeree and Chillee and Bandee Buzzoor^, 
with Gurrah, and the village Berrettee being intermixed with the British 
poBsessiooB, was disapproved of hj the British GovemmeRt, the said Dewan 
having been left the option to exchange the above villages for others situated 
ou the borders of the Compnny's territories and not intermixed with them, or 
to expunge from his Wajib-nl^urz the 3rd Article together with its answer ; 
Accordingly the said Dewan determined in favour of an exchange of the lands 
for others situated as above described on the borders of the British possessions, 
and according to the orders of Government, under date the 26th of Aagusi 
1810, according to the free agreement nf the said Dewan, and in pursnance of 
the orders of the British Government, the village of Aumeree, &c., were takea 
in to the possession of Government, and in lien thereof, the village Byree 
Kuraeahpore and the village of Sizelpore Islampore, and the village of Uujepore, 
and the village Kukeroo, and the village Futteretah in the pergunnah of Jellal- 
pore, and the village of Farah in the pergunnah of Humeerpore, and twenty 
beegaha of land in a garden situated in the vilUge of Aumeree, in which garden 
is the tomb of the father of the said Dewan, with all the rights and appurtenances 
thereto, have been given in perpetaity to the said Dewan, generation after 
generation. While the said Dewan and his heirs remain faitliful to the terms 
of the several Articles of the Ikrarnamah or the engagement which he has 
entered into and delivered to Government, he shall receive no eort of molest- 
ation, nor shall the above places be resumed. It is necessary that yon con* 
sider the said Dewan the conGrmed proprietor of tbe places in question, and the 
said Dewan is bonnd to cultivate the said villsges with industry, and to treat 
the ryots and cultivators with kindness, justice, and enconragemeiit, and to 
reap the advantage of the produce in obedience and good wishes to the British 
Government. When another Sanoad shall be received from the Governor-

Be it known to the ohowdries, banoosgoe* and zemindars of the province 
of Bundelcand ; that Whereas in the year 1806, corresponding with the year 
186S Uumbut, Koont Sonee Sah, having professed his obedience and eubmis- 
sion anil having ceded to the British Qovcrnment the towos of Chatterpore, 
MoWj and Salat, with their depending villages, was vested by tbe British 
Government with a hereditary grant of the remaining lands then in his actual 
possession; and Whereas, in the year IKOS, the British Oovernment was 
pleased to restore the town of Mow to Eoour Sonee Sah and to settle the 
town of Cbutterpore upon his eldest son Eoour Fertab Sing ; and Whereas in 
coDsequence of the demise of Koour Sonee Sah (which happened on the 4th May 
1816, corresponding with the 20th Bysaak, Sumbot 1873), and the unequal 
and inconvenient disposition which the Koour before his death made of bis 
lands, rendering all his sons independent of each other, it has become neces- 
sary for tbe British Government to interpose the power which its feudal sopre* 
maoy legally vests in it, in order to prevent the public inconvenience that was 
likely to result from that unequal disposition ; and Whereas the British Gov- 
ernment by virtue of that power and in view to the public security and tran- 
quillity, has been pleased to recognise Koour Pertah Sing ae successor to his 
father Koour Sonee Sah, and to confirm him in possession of his father's 
iaghire, on condition of hia making a suitable provision for bis younger

this Snnnud : Wherefore, and under the consideration and principles above set 
forth, the villages and lands specified in the subjoined schedule, with the 
reservation of tbe life-tenure to his younger brothel's, which is also particu- 
larised in the said schedule, are hereby gi-auted to Koour Fertab Sing and to 
his heirs iu perpetuity rent-free hy the British Government ; and so long as 
the said Knour Pertab Sing and his heirs shall conduct themselves in obedience 
. and submission to the British Government, and shall strictly adhere to all tbe 
terms and conditions of their engagements, they shall not be molested nor 
disturbed in the possession of their lauds and villages aforesaid, 
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It 18 yonr dvty therefore to aoknowleiJge and obey Koonr Fertab Sing ae 
the jagbiredar of tbe aforesaid Tillages, and to consider yourselres as account- 
able to him for all rights and immunities appertaining thereto. It is on the 
otlier band innumbent on the said Koour Fertab Sing to conciliate and render 
grjt«fnl the peasantry and inhabitants by bis good govemment, to devote his 
endeavoars to increase the population and to enbance the prosperity of his 
jao'hire, and to employ its flourishing -resources in the service of tbe British 
GoTernineDt.

larly specified iu the Sunnud of Koour Fertab Sing, on condition of my mani- 
festing due respect and subordination towards Fertab Sing as the representa- 
tive of my family, 1 hereby engage to demean myself towards Fertab Sing 
with that respect and submission which is due to him as the acknowledged 
head and representative of our family ; and as tbe British Government has 
been generousiy pleased to protect me, so long as I adhere to ray engagements 
against any unjust encroachments on the part of Koour Fertab Sing, I on my 
part engage to give a cheerful acquiescence to such general control and super- 
intendence over my affairs as it may be necessary for Koour Fertab Sing to 
exercise, with a view as well to (he due fulfilment of bis obli^tions to tbe 
British Government as to the general welfare and prosperity of tbe jaglnre. 

Abtiolb 2. 

Having received an attested oopy of the obligation of alleginnce executed 
by Koour Fertab Sing to the British Government, I hereby acknowledge all 
the terms of that obligation to be fully and unequivocally binding on myself 
as far as they relate to my individual means and the resources of tbe lands in 
my immediate occupation, and I hereby solemnly engage to contribute by all 
the means in my power to the prompt and effectual execution of all the duties 
and stipulations which are imposed on Koour Fertab Sing by that instrnment!, 
aod to obey with promptitude and effect every requisition that may be made 
upon me connected witii those duties and stipulations, whether such requisition 
shall come directly from the British Oovernment or from Koour Perteb Sing.

Being Bincerely coDvinoed that my oivn welfwa and pro^terity sa veil u 
the general welfare oF the family esaeotially depends on our being cordially 
united among ourselves, I faithfully promise to forget all past animositiee that 
may have subsisted between me and my brother Koour Pertah Sing, to avoid 
carefnlly any future cause of irritation, and to live with bim and my other 
brokers in cordial friendship and brotherly love.

Whereas Koour Fertab Sing baa sucoeeded by the death of Eoonr Sonee 
Sah to the jaghire of Rajnagur, etc,, and Whereas the British Government, 
having, in oonaideration of the desire of Koonr Sonee Sah, and with a view to 
the support of Koour Parthee Sing, the second son of Koour Sonee Sah and bis 
family, determined that the said Koonr Partliee Sing should hold a life-tenure 
of the under-mentioned villages belonging to the aforesaid jaghire on eertaiD 
conditions of submission to the British Government and subordination to 
Koour Fertab Sing, the head and representative of the family ; and Whereaa 
Koour Parthee Sing has executed and presented to Mr, Wauchope, Superin- 
tendent of Political Affairs, an Ikramamah containing three Articles, expres- 
eirn of his sinoere obedience to tbe British Government, and stipulating a 
due subordinatioD to Koour Pertah Sing ; and Koour Parthee Sing having 
solicited a Sannud for the villages that have been assigned to him : Therefore, 
and in compliance with the request of Koour Parthee Sing, this Sunnud is 
hereby grauted, after being approved under date the 11th April 1817 by the 
Bight Honourable the Governor- General, for the undermentioned villages, to 
he held by him during hie lifetime, on condition of hia strictly observing all 
the terms of his Ikrarnamah, and to revert to Koour Fertab Sing after his 
death. 

Here follows a list of 19 villages; Jumma Be. 81,810, as is contained ia 
the Sunnud of Koour Pertab Sing.

Be it knowD to the chondri^, kanoongo«8 and zemindarB of BandeU 
mnd : 

That in oonsequence of the demise of Sajah Pertab Sing, late Rajah of 
Chntterpore, in tbe province of Bnndelcand, withont heirs male of bis body, 
the Baid State of Chntterpore has become an eeeheat to the British Qovem- 
meot, and is absolotely at its diepoeal ; But, having re^rd to the 6delity dis- 
ptayed towards the British Qovemment both by Sonee Snh and his successor 
the late itajah Pertab Sing, and also to the benefit whioh the State of Chnt- 
terpore is said to have derived from the good management and the good god- 
duct of the late Rajah aforesaid j the British Oovemment has been pleased 
to resolve that the villages and lands constituting the State of Chntterpore, as 
held and possessed by the late Rnjah Pertab Sing, sliall be granted to Jnggut 
Sa}, a grandtiephew of the said Riijah Pertab Sing, and the lineal heirs male 
of hie body lawfully begotten. And the villages and lands as aforesaid consti- 
tnting the State of Chntterpore are accordingly hereby granted, as a special 
mark of favonr, to the said Juggnt Raj and the lineal heirs male of his body 
lawfully begotten, with the title and dignity of Rajah. 

Be it known, then, that so long as the said Jnggnt Raj and his lineal heirs 
male as aforesaid shall oonduct themselves in obedience and submission to the 
British Government, they shall not he molested or disturbed in the possession 
oE the vilUges and lands aforesaid. 

It is yonr duty, therefore, to acknowledge and obey Jnggut Baj as the 
jaghiredar of the Chntterpore State, and to consider youreelves accountable to 
him for all rights and immunities appertaining thereto. 

It is, on the other hand, incumbent on the said Jnggut Raj to conciliate 
and render grateful the peasantry and inhabitants by bis good government, to 
devote his endeavours to increase the population and to enhance the prosperity 
of his jaghire, and to employ ita flourishing resources in the eervioe of the 
British Oovemment.

Tbanblation of an Iekabnavah or Obligation of AlleqiSkcb 
presented by Rajah MoHtrH Sing— 1807. 

Whereas I, Bajidi Mobun Sing, sincerely proresaing my submission and 
attachment to the British Qovemment, have invariably manifested my ohedi- 
eica to the officers appointed to the superintendence of the province of 
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Bundeloand from the period o£ ite first annexation to tlie British territories ; 
and Whereas an Ikrarnamali or obligation of allegiance having lately l>een 
required of me: Therefore, and with a view to coniirm my obedience and 
attachment to the British Government, I have prepared and hereby preeeot 
this Ikramaraah, containing six distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, from 
whom I have received a Sannud confirming to me ail my ancient possessions 
in this province, and I hereby declai'c that I will scrupulously observe all the 
Articles contained in this Ikramamah and never evade nor infringe any one 
of them. 

AancLB 1. 

I hereby enga^ never to connect: myself with any marauders or plun- 
derers either within or out of the province of Bandaicuud, to afford them 
no asylum, nor permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, 
and to abstain from all intercourse and correspondence with them, I further 
engnge to avoid entering into quarrel or disputes with the dependants and 
servants of the British GoverniDent ; and it at any time a dispute should arise 
on account of a mehal or village or from any other cause between me and 
any of the Bajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependance on the British 
Government, I agree to submit such dispnte without delay to the officers of 
the British Government for their decision, and implicity to observe and abide 
by whatever decision shall be passed upon it. I further engage to make no 
reprisuls on any one for past injuries, nor seek redress by force, without the 
permission of tlie British Government, and always to be obedient and submis- 
sive to the Government in every transaction. 

Aetioli 2, 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Gb&ta which are situated in my 
pOBsessioDB in such manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and evil- 
disposed persons from ascending or descending the Oliits by any of those 
passes, and from entering the Biitish territories for the purpose of exciting 
disturhanoes ; and if any Sirdar or leaders of troops should meditate an in- 
vasion of the British territories through my possessions, I engage to give 
timely notice thereof to the officers of the British Government and to use 
every practicable exertion to obstruct their progress. 

Articlb 3. 

Whenever the British troops will have occasion to ascend the Qhftts by 
any of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to 
obstraot or impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons to conduct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them 
witlvthe necessary Bnp|dies and provisions so long as they shall continue with- 
in or in the vicinity of my possessions. 

Akticlb 4. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take 
refuge in any of my Tillages, I engage to deliver up Buch person to the officers 
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of tlie Britisli Gorernment immediatelf on hia beiog demanded, and iF any ol 
my tyota or zemiodus abscond and take refuge in the British territories, I 
agree to submit to the principal officer in Buodelcund a Btatemest of my 
oomi^aint against euch person, and to abide hy wliatever ordere muy be passed 
on the oocaaion agreeably to the Regulatioos of the Ooverament, and to take 
DO steps of my own accord to apprehend him. 



I engage nob to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages, and if 
the property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of tbs 
villages subject to my authority, I agree to render the zemindars of such 
village respoDsible for the restitution of the etoleo property, or for tbe delit 
very of the thief or robber to the officers of the British Government ; and if 
any felon or morderer, or person amenable to the British I»ws for crime 
committed in the British possessions, should take refuge in any of my villages, 
I enga^^e to seize and deliver over such offenders to the British Government 
and not to permit their escape from my poeseseiouB. 

Articlb 6. 

As the Sannnd which I have received from tbe British Government was 
prepared from the schedule of the villages in my actual possession, which was 
presented by me to tbe Agent to the Governor- General, if therefore it shall 
hereafter he asoertaiued that any of the aforesaid villages bod not been in my 
possession during the Government of the late Nawab Ally Bahadur, but had 
Leen acquired by me since tbe death of the late Nawab, I hereby agree 'to 
deliver up euch village to tlie British Government without any hesitation, and 
to offer DO objections on the score of the village being specified in my Sunnud. 

Having deposited this Ikraraamah, comprising six Articles, among the 
records of the Britieli Government, I hereby bind myself invariably to o^rve 
tbe conditions contained in the said Articles ; and never to evade or omit tbe 
serupalous performance of any of. them.

Ee it known to all chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and moknddums oC 
tbe pergunnahs of Beer Ghur and Naee, in the province of Bundelcond; that 
Whereas Rajah Mohnn Sing, one of the hereditary Cbieftaios of tbe province 
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oE Bandelcund, harini^, from the period of the annexsiinn of the asid provinoe 
to the territories of the Honourable the East India Company, invariably mani- 
Eested bis anremitted obedience and snbmiMion to the British CioTenitDent, 
and having lately preunted an IkrarDsroah or obligation of allegiance to tha 
British Ooveniment, comprising six Articles, ^pressive of liis sincere attach- 
ment and fidelity to the said Oovernment : Therefore, and with a vieiv to the 
entire satisfaction of the Bajah and to the snpport of his claims as a hereditary 
Chieftain of this province, the villages contained in the snbjoindd schedale, 
which from ancient timet have been and still are in the Rajah's possession, are 
hereby granted to the said Rajah ; and the said villages shaH continae in the 
Iftrmanent possession of the Kajah and hie successors, so long as he and they 
shall continue strictly to adhere to the condition of the Ikrarnamah, and to he 
obedient and submiasiva to the British Government. 

The chowdries, konoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddnms of the said 
pergunnahs will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respec- 
tive villages nnder the aathority of the Rajnh ; and it is the duty of the Rajah 
to render his ryots and aemindars happy and gratified by tbe just administra- 
tion of his Qovernment, to devote his atmost attention to the prosperity and 
improvement of the country, and finally to remain firm in his ob«lience and 
aabmission to the British Oovemment. This Sunnud, after obtaining the 
approbation of the Honourable tbe Uovernoi^GeDeral in Council, shall be oon- 
sidered valid, and shall then be exchanged for another Sunnnd under tbe 
seal and Bignature of the Honourable the Qoveru or- General.

It also ia pro- 
per and inonmhent on the aforesaid Chobey Deriao Sing to enoonrage and 
use bia endeavours for the eomfort and happiness of the zemindars aod ryetia. 
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and to exert his best meaoe to cultivate aud render populous and productive 
his villages, and to enjoy the produce in good faith and loyalty towards the 
British QoTernment.

Be it known to the chondriee, kanoongoes, and zemindars of the per- 
gnnnah of Bhettree and Koonhuss, in the zillah of Bundelound; that Where- 
as on tlie occasion of the Burreoder of the fortress of Calinger to the officers 
of the BritiBh Government, an engagement wae , entered into, in which it 
was stipulated that Chohey N'ewul Kiehore and the widow of Bhnrt Jeo 
Chobey, proprietors of two shares out of eight shares of the former jaghire 
of Calinger, for which a Sunnad was granted in the name of Chobey Deriau) 
Sing, the late Itilladar of Calinger, should receive from the British Govem- 
jnent an equivalent for whatever portion of their shares of the said lands 
and villages should be transferred to the British Government; and the said 
Newul Kishore and the tvidow of Bburt Jeo Chobey having selected the 
villages of Bhysont and six other villages situated in the pergunnah of 
Bhettree and Koonhuss, in this district, in lieu of such of their original lands 
as were transferred to the British Government, and they having further agreed 
t« hold their shares under one and a joint Sunnud, a joint Snnnud was acoord- 
ingly granted to them, under date the 4th of July 1H12, assigning to therii 
and their heirs and successors in perpetuity, the following villages, namely, 
Bhysont, Buggnnpore, Burwarra, Bember, Mnckree, Barach, and Thnrree, 
seven villages in the pergunnah of Bhettree and KoonhuBS, and Koharee; 
Ghazeepore with its diamond mines, Roypaoee with its diamond mines, and 
one-fourth share of Seho with its diamond mines— four villages belonging 
to their original jaghire were retained by them; and Whereas difEerenoes 
have arisen between the said Chobey Newul Kishore and widow of Bhnrt 
Jeo Chobey, in oonseciuenee (^ which the said widow has solicited to be put 
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in possession of ber own share, to be held separately from Chobey Newnl 
Kishore ; and Wliereae the Right Honourable the Governor- Gene rftl in Coan- 
d\ has lieen pleased to comply with the request of the said widonr and has 
directed that the Tillages specified underoeath shall henceforth form the sepa- 
rate share of Chobey Newul Kishore, that division being founded on an 
equitable regard to the original rig^hts of the paHies and also on the award of 
an umpire of their own choice: Wherefore the underwrittea villages, with 
all the revenues, immunities, duties and rights thereunto belonging, are 
hereby granted as Nnnkar to the said Chobey Newul Kishore, hia heirs 
and Bucceseors in perpetuity. And so long as the said Chobey and his heirs 
shall firmly and faithfully adhere to the terms of the aeverat Articles of the 
Ikrarnamah or written engagement which, under date the 19th July 1812, 
corresponding with 25th -feyth 1819 Fuslee, he exeouted jointly with the 
widow of Bhurt Jeo Chobey, he shall not be disturbed in the possession of 
the said lands and villages. 

It is proper that you regard the said Newul Kishore as the rent-free 
landholder and controller of the said Tillages; that yon attend him when 
required, and in alt things study to promote his interest^'. It is incumbent 
OD the aforesaid Chobey Newul Kishore to devote himself to the improve- 
ment of the happiness and comfort of the zemindars and ryofs, and to the 
extension of the cultivation, population, and prosperity of these villages, and 
to enjoy the produce thereof in good faith and loyalty towards the British 
Government.

We, Dewan Aperbol Sing and Dewan Ohnthary, declare that we have sub- 
mitted in person to the British Government, and with a view to confirm our

Whereas at the period when the British troops first arrived for the pui*- 
pose of subduing and punisling the refractory in the province of Bundelcund, 
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we cheerrnlly and voluntarily acknowledged our obedience and anbrnission to 
the British Government, and have now been admitted among the number 
of itB dependants ; and Whereas John Richardson, Esq., who has been lately 
invested by the Right Honourable the G a vemor- General with the general 
superintendence and control of the province of Bundelound, having requested 
of UB an Ikcainama or obligation of allegiance: Therefore, and in cousider- 
ation of the ample proTision which the British Government has been pleased 
to bestow upon as, we have prepared and do hereby present thifl Ikrarnamali, 
comprising the following Articles, from the conditions of which we promise 
never to depart, and never to commit any act in violation of any of the sub- 
joined Articles. 

Article 2. 

We hereby engage to have no interoonrse, transaotioDs, or correspondence 
with any marauders or evil-disposed persons either within or without the prov- 
ince of Bundelound, and never to harbour or permit any such persons to 
reside in our villages; and whenever we shall obtain information of the haunts 
of snch persons, we engage to use our endeavours to apprehend tliem, aad 
deliver them up to the officers of the British Government. We eng^e never 
to enter into disputes with any of the servants or dependants of the British 
Government and never to afford any assistance to any of the Chiefs dependant 
on the British Government in the event of disputes arising among them with- 
out orders from the British officers, and on all occasions scrupulously to ob- 
serve the strictest obedience and submission to the British Ooveranient.

It is tbe duty of the said chowdries^ kanoongoes, zemindars, etc., to be 
obedient to tbe faid Dewan, and to pay him as heretofore the established dues 
and immunities of the said villages ; and it is incumbent on the Dewan to 
render the peasantry and inhabitants grateful and satisfied by his good govem- 
meut, and to devote his attention to the increase of the population and th» 
improvement of the cultivation of his possessions. 

This Sunnud, after obtaining tbe sanction of the Kight Honourable the 
Governor- General, shall be considered as valid, and another Sunnnd shall 
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hereafter be gnnted imder the seal and rignatare of the Right Hononrablt tbe 
Ooremor-Qeneral.

IE I wish to reside in, or build a dwelling in the territories 
of any of the Chiefs dependent on the British Oovernment, I shall first obtain 
the penniBeion of the British Oovernment, and not go to any other place with- 
out the permission of the Oovernment. 

Artidlb 4. 

I engage not only to have no connection with any marauders, plnnderers, 
robbers, or other evil-disposed persons, either within or out of the province o( 
Bundelound, or the other dominions of the British Government, and not to let 
tliem shelter or remsin in any of the villasjes of mj jagfaire, but to give every 
information I may possess regarding tlieir haunts to officers of Oovernment, 
and, if possible, I promise to seize and deliver them up to the British Govern- 
ment ; I promise to discontinue all intercourse and correspondence with the 
above persons, and to avoid entering into disputes with any of the servants or 
adherents of the British Government. If eventually a dispute should arise 
between any of the adherents of the Governinent, I further engage to afford 
no iaasistanoe to either party, without the orders of the Government, bat to 
remain quietly within my own territory in implicit obedience to the BritisE 
Government. 

Abticlb 6, 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any 
of tlie villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver up such absconder 
to the officers of the British Government ; and should any person be sent on 
the part of the Government to apprehend the fugitive,, I engage not only net 
to obstruct nor impede such person, but to co-operate with him in the appre- 
hension of the fugitive. I further engage to obey the orders of the Civil and 
Criminal Courts in all transactions which shall ocoar after the date of this 
oh'igatioD, and shall be issued by the Agent to the Governor-General^ and 
never to exoite commotions or disturbances in any manner whatever. 

Aktiolb 6. 

^ I engage never to harbour tiiieves or robbers in any of the villages 

mbject to my authority ; and if the property of any of the inhabitaots or of 

travellers be stolen or robbed in any of my villages, I promise to render the 

zemindars of auoh village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property. 
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or for the eeizure aad delivery of ths thief or robber to thfi BrHish Govern- 
ment; and if uaj parson charged with mnrder, or amenable to the British 
km for ftny other crime committed in the British territory, take refnge in any 
of mf Tilltii^es, I farther engage to seize and deliver over such offender to the 
Brittah Qovemment, or make the zemindars appear before the officers of tha

ASTICLB 7. 
The zemindars of tie vill^ee forming mj jagfaire having conclnded

]£I9 Fnslie, I hereby engi^, nntil the expiration of the period of those en- 
gsgements, to levy therevenne from them, after oreditingtheamountcollected 
by the Collector, in conformity with the existing engagements and pottahs. 
From the beginning of the Fnslie year 1220 I shall make my own settlement, 
I shall not molest the proprietors of rent-free lands who are in possession ; 
and OS my j^hire has heretofore been subject to the jarisdiction of the Courts 
of Jostice, if any decree shall have been passed sgainst any of the subjects of 
my jagbirO) and the same shall be carried into execation by the orders of the 
Agent to the Governor- General, I shall obey the aanie without urging my 
being exempted from the orders of the Courta of Justice.

To the mootsnddiee employed in the affairs of the Government, to the 
jaghirednre, the kroriee, cliowdries, and kano'ingoes, present and future, of the 
pergnnnah of Punwarry, in the province of Bundelcuiid, be it known; that 
Whereas the Dewau Oopanl Sing, impressed with a due sense of the acknow- 
ledged justieeand benevolence of the British Government, has volnntarily and 
sincerely professed his obedience and submission to that Government ; and 
Whereas he has attended in person for the purpose of soliciting forgiveness of 
his former offences, and has presented an obligation of allegiance expressive 
of bis obedience and submission, comprising seven distinct Articles signed and 
sealed by himself; and Whereas the forgiveness of contrite offenders and the 
support and enconragement of dependants are consistent with the benevolent 
principles of the British Qovemment : Therefore, and in pursuance of those 
benevolent principles, the villages of Gerowli, etc., and others in the pergun- 
nah aforesaid, agreeably to the subjoined schedule, are hereby granted in 
nankar, exclusive of alienated lands to the said Dewan Gopaul Sing to be 
enjoyed fay him and by his successors in perpetuity. And so long as the 
snid Oopaul Sing shall continue strictly and faithfully to adhere to the terms 
of his obligation of allegiance, the aforesaid villages shall never be resumed.

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It is in«uiub«Dt on the wid Dewan Gopnu] Sing to render the inhabi- 
tauta and peasantry of the aforesaid villagee contented and gratefol for his 
good government, to direct his ntmost endeaTore - to tlie promotion of their 
comfort and bappinese, and to afford no aeylum to thievea and robben in any 
one of his villages. It is the duty of the inhahitants to consider the aaid Dewan 
Oopanl Sing as the jaghiredar of the aforementioned villages ; to acknowledge 
hie title to the privileges and immanities appertaining to them ; to evince do 
opposition or disobedience whatever to the said Dewan Gopanl Sing, nor 
require from him the annual renewal ol hia Sunnud. 

This Snnnnd, after obtaining the uDctioD of the Right Honourable tha 
Govemoi-General in Council, shall be oonsidered as valid uid in full force.

Whereas I, Koonr Lnchmnn Sing, freely and sincerely professing my 
obedience and submission to the British Government, have been admitted 
among the number of the servants and dependants of that Government ; 
and Whereas John Richardson, Esqnire, Agent to the Bight Honourable the 
Governor- General for the general superintendence of the affairs oE the pro- 
vince of Bondelcund, hss required of me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of 
allegiance ; therefore, and in consideration of the maintenance which the 
British Government hss been pleased to grant to me, I do hereby present this 
written obligation of allegiance signed and sealed by myself, and I declare 
that I will never infringe this engagement, and that I never will ooumit 
a single act in opposition to the terms of the following Articles,

I agree to reside with my family and children in one of the villages 
comprised in my jagbire, and never to go elsewheve without the permisaion 
of the officers of tjie British Government.

I hereby engage never to have any connectioo with mnrauders, plnnderen 
robbera, or other evil-doers (especially with Rajah Ram), either within or

To the mootanddies employed in the duties of the sirkar, the jaghiredars 
and kurorieSj the cbawdries and kaDOODgoes, present and future, of the per* 
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gunnah of Pnnw&rry, in the province of BuDdelonnd, be it koown; that 
Whereas Kootir Lnchmun Sing, on heariog of the fame of the jnetioe and 
henevolenoe of the British GoTernmeDt in India, having freely and voluntarily 
professed bis cordial obedience and sabmission to the British Ooventment, 
and having accompanied Bajiih Bukbt Sing to this place, and in person asked 
forgiveness for his past offences, and having further deposited in the records 
of the Govemment an Ikrsrnsraah or obligation of obedience and enbrniggion 
to the British Oovemment compriBing six distinot Articles, and attested by 
bis own seal and signature ; and Whereas the principles of the British Gov» 
ernmeDt heing founded on meroy and on the maintenance and support of its 
dependants : Therefore, and in conformity to those just and benevolent 
pnofliples, the village of Nugwan, together with four other villages situated 
in the pergunnab of Ponwarry, and yielding a kamil jumma of fifteea 
thousand and three hundred Rupees, as specified in the Bubjoined schedule, 
are hereby granted in jagbire to Roour Luohmun Sing. And so long as the 
said Eoour Luohmun Sing shall remain in obedience and submission to the 
British Government, and shall strictly adhere to the terms of his engage- 
ments, the aforesaid villages shall always continue in his pcesession. It is 
incumbent on the said Koour Luohmun Sing to conciliate and render grateful 
the peasantry and inhabitants by hie good government, to direct his utmost 
exeitions to promote the comfort and happiness of all the inhabitants of his 
jaghire, and to give no harbour to thieves and robbers in any of his villages. 
It is the duty of the inhabitants to acknowledge Koour Luohmun Sing as 
the jaghiredar of tbs aforesaid villages, to oonuder all the affairs and duties 
CouDCOted with the aforesaid villages as subject to his autiiority, and to offer 
no opposition oT disobedience to him whatever, and nut to require the annual 
renewal of his Sunnud. 

Herein fail not. 

This Sunnud shall be oonsidered in force after being confirmed by the 
Bight Honourable the Governor-General.

As in consequence of tlie receipt of a letter from tbe Honourable the 
Govern or-Generel, iDfarming yon of my miseion to Bundelonnd for the 
purpose of adjusting all yonr concerns, yon have been pleased to arrange 
ev«ry subject onder distinct heads, and have reqniied from me such a formal 
answer to each point as shkll in every respect poseesB the validity of a 
judicial decree; I, with a view to your immediate satisfaction, now commit 
to paper your requests with the following answers annexed to them; and I 
have applied to the Honourable the Govern or- General in your favour for a 
grant of the jaghire, together with the three villages wbioh are in yonr 
occupation, and I shall accordingly now have the honour of delivering the 
Suauud to you. 



Itt Rtquett. 
I have inonrred the enmity of all 
the Mahrattas by my connection with 
the British Government. Let not their 
reports to my prejudice be attended to, 
nor even the representations of Mahara- 
jah Bajee Bow in favour of my brother 
Monlla Jab, who is now in attendance 
on him ; and believe not the malicious 
Kports of others without investigation.

Let fifty-two villsges in the district 
of Calpee ha granted to me as the 
reward of viy friendship and attaeh- 
ment to the British Government; of 
my being the first of the Chiefs of this 
province to come into the British camp ;

they might be required, by bonds which 
I executed at bis desire under my seal 
in this manner, namely, that " I had 
" taken up such a sum of money from 
" the bankers on my father's account, 
"and that conformably to his desire I 
"should apply it to defray my expenses," 
those debts are very extensive. On 
this subject I have to observe that, 
nccordinff to the Mussulmsn law, with 
which the English law also agrees, 
the debts of the father and the join- 
ture of the father's widow, unless the 
father shall leave money to his son, are 
not chargeable on the revenue of the 
pon's landed property and houses. 
Therefore as my father has left me no 
money I am not bound by law to pay 
bis debts, etc. Moreover some hankers 
have received the principal of their 
debts, of which the interests only 
remains due, while others have received 
the principal and interest of their 
debts, so that only the compound in- 
terest of such debts is not liquidated. 
Under these circumstances no person 
has any Intimate demand for princi- 
pal money. Tliese differences however 
refer to a period antecedent to the in- 
troduction of the British authority into 
this province, and difEerences which 
originated berore that time, hy the re-

Whenl bad last year aa interview with Captain Baillie, I bad the bonoar 
to addreae a friendly letter to yon, nhicli waa forwarded througb hia assist- 
anoe and cannot fail to bave reached yon and to have been honaured by youv 
perosal. A long period having elapsed sinoe then, I am induced by an anxious 
wish to be informed of your welfare without awaiting tbe receipt of a reply 
to address you again, both with tbe view of expreesing inj regard and 
of sabmitting to yonr notice some circumstances of my own condition ; and 
I rely on your known regard to the duties of bospitality and friendship for 
yonr liberal consideration of tbe case of this sojourner in tbe British 
donainioBS. I have had tbe pleasure to receive a satiafactory letter from 
Captain Baillie on the subject of my wiabes and claims, which was written to 
me by yonr desire in consideration of my faithful attachment to the Honourable 
Company's interests, and this letter has afforded me tbe fullest confidence and 
security for the remainder of my life. But if, from S consideration of my 
family and of my uniform and sincere attachment to the British OoverDment, 
yon snould be pleased in your own name to confirm the assurances conveyed to 
me by Captain Baillie, tbe partioulars of which will no doubt be submitted 
to yon by him, this confirmation would increase my confidence in yonr friend- 
ship.

Her Mcjeaty beio^ desirous that the goreramenta of the Mveral Prinoea 
and Chiefs of India who now govern their own territories shonld be perpe- 
tuated, and that the repreaentatioD and dignity of their Hooaes should be oon- 
tipned ; in fulfilment of this desire this 9uDnad is given to yon, to convey to 
you the assuranoe that on failure ef natural heirs, the British Government will 
recogniae and oonfirm any snocessiou to your Stftte which may be legitimate 
aocording to Mahommedan law ; subject to the payment of half a yrar's net 
revenue as a relief whenever the soocession doea not go to a direst lineal heir. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to yon 
so long aa yoor Hoase is loyal to the Crown, and faithfnl to the oonditions of 
the Trtatiei, Grants or EDgegemente which record its obligations to Ui» 
BcHiMh Government.

Tbansxation of 4n Engaoehent given in by Bao Baeadook 
BUKHT SiHo, Jaghiredar of GHnEOAOH. eto., under date 
27th Novembez 1821. 

An engagement of all^iance being required from me by Lieutenant 
Moodie, ^ting Agent of &e Governor-General iu fiundelcund, in order to 
establish my aubmission and obedience to the British Government: Therefore, 
in consideration of tlie kindness and justice I have experienced from the 
British Govemmeutj I, Dewan Bahadoor Bukht Sing, have of my own free will 
written and delivered to the above-mentioned gentleman an eng^ment 
to the following effect : 

That I will not abet or connive at any rebellious or suspected persons but 
will break off all correspondence and connection with them. On the 
eontrary, I will nae my atmost exertions to seize anch persons, and 
having seieed them will deliver them up to the officer of the British 
Government. I will not hold enntity towar^ Uie servants or dependants of 
the Government ; and ehonld any of the Chiefs of the diitneta and dependanta 
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ti the GoTemment havfl a diffarflnoe with me, respwitiiig any plsoe, TiUage 
or boundary, I&nda, etc.> I will make known the (sue of dispute to tbe 
oScen of Government and request them to settle it, and will implioitly 
nbmit to whaterer may be the aecision of GUiTemment, nor will I oiapnte 
with any one in revengfe for his qoRrrelaomeness towards me. Should any 
di«tsrbanoea take place between any one without the eanetion of the officers of 
Goremment, I wiO not, in any respect whatever, swerve from my obedience 
11^ all^anoe, acting always as a loyal and submissive dependant subject at 
the GoTemment. Should any fugitive subject of the Honourable Compaoy 
take refuge in any village of my ji^hire, I will seize him and deliver bim up 
to the servants of Government ; and should iha servatita of Govemmeot come 
to seise him I will aid them in so doing. In the event of troops of 
tite Goverameut passing through my ilaka, I will cordially exert myself 
in oollecting supplies and other requisites, and act in conformity to the desire 
of the officer commanding the troops. I nill not permit robbers or thieves 
to rnide in my jaehire ; and should the property of any person be stolen or 
I^odered in the vUuges or vrithin the boundaries of my jaghire, I will either 
cause the property or its value to be restored by the zemindar, or 1 will myself 
rspay the amount. Should any one after oommitting a crime in the territi^ 
rias of the Government take refuge in the villages of my jaghire, I will seiia 
him and deliver him up to the officer of Government. I will not commit any 
act whatever that may give rise to disturbaDOe or confusion in the territory of 
the Jbansi State. I will pay sn annual tribute of Jhansi Rupees 7^00 to the 
Subadar of Jbaosi through the medium of the Agent of the Governor. 
Genentl. I will always maintain the observances customary in this district 
towards the B^ah of Oorcba, as the head of my family. I will appoint a 
tmsworthy person on my own part, who will constantly attend on the officers 
of Ghiveniment as a vakeel to execute such orders aa he may require, and 
should the officers of Government be displeased with him for any hult, I will 
inimediately appoint another person in his stead. 

I wiU in every respect, without swerving, Srmly adhere to all the parti- 
enkrs of this engagement ; and if I shall act contrary to it in any point, I will 
Submit to whatever may be thought proper by the officers of Government.

Let the officers for preseiit aod future a£birs, tbe obowdriea and kanooa- 
goes of pergunnah Erich, zillab Bundelcnnd, know that : Whereas the British 
GoTernmeot has been pleased to confirm and acknowledge the undermentioned 
tea villagee, Cburgaon, etc., as a hereditary j&gbire to Kao Bahadocr Bukht 
Sing upon condition of his performing the duties and engagements specified in 
an Ikramamab executed by him on the £7th November 1821 : you will there- 
fore consider the said Kao Bahadocr Bnkht Sing to be tbe confirmed hereditary 
jaghiredar of the villages in question, and fully entitled to manage and collect 
the land revenues and sayer on the same. Ilie duty of the aforementioned 
is as toUowB : — to aot with loyalty and obedience toivards the British Oot- 
ernment ; to conform strictly to the several Articles of tbe engagement 
executed by him ; to conduct himself with good faith and moderation towards 
all inferior sharers, huqdars, and ryots of whatever class, and to respect and 
observe the usages established from old times in regard to tbe internal man- 
agement of his jaghire.

Tub Bagbelkhaad Ageooy, wUcb compriaeB th* States of R«wa> £T«fod, 
Mkiharj 8oh»ni1 and KotU, was eetablislied on its preeent footing in Marofa 
1871. A British Age&t was temporarily attached to Rewa in 1867, soon after 
wbich the ooDfiecated esbte of Bijaragho^rhj aud the estates of Na^od, Maihar, 
and Sobawal, which were under British management, nere placed under his 
jariadiction. The Ftolitieal Agent was withdrawn in 1802 at the Maharaja's 
request, and his charge was added to that of the Political Agent, Bondelkhsnd, 
in whose haads it remained antil the re-eatablishmeot of the separate Bewa 
Agencj io 1871. 

Trannt dntiea have been abolished by all the Chiefs in Baghelkand. No 
■eparate extradition arrangements have been concluded with them ; extradition 
is efEeoted in aocordanoe with the procedure for the time being in force in 
British India. Bewa is the only State in Baghelkhand held under treaty; the 
others are held under saoade. 

1. RBWA. 
The first C3iief of this State with whom a treaty was fnuned was Baja 
Jai Singh Deo. Overtares whioh were made in 1808 after the conclusion 
oC'the Treaty of Basse! n were rejected by &o Raja. In I81S, however, a 
body of Pindaris invaded Mirzapur through Bewa territory. The Bajft 
iraa believed either to have abetted tliis enterprise through deliberate design, 
or to have eonntenanced it through weakness. He was aoconlingly required in 
1812 to accede to a Treaty (No. LXXI),by whioh he was acknowledged as the 
ruler of his poseeseions; was brought under the protection of the British 
Oovernment, to whooe arbitration be bound hinuelt to refer all disputes with 
neighbouring Chiefs ; and engaged to permit British troops to march through, 
or be stationed in, his territories. 

' The Baja failed to fulfil bis obligations, and, when a military post was 
established in his territory, he attempted to starve out the detaohment. 
Troops were sent to enforce the execution of the engagements sod to obtain 
teenrity for their future fulfilment. Accordingly, on the 2nd Jane 1813, 
uwtibiW IVnty (No. LXXII) was made, confirming the previnns treaty, and 

i2 
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defining more olearly the Rnja's relstioos with the British QoTennaent, The 
6th Article oE the treaty acknowledged the right of the British GoTernment to 
paoish Iial Zabardast Singh, jagirdar oE Chnthat, who had contnmaaonsly- 
refused to allow the Oovernment poet to be laid through hia territories; and 
the .8th Article related to the puniahment oE certain laodholdera in the 
Singrauti district, who had attacked a party oE British troops daring an 
armistice which had been agreed on for the parpose oE negotialJng the above 
treaty. Zabardast Singh was pardoned on his eng^ing (No. LXXIII) 
never again to offend against the British Goremment. The landholders in 
SiDgrauIiweredeprivedoEtheirproprietaryrights which were conferred in 1814 
by a third Treaty (No. LXXIV) on the Rewa Raja, on his promising not to 
molest certain of his subordinate ChieEs who had rendered aseistanoe to the 
BriUsh Oovemment. 

One of these guaranteed Chiefs was the Tbafcur of Simaria. In 1S2S 
he appealed to Government for protection Erom the Bewa ChieE, who had 
sent a Eorce against him to enforce oertain demands. Tha dispute was ad- 
justed by the mediation of the British Goverament, In 1833 the gnarantee 
of the British Government was withdrawn at the Thakur's own request, 
whereupon he was immediately deprived of his estates by the Maharaja. Tlie 
application of the Thaknr for Eud was not listened to, hnt in 1814 Government 
required the Maharaja to make a suitable provision for his widow. The 
British Government also on two occasions directly interfered in behalf of 
the Thakur of Singraoli, whom the Maharaja had nnjostly deprived of his 
estates in Rewa. The estates of the Thaknr tie partly in Bewa and' partly in 
British territory. 

7ai Singh Deo abdicated in favour of his son Biahwanath Singh, who was 
succeeded in 1854 by his son Raghoraj Singh. He, according to native 
history, was the thirty-second of his line. In 1 847 the Maharaja abolished sati 
throughout bis dominions. For his services in the mntinies of 1857 thedietricta 
of Sohagpar and Amarkantak were conferred in sovereignty npon him, on his 
guaranteeing that he troold respect the rights of the zamtndars oE Amarkantak. 
In 1862 the British Government conceded to the Rulers of Bewa (No. LXXV) 
the right of .adopting a successor. 

In 1863 the Maharaja ceded the land required for rmlway purposes with 
all his sovereign rights therein (No. LXXVI). 

In 1867 the Mahantja, at whose reqnest the British Agent, tempo- 
rarily appointed in 1857 to assist him in his government^ had been with- 
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drawn in 1862, deiired tlie dimot interference ot tbe British Government 
ID effecting- refonns in the adminietntion of bis State ; bat the applioatioa 
was declined on the groand that it was inoombetit on the ChieE himself to 
dijBcha^« his datiee aa a ruler. la 186S he abolished the system of leyying 
transit does as well as that of fanning the revenue to oontraotors, and as a 
fiuther means of remedying the disorganisation into which the State had 
fallen, appointed as his minister Raja Sir Dinkar Bao, K.C.S.I. The British 
Oovernment consented to the amngement, bat declined to gnarantee the 
position of the minister, who was oompelled eventaally to abandon the task ha 
had undertaken. Id 1870 Government agreed to the Maharaja's request for 
the re-astablisbmfint of the separate Agenoy. Since its withdrawal, in 1862j 
the political supervision of Rewa affsirs had been entrusted to the Bundeikband 

AgODt. 

In 187S the Maharaja, to avenge an insult alleged to have been offered 
to the Mdiarani, violated his treaty engagements by despatohing iuto Soha* 
val territory an armed force, which plundered a house and murdered one of 
its inmates. For this offence he was fined Rupees 10,000, and the Sardars 
who had aided him in its commissioa were fined Rupees 1,000 each. 

Id 187fi the ChieE represented his inability to manage the affairs of bis 
State and agreed (No. LXXVII) to make over the administration to tba 
Political Agent, aided by the minister Lai Randiman Singb, until the debts of 
the State should be liquidated and a proper government be established. The 
proposal was acceded to on the understanding that when the time for the British 
Government to withdraw from the direct managemeat of the State should 
arrive, an engagement should be given by the Maharaja to maintain the 
^stem of administration intiodaced by the British Government,, and to 
protect any tights which might have sprung up under British administration. 

Maharaja Baghuraj Singh, who had been created a Knight Grand 
Commander of the Star of India, died on the 4th February 1880, and was 
sueceeded by his son Yyankatesh Bamaaqj Farshad Singh, who was then 
aged three years and six months. 

The succession of the young Maharaja was acknowledged by the Govern- 
ment of India ib March 1860, and be was installed on the 6th October 
in that year. 

In May 1881 Bam Raj Singh, the subordinate Chief of Madhogarb, 
vrho.waB beir presumptive to the Rewa gadi, died without issue. The estate 
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me resumed by Rewa on tl|« ground that the Mabaraja was the nearest mal» 
nUtive of the deeeasad, aod that the estate, which had bees anigned in 1809 
by Maharaja Jai Singh Deo as Hie portion of hia second ho&, rererisd on 
failure of direct heira to the parent stook. This aotion was UfAeld by the 
Govemmeat of India. 

In Pebrnary 1882 the Political Agent, Baghelthand, who had continaed 
since 1875 to administer Bewa, was appointed Saperiotendent of that State. 
A council of Sardars was appointed as a conBuItative body to assist the Su- 
perintendent in the administration of the State, and to advise in matters 
connected with the Maharaja's family and the customs of the State. 

On the 21flt January 188&, the Bewa State handed over to the Govern- 
ment o£ India, with other necessary concessions for mining purposes, the 
surface and mining righta in the Umaria coalfields, a tract of about three 
square milea. The terms included the payment of a royalty to the Darbar. 
The arrangement is subject to reoonaideratioB on the Maharaja's majority. 
In April 1886 civil and criminal jnriediotion over the coalfields was eeded 
to the Government of India, who entrusted the immediate administfative 
control of the tract and the executive man^ement ot the operations to the 
Chief CommiBsi(»iet of the Central Provinces. 
Thfr Maharaja receives a salute of 17 guns. 

The territory of Rewa, including Sohagpnr, contains an area of 1S,000 
square milea, and a population, according to the census of 1891, of 1,608,176. 
The annual revenue amounts to about thirteen lakhs of rupees, ezclnsive of 
jagirs and religious grants which probably absorb about fifteen lakhs. Accord- 
ing to the returns of 1890, the State maintains a force of 281 regular cavalry 
and 838 regular infantry ; the irregular cavalry number 41 and the infantry 
ft,697. The artillery consista^^ of 1 1 guns classed as serviceable and 88 
ftrtiUerymen. 

«. NAGOD Oh UNCHEHRA. 
Like KoUii, the State of Nagod was originally included as one of the 
subordinates t)f Panna in the sanad granted to Raja Kishoc Singh. But as 
Unchehra had been in the possession of the ancestors of La) Sheoraj Singh 
before the establishment of the power of Cbhatarsal in Bundelkhand, and the 
family had never been ousted either by the Bundela Rajas or by Ali Baha- 
dur, a Sanad (No. LXXVIII] was given to Lai Sheoraj Singh in 1809, con- 
firming him in his possessions. He was succeeded in 1818 by his son 
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Balblmdar Singh, who ww deposed in 18S1 for the murder of his brother. 
Baghmbendar Singh, wn of Bslbhadar Singh, vaa then a minor, and tho 
State was ther^ore temporarily taken under British administratioD. On 
attuning his majority in 1&38, Raghabeodar Singh was installed ; a new Sanad 
(No. LXXIX) was given him, and a naiwana of Rupees 8,000 was taken. 
He soon became deeply invotTed in debt, and at bis own request tba State 
was again taken nnder British management in ISll, The Raja rendered 
good servioe during the mutiny, and was rewarded in 1869 with the grant 
(No. LXXX) of eleven villages from the oonfisoated estate of Bijaraghogarb. 
The right of adoption waa also conceded (No. XIII) in 1862. 

In 1863 the Chief of Nagod ceded lands (No. LXXXI) for railway 
purposes, with full rights short of sovereignty. 

In 1865, at the Raja's request, the management of the State waa again 
made over to him. Raghabendar Singh died in 1874 and was succeeded by 
his eon Jadabendar Singh, called also Sambha Das, then nineteen years of 
age. The Chief waa put in fall charge of the State in February 18S2. 

Nazarana is taken from this State on succession in accordance with the 
general mles in force on the subject. 

The area of the State is 450 square miles, and the population 84,08S 
(censaa of 1891); the revenues amount to about Rupees 1,60,000, of which 
liowever Rupees 70,000 are alienated in jogirs, and religious and charitable 
grants. In 1880 the military force consisted of two guns, 116 infantry and 
police, and six horsemen. The Chief receives a salute of nine guns. 

S. MAIHAR. 

This State was originally a dependency of Rewa. On the occupation of 
Bnndelkhand, Thakur Dnijan Singh was confirmed (No. LXXXII) in his 
possession on his executing adeed of allegiance in 1806. In 1814 a revised Sanad 
(No. LXXXIII) was given to him. On the death of Duijan Singh in 1826 
the State was divided (No. LXXXIV) between his two sons, Bishan Singh 
.and Frag Das, the former receiving the district of Maihar and the latter 
Bijan^hogarh. The estate of Bijaraghogarb was confiscated in 1858 for the 
rebellion of the Chief, Sorju Farsbad, son of Frag Das, and in 1865 waa 
included in the territories administered by the Chief CommissioDer of the 
Central Provinces. 

Biaban Singh became deeply involved in debt, and at his own request the 
State was placed nnder British management in 1849, at which time an Engage- 
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ment (No. LXXXV) was taken Erom Mm. He died in 1860 and was anc- 
ceeded by hia son Mohno Parsbad, who died in IS62, leaving a son Baghabir 
Singti, tben abontseven years of age. In 1863 a promise nas made to 
tKe young Chief that hia State would be restored to hia managemenb 
in two years, it be proved himselE fit to be entnuted with the adminiatratioD, 
and in the meaDlime a British officer waa deputed to Maihar to inetnict bint 
in his duties. The promiae waa duly fulfilled and the Chief waa invested wiUi 
the management of his State in 1866. In 1869 the title of " Raja" was con- 
ferred upon Baghnfair Singh and his heirs by Sauad (No. LXXXVI) in 
recognition of the liberality displayed by him in 1868 in remttliDg transit 
duties and in ceding land for railway pnrpoaea (No. LXXXVII). 

The nght of adoption waa conceded by the British GoTemment in 1802 
(No. XIII). The general nazarana rules apply to this State. 

On the Ist January 1877 the Chief was granted a salute of nine guns 
as a personal distinction. The area of Maihar is about 400 sqoara miles; by 
the census of 189) the population is 77,438; and the revenue is aboat 
Rupees 74<,0U0. The military force consisted in 1890 of seven guna, 141 
regular infantry, eight irregular cavalry and 86 irregular infantry, with 81 
artillerymen. 

4. SOHAWAIi. 
Sohawal waa formerly a portion of Bewa territory, but about the middle of 
the 16th century, when Amar Singh waa Ruler of Bewa, his son Fateh Singh 
threw off hia father's authority and established bis independence as Chief of 
Sohawal. Afterwards the State became subordinate to Fauna (m« Bundel- 
khand, tupra) and waa so entered in the aanad granted to Raja Kisbor Singh, 
But for the eame reasons that separate aanads were granted to the Chiefs of 
Kothi and Unohehra on the British occupation of Bandelkband, a Sanad 
(No. LXXXVIII) waa granted in 1809 to Raia Lai Aman Singh, the seventh 
Chief of Sohawal, confirming him in hia State on hia tendering a deed of 
allegiance. Aman Singh resigned the State to his eldest son Raghunath Singh. 
In 1830 Sohawal was taken under British administration to liquidate a private 
money claim preferred agunst the Chief, but. three years later waa restored to 
Aman Singh, his son Bagbunatb Singh having died in the interval. In 1840 
Aman Siogh made over the State to hia second son Sbeo Singh, who in 1843 
received a Sanod (No. LXXXIX) recognieing his aucceaaion. By improvi- 
dence and misrule the State became involved in debt, and in 1846 it waa 
taken under Britiah management at the Chief's own request. 
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The eldest son of Sheo Singh, Tndarjit Sibgh, died ia 1866, leaving a bod, 
Sber Jang Bahadnr Singh, who eacceeded his grandfather la 186S aod was 
entnuted with the management of his Stat« in 1871, The title of "Raja" 
wu conferred as a personal distinction upon Sber Jang Bahadur Singh by 
suiad on the Ist January 1879 in recognition of hia loyalty. 

In JMi the right of adoption waa conceded (No. XIII). Id 1863 the 
Chief oeded (No. XC) lande for railway parpoeea with fnlL JQrisdiction short 
of florereign rights. Nazarana is taken on sacoeBsions in accordance with the 
ordinary mlea. 

The territoriea of the State lie in two distinct distriota separated from 
each other by the State of Eothi ; the northern portion is also iotermized with 
lands heloi^Dg to Panna. The area of Sobawal is about SOO square miles, 
with a popnlation by the census of 1891 of 43,863. The gross reTenue 
amoonts to about one lakh of rupees, but about two-thirds of this hare been 
alieoated in rent-free tenures and religions or charitable grants, leaving the 
Chief a revenue of aboat Rupees 88,000 ooly. There is a small police force 
of 41 men. 

Baiffoon. — The jagir of Raigaon belongs to a junior branch of Uie Sobawal 
&mily> This jagir was originally granted by Mahipat, fifth in descent from Fateh 
Singh, to bis brother, Sarup Singh, on condition of service and of contribution 
towardsthe exigencies of the State. In 1829 Ragbnnath Singh, then adminis- 
tering the Sobawal State, claimed Uie right of either resuming the jagir or of 
levying tribute and exacting allegianca from its bolder. These demands were 
not supported by Oovenment. In 1865, on the death of the jagirdar, a quit- 
lent (abari) was imposed on the jagir by the British officer administering 
the Sohawal State, but on appeal was disallowed by Ooverament on the under- 
standing that the jagirdar faithfully performed his allegiance to the Chief of 
Sohawal. His claims, however, to iodependence of Sohawal, and to certain othex 
privileges inconsistent with his sabordto&te position, were absolutely negatived, 
for in the sanads of 1809 and 184S the Chief of Sohawal had been referred to 
as the hereditary Chieftain of the Sohawal and Baigaon tappat, and had been 
guaranteed in the permanent possession <^ them under certain conditions of 
allegiance to the British Govenment. 

In October 1883, owing to the continaed refosal of the Thaknr, Bikramajit 
Singh, to comply with the just demands of his Chief j the Raja of Sohawal was 
permitted, tmder the orders of the Government of India, to attctoh the Raigaon 
jagir. BnttheThakurhavingsubinittediQNovGmber 1885, the Chief restored 
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bis jigir i tbe ja^rdar executing an agreement binding himself to accept tbe 
supremacy of the Sohawal Darbar and to fulfil the proper obligations of his 
teanie. The jigirdar of Haigaon enjoys a revenue of Rupees 21,000 per 
Minum.

lo the sanad granted to the Baja of Fauna in 1807 («m Bondelkhand 
»»pra) Kothiis entered as one of bis subordinates. The family is of the Bagbel 
caste and had long held their jagir, paying submiasioD to the sucoesaive 
couquerors of Bnudelkhand. They were never dispossessed either in the time of 
theBandela Rajas orof Ali Bahadur, and therefore in 1810 a Sanad (No, XCI) 
was granted to Bus Zial Doniyapat, the jagirdar then in possession, making 
him directly d^endenton the British Government, like the other Bnndelkband 
ChieftsioB. 

Lai Duuiyapat viam sucoeeded in the Chiefship by his son, Lai Abdhut, who 
was in turn succeeded by his son, Lai Ban Bahadur Singh. Tbe title of " Kaja 
Bahadur " was conferred upon Ran Bahudar Singh and his beirs by sanad on Uie 
let Janoary 1878, in reoognitioa of bis loyalty, public spirit, and beaevolenoe. 
He died OD.the fith June 1887 and was succeeded by his eldest son, Bhagwat 
Bahadur Singh, thea thirty-five years of age. 

In 1862 the right of adoption iras conceded (No. L). Under the 
terms o£ the adoption aaoad, the State is held subject to tbe -payment of naza- 
rana of a quarter of a year's net revenue on direct sqocesuoD and half a year's 
net revenue on sooeession by adoption. In 1863 the Chief agreed (No. XCII) 
to make over lauds for railway purposes free of cost, and to surrender all tran- 
sit duties on goods passing through his territory. 

The revenue is about Rupees 37,000. Tbe area is 90 square miles ; and 
the population 22,630 (census of 1891). The military force consisted in 1890 
of two guns, 85 irregular cavalry and 210 irr^nlar inCantiy, with eight 
artillerymen* 
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Tbutt of fuBNDSHXp and Dkfihbitb Aluaroe oonoladed 
betveen the Butibh Ooyskkueitt and the Rajah Jet Simo 
Dso^ Eajah of RsWAH and MooKinTDFoaE— 1812. 

Alttrangh tiie re]«t>k>DB of imitvliftn aniforaily snbeisted between the- 
Britith OoverniBeiit and the State of Renah, and especially dace the augmen- 
tation eX the intorcouKM between the two States by the annexation of a 
portion of t^ proTiBoe of Bundelcund to the British dominiont, those 
aminUe relations have been cnltivated and improved by reoiprooKl acta of 
frieadehip, y«t no forma) e^agenents, imposing npon the two parties epeoiSo 
oUigratioQB with nspeflt to «Mh other, have hitherto been oonolnded ; and 
Bajah Jey Sing Deo, the present mler of Rewah and Mookandpore, bavicg- 
now vxpresBed a desiM tiiat this defect ^oald be anpplied hy the oonclasion 
of a Treaty o( friendship and defensive allisQCe, and the Right Honorable the 
GK>vsnior-Qeii««l in Counoil being oordially disposed to acoede to tbe wiebes 
of the itajah in this nepeot declared ; the followiog Articles of Treaty aie by 
nntoal vonsent ooooliided between the British OoTemmeBt and the said 
Aajah J«y Sing Deo, hie faein and ■noceaaors :— 

AanoLi 1. 
The Govemor-Oanaral io Couitnl aoknowledgfls Rajah Jay Sing Deo to 
be tbt lawful poMeeaor of the present dominions of Bewab, whioh have been 
held by bint asi his ancestora in aooceeaive generatdons doring a long oonrse 
af yen*, and in oomplince witb the Bajab's request, and for his entire aatis- 
funoB, aiflnres lum, agreeably to jastice and tbe uniform prinoijJes of the 
British Government, that so long aa the aforesaid Rajah, his heirs and snooea- 
NfB, shall tmly and faithfully fulfil the obligations of friendship and alliance 
Bccording to the trne spirit and intent of this Treaty, it will not commit hosti- 
lities against the Rajah of Rewah, nor take possession of or in any way 
encroach on any part of faia territories. On the contrary, the British Oov- 
enment engages to protect and defend tbe dominions at present in Uie Rajah's 
possession from tbe aggressions of any foreign power in the same manner as 
the dominions of tiie fionorable Company are protected and defended. 



The Brifash Government having, by the terms of the preceding Articlei 
engaged to protect tbe territories at present posseBsed by tbe Rajah of Renah 
from tbe aggressions of any foreign power, it is hereby agreed between the 
contracting parties that whenever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend 
a design on the part of any foreign power to invade his territories, be shall 
report the oiroam stances of the case to the British Govercment, which will 
endeavonr by representation and remonetranoe to avert sncb design, and if its 
endeavoon to that effect ahall (ail of snooess, the British Government will be 
prepared, on the reqoisition of the Bajab, to detach a force of British troops

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into hb teiritories for their protection. la which event the expenses o{ thoBO 
troops daring the period they m^ be w> employed, caloalating from the daj 
of their entering the R&jah e dominions until that of their qnitUng them oa 
their return, ehall be defrayed by the aforeeaid Rajah. If the apprehended 
design of invading the Rajah's territories shall be referable to any dispDted 
claim between the Rajah aod the other power, the Rajah shall report tu\ the 
circumstances of such diapnted claim to the British Goremment, whiofa will 
then interpose its mediation tor the adjnstmentof thedispat«; and the Rajah, 
relying in the justice and equity of the British Qorernme&t, agrees implicitly 
to abide by ite award. IT, notwithstanding the Bjkjah's acquieBcenoe in tfa^ 
award, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, the British OoT«rn- 
ment will be ready to afford its assistance in the manner above provided. If 
any of the Rajah's troops shall at any time be required to serve in the British 
territories, the Rajah engages to furnish the same ; and in that evenly the 
expense of them, calcalatt^ at the rate of SO Ropeee per mensem for eaeh 
faorseman, and 6 Rupees per mensem for each foot soldier aotaally fnmished 
by the Rajah, shall be defrayed by the British GK)verament from the date of 
their leaving the Rajah'a territories ontil that of their retnni. Whenever 
the troops of the British Government and of the Rf^ah shall have ooeasion to 
act together, the Commander of the Bajah'a troops ahall oonform to the 
advice sud act under the instmotions of the British dommandiug Officers. 



The Rajah of Rewah being the ackaovledged sovereigo of bis own 
dominions, the British Government will not consider itself entitled to taka 
cognizance of any complaint which may be preferred to it by any of the reU- 
tions, subjects, or Bervante of the Rajah, who on his part shall not poaseaB a 
eiaim to the aid of British troops for the support ox bis authority within 
the limits of his dominions. 

Articli 4. 

If the Rajah of Rewah sh^ at any time have any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the 
British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration 
and decision of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on do aocount 
to commit aggression against the other party, or to employ his own foroe for 
the satisfaction of such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of which he 
may complain. On the other hnnd, the British Government engt^ea to with- 
hold its allies or dependante from committing any aggression against the 
Rajah of Bewsh, or to punish the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand they 
may have upon the Rajah of Rewah, according to the strict principles of 
justice : the Rajah on his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 

Abticlb b. 
The Rajah of Rewah engages never to grant an asylum within his domin- 
ions to any enemies of the British Oovemment, or to rebels, but on the ooa- 
trsry to exert his utmost endeavours toi the apprehension pfBUch personsj and 
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a BpTmlieDded to deliver ihem np to the Officers of the BrkiBH Oorernment. 
The n&jah farther eaga^es not to permit the families of persons of that cle< 
scription to reside withm his territories. If any of the enemies of the Rajah 
or the rebels to his Government shall take refnge within the Bi-itish territories, 
the British OoTernment, on receiving notice thereof from the Rajah of Rewah, 
will, after due investigation, ponine snch measures with regard to the fugi- 
tives as equity and justice may appear to require, adopting at the same time 
every practicable means to prevent their committing any acts injarions to the 
territory and Oovemment of the Rajah. 

Abtiolk 6. 

Whereas robbers issning from the territories of the Rajah of Rewah fre- 
quently commit .depredations in those of the Company, the Rajah engages, on 
ivoeiving an applioation from the Officers of the British Government, to exert 
hie antlwrity for the purpose of arresting the persons accused of such crimes, 
and when appr^eaded to cause them to be delivered over to the said Offioers, 

AbtiolI 7. 
If any of the brothers or servants of the Rajah of Rewah shall calnm- 
niate, misrepresent, or accuse the Rajah before the British Oovemment, that 
Government will not withont enquiry and proof give credit to the statements 
of such peraoDfl. 

Abticlb 8. 
The honor, rank, and dignity of the Rajah of Rewah shall be estinijited 
by the British Government in the same degree as that in which they were 
estimated by the former fimpemrs of Hindoostan, 

ASTICLB 9. 
Wheaever the British Government shall deem it expedient to send its 
troops into the dominions of theR^ahof Rewah, or to station or canton a 
British force within the Rajah's territories for the parpoee of guarding against 
the advance or intercepting the retreat of an enemy, or of Pindarrahs, or other 
predatory bodies, it shall be competent to the British Oovemment so to det^K 
its troops, and the Rajah of Rewah shall give his consent accordingly. The 
Bajah shall also on any snob occasion station his troops according to the 
advice of the Officers of the British Governmeot at the Ghaut of Chundeah, 
Kawreah, or snch Ghauts oi passes as the British Commanding Officer shall 
point out. The Commanding Officer of the British troops which may be thus 
employed in the Rajah's territories, shall not in any manner interfere in the 
internal concerns of the Rajah's Oovemment. Whatever materials or supplies 

•may be required for the British Cantonments, or for the use of the British 
troops daring their continuance in the Rajah's territories, shall be readily 
furnished by the Rajah's Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the 
price current of the bazar. If any materials which are indiapen^iabiy neces- 
sary should happen not to be procurable by purchase, and it shall consequently 

' become necessary to take such articles wherever found in the Rajah's domin" 
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ioDB, th« price o£ laoh artiolei ibaU be paid fin by tiie British QovnuiMiift 
at the rat« th»t may be nttled by ubitraton sppointod by the British Oor- 
ernmeot and the Bajah reipeotively. 

AlTIOLB 10. 

The Bajab of Beirah being admitted among the onmber of the Allies 
i)( the British GoTeinment, engages at all times to comply with any jost aad 
reasobabie requisitioD connected with the interests and prosperity of fchat 
GoTemmeot, to conform to its advice, a^d to tJie atmost of his power to ful- 
fil the obligations of friendship and attalnoMnt towatdi the British power. 

Asnou 11. 

"Diis Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been cenchided 
between the British Qovernnieiit and Rajah ley Si&g Dso, Uajsh of Bewafa, 
tbroagh the sgency of Mr. John Riohardson, in virtae of powers delegat«d 
to him by the Uight Honorable Lord Hinto, Uovemor-Oeneral in Council, on 
the one part, and Bnkshy Bangwan Dbut, the vakeel of the said Rajah on 
the other, Mr. Bichardson has deliTeied to ^e said vakeel one coot of the 
Treaty in English, Persian, and Hindeoi signed and sealed by htaiMU^ s^d th» 
said vakeel has delivered to Mr. Richardson another eopy duly ezeonted by the 
Rajah, snd Mr. RichardsoQ has engaged to procare and deliver to the said vakeel 
within the space of thirty days a copy ratified by the seal of the Company 
and the eignatare of the Governor-C^eDeral in Council, on the delivery of 
whtob the copy execnted by Mr, Riohardson shall be returned, and the Treaty 
shall be considered from that time to have full force and effect.

Second Tbeatt concluded between the Bbitish Govebvhent 
and IU.JAH JsT Sinq Dbo — 1813. 

Whereas on the 6th of October 1812, oorrespondinff with ISth Kooar 
1869 Sambut, a 'SmAj of mntoal friendship and d^ensive alliance was con- 
cluded between Uie British Government and the Rajah of Bewah ; and Where- 
as the Rajah of Bewafa having failed to falfil the eD^gements which the 
aforementioned Treaty imposed npon bim, the British Oovemment was com- 
pelled, in vindication of its nonor and its rights, to detach ite troops into Kewafa* 
to enforce tiie ezeontion of those engagements, and to obtain seoarity for their 
dne fulfilment in fntore ; and Whereas the Rajah, having now returned to a 
proper sense of his relations with the British Government, and having ez- 
inwMed bis contrition for the past, agrees to the following conditions, for 
mnwif, and for his heirs and ancoeaaors. 
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Abtiou 1. 

AJl the stipalations of tbs Tratty ooneluded on th« 5th of October 1812, 
oorreaponding with th« IBtli o£ Kooat 1860 Sumbnt, ore faereby deoUred to 
be ID full lone and efieot, id m f u as tbey are nob affected nor altered by th« 
following oonditMtis oontaiued in this Treaty. 

Abtiou 2. 

The Rajab of Rewah hereby binds bimself to engage in no oorreepond- 
«nce of a political nature with any Foreign State or Chief whatever without 
the privity and oona»it of the British Govemment, or its representa^Te, the 
Agent in Bundelennd, 

Aruoli S, 

The Rajah engage* to reoaiTeand permit ia leauuo »t his plaoe of rari- 
denoe a news-writer or any other Agent on the part of the British QoT«m- 
ment or the Agent in Bandelcandj and to maintuD an authorized vakeel with 
the Agent and with the Commanding Officer of any British detachment which 
may be stationed within his territoir, both for the purpose of maintaining the 
geiettl rektioM of amity, and of eaforoing the supply ef proviaiona, aod 
r«ady complianoe with the just demands of tM Covmandint; Officer. 

AvncL* 1. 

The Bajah of Bewah agrees to allow dawks to be ettablished throagit 
hia territory by the Officers of the British Government in any direction that 
may be deemed necessary, to compel his feudatory Chiefs to do the same^ 
and to pnnish them in (ase of oppotitjon ; and the Bajah acknowledges thai 
right of the British Qoremment to punbh them for sooh opposition^ in the 
event of hia own inability to do so. 

ASTIOLB 6. 

LsU Zabbordost Sing, the ja^redar of Choarhut, having, is a very 
iusnlting and contumacious manner, refused to permit the Hon'ble Company's 
dawk to be laid through his j^bire, the exemplary punishment of the afore- 
said jaghiredar is indispensable. The British Government is aocordingly 
resolved to inflict exemplary punishment on this jaghiredar, and the Biu<Uk 
of Bewah not only acknowledges the right of the British Government to do 
so, but agrees to aid and co-operate with the British troops in etFeotiog that 
object. 

The Bajah further engages to use his utmost means to pnniah IM 
Zobbardtut Sing himself, wneoever the British Ooveniment shall require him 
to do so. 

AsTioia 6. 

Freqaeat instance* of robberies and othff orimea bav« Maaired within 
A» British territory, the perpetrators of. whioh issue frtan and take rrfnge 
within the Rewah territory; md thereby not only aaoape the puntshmmt 
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due to their crimei, but oontinne to infest the Honlile CompauT's adjacent 
territory nith impamty, -keepiD^ the inbRbitante in a coDsbiDt state of alarm, 
'With a view to sapprass this evilj ths Rajah hereby agrees to permit the 
troops or Police Offioera of the British tiovemment to pass into the Kewah 
territories for the pnraait and apprehension of all sach offenders, aad also to 
afford them, and to cause his officers and jagfairedars to afford them, every 
necessary assistanos in discovering and apprehending the objects of their 
pursuit. 

AanoLB 7. 

The fiajah of Rewab agrees to consider those jaghiredars and others 
residenta of his country, who have been well-disposed towards the British 
Government, on the present occasion, as his friends; and will not molest or 
retaliate upon them for the favourable disposition they may haveshowA. The 
friends of the British Government shall be his friends, and it« enemies his 
enemies. 

Aktiole 8, 

On the 2nd of May 1S13, corresponding with the 17th Bysakh 1870 
Sumbut, an agreement for the mutual suspension of hostilities wss conoladed 
between Lalla Pertab Singh, on the part of the Rajah of Rewab, and Colonel 
Maitindell, Commanding ^e British troops. A party of sepoys escorting a 
cart of military stores appertaining to a detschment proceeding from the iSin- 
grownah Pass were, on the 7th of May 181S, corresponding with the SSnd 
of Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, treacheroasly, and in direct violation of the above 
agreement, attacked by a large body of horse and foot near to the village of 
Sattenee, and several sepoys were Icilled and wounded, and the property plun- 
dered. The Rajah of Rewab having solemnly disavowed all knowledge or 
nuticipation in the above atrocious act, hereby acknowledges the right of the 
British Government to punish the perpetrators of it in whatever manner and 
at whatever time it may please ; and the Rajah further agrees to afford every 
assistance and co-operation in the accomplishment of the above object that 
the British Qovenunent may require of him. 

Abtiolb 9. 

It is both just and equitable that the Rajah of Rewah should indemnify 
the British Government for the eipense of the armament which has been 
equipped and marched into Rewah in consequence of his failure to perform 
the conditions of hie former engagements. At the lowest estimation the extra 
ezpenee of that armament oosta the British Government the sum of thirty- 
three thousand eight hundred and eight Bupees per mensem, and the prepara- 
tions having commenced some days befoi'e the Ist of April 1813, corresponding 
with the 15th of Chyte 1870 Sambnt, it is agreed by the British Government 
that the expense shall be calculated from that date. The Kajah of Rewah 
accordingly hereby acknowledges himself justly responsible for the payment of 
the above expense monthly to the British Qovemment, calculating from the 
Ut of April 1813, or the 15th of Chyte 1870 Sumbat, until such time as the 
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objects of the pregeot detachment shall have been entirely completed. In cod- 
Biderntion, howerer, of the Rftjah hftviag obejed the summons to repair in pereon 
to Colonel Martiadell's camp on terms of nnoonditional sabmission, and io 
order to remove from the Rajah every excuse for the punctual liquidation of 
the amount, the British Government consents to limit the period of the charge 
to the loth of May IK13, correspoDding with the 25th Byaakh 1870 Sumbut, 
the day on nhioh the Rajah came into camp. Upon this principle the sum to 
be paid by the Rajah is forty-five thousand one hundred and seventy-three 
Bapeee. The Rajah hereby engages to pay the above sum by the following 
instalments, any deviation &om which wilt subject him to the penalties of • 
breach of the Tieaty,

and Whereat the EUjah has by the 4th Artiela of tbe af oreBaid Treaty engaged 
to allow a dawk to be estabUshed through his territoiy, by the Officers of 
the Britieh Government in any dirsotion which may be deemed neoessary : 
The Baj^, in the tme spirit a&d intent of tboee stipulalMna, engages to truk 
the new»-wTiter or Agent of the Britidi OoTemment or of the Aeflnt in BuDdel- 
eund, with erery mark of attention and consideration dne to their relative rank 
and eharaeter, and also to allow a free passage throoghhis tenitoies to all har> 
oarrahs, oosHids, or other messengers, ^om the Officers of tho British Govem-

ment and signed an engagement to tbe Superinlendent of PtJitioal A&irs to 
anrrender my lands and fort whenever repaired to the British Government, 
tbe British Government has been mermtnlly pleased to part) on my offencea 
and to reinstate me in the enjoyment of my lands, on condition of my fulfil- 
ling all the objects of the alliance betweou the British and Rewah Gorem* 
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nwntfl utwtim may U7 in my power ; I do therefore hereby mg^ge to exert 
myeelE to tbe clnaostof my power to obBtrnct the approach of Pindarries or 
other predatory troops who may attempt to pass through my jtiriBdiction, to 
obey without temple all reqniBitioni that may be made to me by Officers of 
the Britieh Qovemment oonnected with the obetniction o£ predatory troopa, 
with Dollecti Off materials for ooDBtniotin^ cantoomenta, furnishiiig supplies to 
British troops, assisting Bad fBcilitating the progress of dawk harcarrahst 
coeeidt, and mesBengers of every other desoription, and with seizing and 
delivering np criminau, whether snch requisition shall be made to me direotly 
byOfficenof the British 6oTemmeiit> or through the Government of Rewah.

Vbisd Tbbatt conolnded between the British Govbbnment and 

GOTBRNHBNT oC BeWAH — 1814. 

'Whereas by tjie 6th and Sth Articles of the second Treaty concluded 
l«tween the British Govemment and the QoTecnment of Rewah on the 2nd 
Jnne ISIS, corresponding with the 19th Jeyth 1S70 Sumbut, the British 
Government acquired the right to punish Lai Zubburdust Sing jaghiredsr of 
Chourhat, and certain landholders in the Singrownah district for certain 
offences committed by them against the British Government ; and as s neces- 
sary oonseqnence of that right, the Brituh Government acquired also the 
right to expel tiioee persons from their possessions and to dispose of their 
proprietary right to their lands {the rights of sovereignty over their lands 
remaining, as heretofore, inviolate with the Bewah Government) : That is to 
say, the British Government has acquired tbe power to trnnsrer all the rights 
formerly enjoyed by those persons who have forfeited their poseessions under 
ttw proTipions of the Bth and 8tb Articles of the Treaty aforesaid, to such 
new proprietors as it may be pleased to select, the new proprietors ag:reeicg to 
fulfil those duties of allegiance to the Rewah Government, to which their 
predecessors, who have been expelled, were subject ; and Whereas it being an 
object with the Rewah Government to obtain the proprietary right in the 
lands forfeited by the persons above alladed to, and it being also the dis- 
interested wish of the British Government to promote the interests of thoen 
who have shown their attachment to its cause io the conree of the operations 
of the British troops in Rewah : The following arrangement has accoi-dingly 
been agreed to for tjie mutual accommodation of both States : — 

Aktiolb 1. 
All tbe stipulations in the Treaties and Engagements hpretofore con> 
eluded between the British Government and the Government of Bewah are 
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hereby declared to be in full torei and ufiect, in as far Bi they are not altered 
nor affected by the folloniDg oonditiooe ooutained in this Treaty. 



The British GoTernment hereby tranefers to the QoTerameut of Bewah 
from this date all proprietary right in the laodB in the Singrownah district 
which it has lately acquired by the operation of the 8th Article of the second 
Treaty, dated 2Qd Juoe 1813, corresponding with 19th Jeyth 1870 Sumbut, 
with this reservation, that the Kevah (jovernment shall not reinstate Bachpal 
Sing in the lands of Sattenee formerly held by him, and that the Rewah Gov- 
ernment shall be responsible for the good conduct of the persons whom it may 
place in the possession of the forfeited laade. 

Articli 3. 

The Rewah Government hereby disclaima alt right to levy from Lall 
Jugmohun Sing, jagbtredar of Simereeah, any portion of the penalty imposed 
upon the Bewak Goverameat by the 9th Artinie of the Treaty of the 2nd June 
1813, coriespouding with the 19th of Jeyth 1870 Sumbut. 

Artiolb 4. 

The British GoTemment being desirous that Lall Jugmohun Sing of 
Simereeah be guaranteed in the po^BessioD of the lands now held by him iik 
jaghire, the Rewah Qovemment hereby engages that the said Lall Jugm^uQ 
Sing shall remain in nnmolested poeeesBion of the lands which be now oooupiea ; 
but without any change in his relation to Uie Bewab State. 

Abticlb 5. 

By Article 7th of the Second l^-eaty, the Bewah Government engages not 
to molest those jagliiredars and others, residents of Kewah, who have been well 
disposed towards the British Govemmmt. Certain persons, who humane- 
ly Buccoared the British sepoys that were wounded at Suttenee in Bysnkh 
1870, and others who have given information respecting those who were coq> 
oerned in the above outrage, as well as in the murder of a sepoy employed to 
protect the town of Baeporo on the following day, having thereby exposed 
themselves to the resentment of all who were in any way implicated in those 
ontragea, the Bewah Government hereby solemnly pledges itself to protect all 
those persons from suffering any injury or molestation whatever in consequence 
of such assistance rendered by them to the British cause. 

A&TTOLB 6. 

Lall Zubburdnst Sing, Jaghiredar of Chourhnt, having volnntxrily sur- 
rendered himself to the British Government on terms of unconditional sub- 
mission, tlie British Government has been pleased to pudon his offence, nnd 
tc restore him to the enjoyment of his poEseBsions which he had forfeited hy 
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his tonmi miBcondact, on hia execntiDg as eogagemeDt never again to offend 
agwsat the British OoTernment. An attested cop; of this engagement ia 
fnTsished to the Rewah Government, and as that instrument contains nothing 
inconaiatent with the rights derived by the British tiovei'nment from its 
engagements with Benah, the Bewail Government declares itself responsible 
to the British Government for the due execution of the conditions of that 
eogsgement, in the same manner aa it ia of course responsible for the due 
execution of the terms o£ subsisting Treaties on the part of all itB subjects and 
feadatories. 

Akticlb 7. 

This Treaty, consisting of aeveD Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British (JoremmeDt and the Revrah State, through the agency of 
M. John Wauchope, in virtne of powers delegated to him by the Right 
Honorable the Earl of Moira, Governor- General in Council, on the one part, and 
Rajah Jye Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah sod Mokundpore, and Baboo Bishonath 
Sing, tlie Rajah's eldest soUi and associated with him in the administration 
of the Rewah Government, in person, on th« other part, Mr. Wauchope hits 
delivered to the said Rajah and Baboo one copy of the Treaty, in English nnd 
Persian and Hindoo!, signed and sealed by himself, and the said Raja and 
Baboo have delivered to Mr. Wauchope another copy duly executed by them, 
and Mr. Waacbope has engaged to procure and deliver to the accredited 
vakeel of the Rewah Government within the space of thirty days a copy 
rstiBed by the seal of the Company and the signature of the Governor-Qeneral 
in Conncilf on the delivery of which, the copy exeented by Mr. Wauchope 
shall be retnrned, and the Trenty shall be considered from that time to have 
full force and effect,

wbieb I commnnicated to you in the Cawnpore' Durbar in November 18d9,

AeoordiDg to your iostmotions the required oouditions are entered in the 
Agreement, v%x. — 

Ut. — All the land that may be required by Government (or the Bailway 
or its works, etc., is given in perpetuity with its sovereign antbority. 

All residents nithin the Railway boundaries, whether subjects of the 
Native Chiefs or of the British Govamment, shall be oonsidered under tba. 
jurisdiction of the Railway Officers and the Qovernmeut authorities. 

S»d. — All disputes between the officers and the dependants of the Railway 
and the subjects of the Native States outside the Rulway limits shall be 
heard and settled by the-Political Officers. 

The disposal of cases of criminals of this State, who may go within the 
Railway boonds, shall be disposed of and settled according to the rules which 
have been long current on the part of the Agency (Political) authorities.

His Highness the Maharajah of Rewab, accompanied by his Chief 
Uiniater, IaII Randmon Sing, at an interview with the Govemor-Ganerul's 
Agent and Political Agent at Rewah on' 80th January 187B, made the fol-

The mana' y State has long been a matter of difiSouIty to me. 

The Govurum \ view to leliet at my earnest instance appoiated s 
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Political Agent and granted s loan of ten lakha, I thonght that snpported 
by the advise of the Political Agent, I should be able to iotrodnce a fair 
^Btem of admiuiatratioa and restore the revenue which has long been decrea^ 
ing. The reenlt has not been to my anticipations. 

The revenae, though collected from the ryote, does not reach m; Treasury, 
cotuequently there is no money nberewith to pay eetablisbmentB or meet my 
engagements to Government respecting the payment of the ten lakhs' loan. 

1. — I deeire therefore, with the sanction of His Excellency the Viceroy, 
. to make over my State until debts are liquidated and a system of adminiBt»> 
tion established, to the care of the Political Agent. 

2.— -The Political Agent knows the character of my Chief Minister, 
Bnndmon Sing, and is wuling with bis assietanoe to render me all help. 

3. — From the time the Political Agent aaanmea cha:^ of the adminis- 
tration I will abstain from iDterferenca of every sort. 

4. — I will iesne no orders on State matters. 

6. — It will rest with the Political Age^ to maintun or dismiss any State 
servant, and I will do my best to support his authority, 

6. — A suitable allowance will be regularly paid me to enable me to live 
with comfort and dignity. 

7, — I shall reside at G-ovindgfanr, Bewah, Sntna as heretofore.

TBANSI.ATION o£ an Ikrabnahae or Obligltioh of Allegiaitcb 
presented by Laul Shbv Baje SiNe of Ouohbeeah and 
NAfiOM— 1809. 

Whereas I, Laul Shew Baje Sing, srncerely professing my submission 
and attachment to the Britiah Government, have invariably manifested my 
obedience to the officers appointed to the superintendence of the province of 
Bnndelcnnd from the period of its first annexation to the British territories; 
and Whereas an Ikramamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been 
required of tne ; Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
attachment to the British Government, I have prepared and hereby present 
thifl Ikramamab, containing nine distinct Articles, to Mr. Z. Bichoidson, from 
whom I have received a suunnd, confirming to me idl my ancient poaseesions 
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in this proTince ; and I hereby declan that I will sornpnloualy observe all the 
Articles contained in the Iknrnamah and never evade nor infringe any one 
of them. 

Akticli 1. 
I hereby engage never to connect myself with any maraiKlerB or 
planderers either within or out of the province of Bnndelcund, to afford then 
no asylnm or permit their families or children to reside in my poseeMions, and 
to abstain from all interconree and correspondeiioe with them. 1 further 
engage to avoid entering into quarrels or disputes with the dependants and 
servants of the British Government ; and if at any time a dispute should* 
arise on account of mehal or village, or from any other cause, between 
me and any of the Rajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependence 
00 the British Government, I agree to submit such dispute without delay to 
the officers of the Kritish Government for their decision, and implicitly to 
observe and abide by what decision shall 1>e passed upon it. I further engage 
to make no reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by force 
without the permission of the British OovernmeDt, and always to be obedient 
and submissive to the OovemmeA. 

Akticu 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated in my 
possessions in such a manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, ai)d evil- 
disposed persons from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those 
passee, and from entering the British territories for the purpose of exciting 
disturhanees ; and if any sirdars of troops should meditate an invasion of the 
British territories through my possessions, I engage to give timely notice 
thereof to the officers of the British Government, and to nse every practicable 
exertion to obstruct their progress. 



Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by 
any of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute an intelligent person to con-, 
duct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the neces- 
sary supplies and provisions so lung as they shall continue within or in the 
vicinity of my possessions. 

Abticlb Jr. 

I£ any of the snbjects of the British Government abscond and take 
refuge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up sueh person to the 
officers of the British Government immediately on his being demanded ; and 
if any of my ryots or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British 
territories, I agree to submit to the principal officer in Buudelcund a state- 
ment of my coroplMiit against each person, and to abide by whatever orders 
may be passed on the occasion agreeably to the Regulations of the Qttvera- 
ment, and to take do steps of my own accord to apprehend him. 
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Aeticls 6. 



1 engage not to faarboar ihievee or robbers id any of mj villages; and if 
propertj of mercliants or travellers be stolfii or robbed in any of the villages 
subject to my autbority, I agree to render tbe zemindars of such village 
responBibl« for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery of 
tlie thief or robber to the officers of the British Government ; and if any 
felon or mniderer or person or persons amenable to the British laws for crimes

Having presented a statement and list of the villages in my possession,

Whersra Gopanl Sing of the Boondellah casta and Bahadoor Sing' of the 
Purhar sect have rebelled against the British Government, and have plundered 
and carried their outrages into the villages granted by the British Govern- 
ment to the Ksjaha Bukht Siugh and K.iihore Singh. I therefore engage and 
promise not to give the above lebela shelter or protection in any part of my 
possessions, and not to suffer them to pass throngh my territories to those 
of either of the aforesaid Rajahs or of the British Government; and if the 
said men i^all eitiier openly or secretly come into my possessions, I will by every 
means in my power attempt to seize or apprehend them ; niid if in the execu* 
tion of thia engagement I am negligent or step aside from its performance, 
1 agree to any responsibility that the British Government may think proper.

Asthe villages inserted in the Sunnud now granted by the British Govern' 
ment are my hereditary property, deaceoded to me through many generations, 
and as I am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself that, after having 
received my Sunnud from the British Government, I will not require or ask to 
be put in possession of one village amongst tbe before enumerated villages, nor 
reqaire from the British Government any aid for their government.

Be it known to all ohowdries, Icanoongoes, zemindars, and mobuddums of the 
toppae of Nagode and Oucheerab, in the pei^nnnah of Rnwee, in the pro- 
vince of Bun^cand ; that Whereas Laal Shew Raje Sing, one of the hendi* 
tary Chieftains <£ the province ot Bandelcnod, havmg from the period of the 
snnexatioa of the said province to the territories of the Honorable the East 
India Company invariably observed a friendly conduct and refnuned from 
every outrage or any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish 
to be admitted to olwdience and submission to the British Government, and 
having lately presented an Ikramamah or obligation of allegiance to the 
British Government by the hands of Dewan Derreau Sing, aud requesting 
a Sunnud confirming; him in the property and possession of the villages notr 
oconpied by him; He therefore enters into the present engagement, consisting 
of nine Articles, expressive of his sincere attachment and fidelity to the 
Government : Therefore, and with view to the entire satisfaction of the 
British Government and to the support of his claims as a h^^ditary Chieftain 
of this province, the villages contnined in the subjoined schedule, which from 
ancient times have been and stjll are in his possession, are hereby granted to 
the said Laal Shew Raje Sing, and the said villages shall oontinoe in 
the permanent possession of the said Laal Shew Raje Sing and his sucoessor*. 
So long as be uid they shall continue strictly to adhere to the conditions of 
the Ikramamah and to be obedient and submissive to the Britieh Government, 
the villages enumerated below shall be confirmed and continued to him and 
hie heirs free of revenue.

Be it knovQ to tbe chowdriee, fcanooogoe*, semiDdart, and mokuddama 
•f tnppaa Nagode and Ouoheera, pergnnnah Bnrkee, attaohed to Bundelcnnd ; 
That BiDce the conutry of Bondelcuna came into the poflBeeeioo of the Biitisb 
OoTemment, Laul Shew Riue Sing, who ie one of the rightful Chiefs of the 
said coontry, having nerer rebelled against the QoTemment or created distnrh- 
ancCj hat having ever remained firm in his allegiance to the British Qovem- 
ment and execated the orden of its offioers, a Sunnod, dated 20th March 
1809, corresponding with I9th Cheyte 1216 Fnslie, was granted to him by 
Oovemmsnt, coDfirming to him in perpetuity fonr hundred and four rent-free 
villages which lie held in his possession on oonditioo of loyalty and sub- 
mission ; on the death of the said IauI Shew Rajs Sing, his eldest son Bajah 
Bnlbhndur Sing held the said villages in his possession ; but conformably to 
a letter from the Secretary to Qovemment, dated 16th August 1831, he was 
deposed from the Raj of Ouoheera ; as Bajah Rughobind Sing, the eldest son 
of the said Bftjah Bulbhudur Sing, having been educated under the tuition of 
Moulvee Hyder Ali, and having attained his majority, appeared before Mr. 
Charles Fraser, the Oovemor-GeiieTnl'e Agent, execntied an Agreement* con* 
taining seven Articles expressive of his sincere attachment and fidelity to' 
Goverument, and prayed that his anoesbal rent-free villages, enumerated 
io the former Sunnnd, might be restored to him : The andermentioned villages, 
as mentioned in the former Sunnnd of 1809, are now granted to him in con- 
sideration of his rightful claim. He and his deaoendanls will hold possession 
of the villages so long as they abide by the terms of the agreement and are 
strictly faithful in ^eir allegiance to the British Government. It behovca 
the ohondries and otliers to oImv the said Rajah and to give him the uedbI 
dues on aooonnt of the villages in question. It will l>e the duty of the Riyuh

To the mootfloddles for transacting public afhirs both present and fntarSj 
1m it known ; that Whereas, by the IVeaty of Baesein concluded between the 
Britiek Government and His Highness the Peiahwa, oertain laoda in tlie 
province of Bandelcand were ceded and permanently annexed to the British 
Govemmeut; and whereas British troops having been detached for the 
purpose of occupying those lands, and Thakoor Doorjon Sing, youngest son 
of Benee Sing Hoozooree, and the established roler of the pergnnnah of 
Mehur above the Ghats, having maintained a friendly corresponaenoe iritlk 
the Agent to the Governor- Ueneral, and professed his obedience and snb- 
nission to the British Goverament, and oaring likewise on all oooasiou 
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ibewn every attention to the comFort and safety ot English ^ntlemen and 
their attendants travelliug throngh hia juriadiction to and from Nagpore ; 
and Whereas 1 (Captain Baillie) having now been again deputed fay the Honor- 
able Sir George Hitaro Barlow, Bart, QoTflmor-Oeneral, for the settlement 
of the afEaire of this provincflj and the said Tliakoor haying sent his accredited 
Takeels to solicit from the British Qovernment a grant for his lands, and 
Itaring delivered'to me an engagement oomprehetiding fire Articles declaratory

'VFhereas I, Thakoor Doorjun Sing, jaghiredar of the pergunnah of 
Hehnr, in the province of Buiidelcond, faaviag heretofore profess^ my obe< 
dienue and enbmission to the British Government, having on ail oooasiona 
afforded every possible attention to the comrort and safety of English gentle- 
men and their attendants in passing throngh my jiirisdicfion on their route to 
and from Nagpore, and having nndeviatingly served the British Qovernment 
with zeal and fidelity from the time of its first occupying the province of 
Bundelcand ; and Whereas I formerly deputed my confidential vakeels to 
Captain John Baillie to solicit from the British Government a Sunnud for my 
lands, and having presented an obligation of allegiance comprising five 
Articles, I obtained a Sannnd under Captain Baillie's seal and signature; and 
'Whereas in consequence of the said Sunnud not having comprehended a detail 
of the names of the villages contained in mj jaghire I have now eoliinted 
(mother Sunnud to contain s list of all the vill^ee in my possession, and with 
a view to confirm my all^ianoe and fidelity to the Brifssh Government, 1 
have also delivered this revised obligation of allegiance comprising nine

Be it kaown to the cbowdries, kanoon^oes, znoindars, and mookoddtms 
of tha perganaab of Mehnr, dependent in Bnndeloond ; tkaWWhereas Tbakoot 
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Dooijnn SiDg, the yonnger son of Beuee Hoozooree, being the established 
proprietor of the pergaonah of Mehur, sitaated above the Olmts, having 
professed his obedience and submiBsioD to the British Goremment, and having 
condnoted bimself ever eince the period of the accession of the proTinoe (^ 
Bondelcnnd to the British GoTerDment, nith strict zeal aod Qnebakeu attach- 
ment to the British cause ; and Whereas the said Diwrjun Sing having, during 
the ofBciate of Captain John Baillie, Agent to the Governor-General, deputed 
his oonfidenbial vaKeel to that officer, to solicit a grant of his jaghire from ttre 
British Govemtnent, and having accordingly, after presenting an obligation 
of allegiance comprising five Articles received a Sonnad under the seal and 
ngnatore of the said Captain Baillie ; and Whereas that Sunnad cCmprehend- 
ing no separute list of villages, and the other jaghiredars of Bandelcund 
having received revised Sunnnds under the seal and aignatare of the Right 
Honorable the Governor-Geneial, and Thakoor Doorjan Sing having now 
solicited a revised grant, comprising a list of the names of all the Tillages in 
his po8eei>sion, and ratified by the Right Honorable the Governor-General, and 
having also, with a view to strengthen his alle^ance to the British Govem- 
mest, presented a revised obligation of allegiance containing nine distinct 
Articles : This hereditary grant, ratified by the seat and signatnre of the 
Right Honorable the Governor-General, and oonfirming in perpetuity to 
Thakoor Doorjun Sing the villages ^etuled in the sahjoined schednle, with all 
the rights, appartensnceB, and revenues thereonto belonging, is hereby con- 
ferred upon the said Doorjan Sin;; and so long as the said "niakoor Doorjan 
Sing and his heirs and successors shall firmly abide by the eonditioDs con- 
tained in his obligation of allegiance which ne has delivered, the British 
Government wilt not interfere with nor resnmo these lands. 

Yon will accordingly consider the said Thakoor Doorjun Sing proprietor 
and manager of these villages ; and it is the daty of Thakoor Doorjun Sine-, 
on h'w part, to devote himself to the amelioration and improvement of bis 
lands, rendering the inhabitaats contented and grateful by nis management, 
and to enjoy the produce of his jaghire in the exeroiee of zeal and i^tachsaeat 
to the British Government.

TaA.NSi.A.TiON of the Enqagbuekt taken from THA.Kooa Bisbbn 
Sing— 1826. 

I, Thakoor Bisben Sing, son of the late Thakoor Doorjun, jaghiredar of 
Myhere, in the Nerbudda and Saugor territories ; Whereas formerly when the 
authority of the British Government was first established in the territories 
dependent on Bundelound, my late father Thakoor Doorjun Sing deceased, 
having profeased his obedience to the said Government, obtained from the 
Ageot for Political Affairs a Sannud oonfirming to liimlusjagliire } afterwards. 
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ttt the reqaeit of my aforesaid lather, an enga^ment of alle^ance and anb- 
miesion nader his haod and seal, comprieing niae Articles, was delivered to 
the Agent for political affairs, and a Snnnnd was granted under the band and 
seal of the Governor-General, compceh ending a detail of the villages contained 
in the ilakah of Myhere ; and. Whereas my father departed this life od the 
S3rd day of Phagoea in the Suinbnb year 1682, having repeatedly during hia 
lifetime solicited the permiseiou of the British Government to make over his 
j^hire jointly to hie two boqb, namely, myself and my brother, which propo- 
Bsf being at variance with t be usage established amongst the Chieftains of 
these provinces, and tending to create disorder in the ilakah of Myhere, was 
not assented to ; bnt after the death of my father and the occurrence of dis- 
pntas between myseir and my brother, when the death of Thakoor Doorjun 
Sing and the circumstances of ue his two sons were reporf«d to Government 
by Mr. T. H. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor-General in these terri' 
tones, the Government adverting to the constant desire and intention of the 
late Thakoor, who f roip paternal affection wished that a perrect equality should 
exist between us two brothers in the ioberitaDOe of his territoiy and effects, 
was pleased to direct that the town and fort of Myhere should be made over 
to Thakoor Bishen Sing, and that the remainder of the lands and property 
should be divided eqnally into tno parts, and one of them granted to me and 
the other to my brother ; and Whereas in conformity to the above arrange- 
ment I have received through Mr. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor- 
General aforesaid, possession of the town and fort of Myhere and of half the 
territory, and am to receive hereafter a Snnnud for the same from Govern- 
ment ; with a view therefore to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the 
British Government 1 have delivered to Mr. T. H. Maddock, acting Agent of 
the Governor-General, this obligation; and I do hereby promise and engage 
to adhere firmly to the provisions contained in the five following Articles, and 
new on any account to infringe or deviate from them. 

Abticli 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders> whether in or 
out o£ the province of Bundelcnnd, and to give them or their families no 
a^lum in tnj ilakah, and to abstain from all correspondence with them, I 
promise to engage in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants 
of the British Government; and in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of 
this territory in alliance with the Governmenti entering into a dispute nithme 
respecting the boundaries of my mehals or villages or on any other subject 
whatever, 1 engage to represent all the circumstances of the case to the 
British Government, witb a view to its adjustment of the dispute, and to abide 
implicitly by its decision, and to take no steps tonards obtaining redress with 
my own hands without the authority of the British Government, to tvhioh I 
promise on all occasions to conduct myself nith strict obedience and submissioo.

taine, and my right to ^ero proving not to be valid according to ancient and 
established euoceeeion, it shall be optional with the Officers of the British 
Oovernmpnt to make over such disputed villages to whichever of the parties 
whose title may prove to be beet founded. 

Abticlx 5, 
I hereby engage always to adhere firmly to all the oonditions of the abovn 
four Articles of this obligation and that I will not in any respect whatsoever

To the chondries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and moknddnms of the tnppalis 
of Mj'here Khas and others appeitsining to Bundeloond, be it known { 
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"Whenas formerly in the Tear 18U I.D., at the reqaeet of the llaboor 
DoorjoD Sing daoenied, woo from the first eetablishment of the firitbh 
aathwi^ in Bund^ond erinced his sabmiosioa and obedienee to the British 
GoTermneat, h« reoeired from the Bi^ht Uon'ble the GoT«nior-Qenefal s 
Snnnad oonfiriniDg to him in jaghire the vill^res of the iUkah of Myhere; 
and aince the death of the aforesaid Thakoor, adverting to the known intea< 
tion of the raid Thakoor who dnrine his lifetime had givea in a Wajib-ool- 
nis, requesting that the jaghire of Myhere might be (iun6rmed to his two 
sous jointly, and on aooonnt of the ocoarrence of disputes and diaagreement 
tietween the two aons after the death of, their father, the following arrange-

villages with all the rights, appurtenanues, and revenues thereunto belonging ; 
and so long as the said Thakoor Bishen Sing and his heirs shall firmly abide 
by the conditions contained in his obligation of allegiance which he has deli- 
vered, the British Government will not interfere with nor resume these lands. 

You will aoQOidingly oonsider the said Thakoor proprirtor and manager 
of these villages ; and It is the duty of the said Thakoor Bishen Sing, on bis 
part, by the cultivation and improvement of his villages, to render the 
inhabitants contented and grateful, and to enjoy the produce of his jaghire 
ia the exercise of obedience and attachment to the British Oovenunenb

Translation of Khdt from the Chief of MrHSBB^ to Libtt- 
TENANT Gttbih)N. Superiatendent of that State,— (dated the 
2l8t October 1863). 

I have received your letter regarding tbe giving land from my State for 
tbe Railway aud Railway works. 
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As directed hy jou, I agree to give, according to the subjoined conditions 
itated in yoar letter, land iu m; ilaka for the Railway, as other Bajahs and 
Chiefs have done, in the hope of advantage to the people and merchaute, and 
ot the welfare of my ilaka. 

The conditions are these^ 

1. All land required by OoTemment for the Railway or Riulway works 
and buildings is given in perpetuity with the entire jarisdiotion thereof. 

All persona residing within the limits (of the laud given), whether sub- 
jeota of my State or Government, will be considered as under the juriediotioti 
of tbe GoTemment officers of the Railway. 

2. All dispnte between the officers and servants, etc., of the Railway and 
the Bnbiects of the State living outside the Railway limits will be beard and 
Mttled by the Agency {i.«.. Political) Officer. 

Thus I have signified my agreement to give land in my ilaba for the 
Railway on the terms indicated in your letter. 

As yoD are superintending this State, the entire authority lies with yon ;

Tbakslaiion of an Ieraukauah or Obligation of Alls- 
GZANOE presented by Laitl Auaun Sing of Sobawul and 
Eygawn— 1809. 

Whereas I, Laul Amaun Siog, sincerely professing my submission and 
attachment to the British Oovemment, have invariably manifested my obe- 
dience to tbe officers appointed to the superintendence of the province of 
Bundelcund from the period of its first annexation to tbe British territories; 
and Whereas an Ikramamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been 
required of me : Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
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ftUcbment to the Brttieh QoTerDment, I bavo prepared and berebf preseot 
this IkranuuDab oontaining nine diatioct Articles, to Mr. John Biohwdtoiif 
from whom I have received a Sunnad, eoufirming to me all ray aocieofc 
possessions in this province ; and I hereby declare that I will Bcrapnlonsly 
observe all the Artiulea contained in tiie Ikraraamah and never erade nor 
infringe any one of them. 

Akticli 1. 

I hereby engage never to connect myeelt with any muandera or plon- 
dereis either within or out of the province of Bundeteund, to aSbrd them no 
aaylum or permit their families or children to reside in my poaeessions, and 
to abstain fmm all interconise and correspondence with them. I farther 
engage to avoid eDteriDiF into qnarrels or dispntea with the dependants and 
eervants of the British Government; and if at any time a dispute should arise 
on account of mehals or villages or from any other cause, between me and 
any of the Bajahe and Chiefs of this province in dependence on the British 
Oovemment, I agree to submit sQoh dispute without delay to the officers of 
the British Oovemment for their deoision, and implicitly to observe and 
abide by what decision shall be passed npon it. I farther engage to make n4 
reprisBls on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by toroe without the 
permission of the British Oovemmentj and always to be obedient and subisis- 
sive tfl the Government. 

Article 2. 

I engi^ to guard all the passes up tlie Ghats which are situated in my 
possession in euob a manner as to prevent all marauders, plnndererti, and 
evil-disposed persons from ascending or descending the Ghata by any of those 
passes, and from entering the British territories for the purpose of exciting 
diaturbances ; and if any sirdars of troops afaoald meditate an invasion of the 
British territories through my poeseseione, I engago to give timely nntice 
thereof to the offioers of the British Oovemment, and to use every practicablu 
exertion to obstrnct their progress. 

Abticle S, 

Whenever the British troops shall have oooaeion to ascend the Ohattt by 
any of the pnssea situated within my possesions, I agree not only not to 
obstruct or impedi^ their progress, but to depute an intelligent person to 
conduct them oj the moat convenient route, and to furnish them with the 
peoeseary supplies and provisions so long as they shall oontinuQ within or in 
the vicinity of my poesessions. 



It any of the subjects oE the British Oovemment abscond and take 
refuge in any of my vill^es, I engage to deliver up puch person to the officers 
of the British Government immediately on his being demanded ; and if any 
of my ryots or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British territories, I 
agree to submit to the pfinoipal officers in Bondelound a statement of my 
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complaint aguust Bach penon and to abide by nliatever orders may be passed 
OD the occasion agreeably to the Regnlations of the GovernnHat, and to take 
no steps o{ my own accord to apprehend him.

1 engage ant to barboar thieves or robbers in any of my villages ; and 
H the property 6f merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the 
Tillies nibjeot to my authority, I agree to render the zfimiodars of snc^ 
village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery 
of the thief or robber to the officers of the British Oovemment ; and if any 
felon ur murderer or person or persons Amenable to the British laws for crimes 
commiit«d in the British possessions should take reruge in any of my villages, 
I engage to seize and deliver over such offenders to the BritJsh QovefDiaent, 
and not to permit their escape from my pusMssione.

' Having presented a statement and list of the villages in my possession, 
iind having obtained a Sunnud for the same, I therefore promise and engage 
that if amoDgbt the villages enumerated and stated by me, any village the 
property of any other peraon shall be found and the right to the same jiroved, 
or it shall apppar that daring the government of Ihe Nawab Ally Bahadooc 
the said village or villages were not in roy possession, I bind myself to abide 
by whatever the British G-overnmenl shall be pleased to direct, and obey the 
same implicitly.

Whereas Oopaut Sing of the Boondellab caste and Baha^inr Sing of the 
Purhar sect have rebelled against the British Oovemment, and have plundered 
and carried their outrages into the villages granted by the British Oovemment 
to the Uajflhs Bukht Sing and Kishore Sing ; I therefore engage and promise 
not to give the above rebels shelter or protection in any part of my pOBseMioDs, 
and not to suffer them to pass tlirough my territories to those of either of the 
aforesaid Rajahs or of the British Government ; and if the said men shall 
fither openly or secretly come into my possesfiona, I will by every means in 
my power attempt to seize on and apprehend them ; and if in the execution of 
this engagement I am negligent or step aside from its performance, I agree to 
any responnbility that the British Government may think proper, 

Abticlb 8. 
As tbe villages inserted in the Sunnud now granted by the British Gov* 
enment are my hereditary property descended to me throngb many genera- 
tions, and as I am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself that, after 
having received my Snnnad from the British Government, I will not require 
or ask to be pot in possession of one village amongst the before ennmerated 
villages, nor require from the British Oovemment any aid for their govern- 
ment. 
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Abticlb B. 

I vill appoint on taj part a person from amonget tbose in wlfom Z have 
confidence, who sUnll remain at all times as a vakeel for the transaction of my 
Imsiness in the presence of the representative of the Governor-General in 
Bundeleand ; and if the British representative shall on an; accouot or for any 
faalt be displeased with the above person, I will recall him and send aoother. 

This engagfemeiit, containing nine Articles nnder my seal and signature, 
I have delivered to the Sritish Government, and I promise and bind myself 
strictly to abide by the above stipulated Articles and in no sort deviate there- 
from.

Be it known to all cbowdries, kanoougoes, zemindars, and moknddnmg 
of the tnppas of Sobawal and Rygawn, in the talooks of Doorganpore and 
Birsingpore, in the province of Bundelcund ; that Whereas laul Amaun Sing, . 
one of tiie hereditary Chieftains of the province of Bnndelcnnd, having from 
the period of the annexation of the said province to the territories of the 
Hoaor^le the East India Company invariably observed a friendly condact 
and refrained from every ontrage or any sort of improper conduct, and now 
manifests his wish to be admitted to obedience and submission to the British 
Government and having lately presented an Ikramaooah or obligation of 
allegianoe to the British Government by himself, and requesting a Sunnnd 
confirming him in the property and poBsessioQ of the villages now oocupiei) 
by him ; he therefore enters into the present eogagement, consisting of aloe 
Articles, expressive of his sincere attachment and fidelity to the Government: 
Therefore, and with a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Govem- 
ment, and to the support of his claims as a hereditary Chieftain of tfaia pro- 
vioce, the villages contained in the subjoined schedule, which from ancient 
times have been and still are in his possession, are berehy granted to the said 
Laul Amaun Sing, and tha said villages shall continue in the permanent pos- 
session of the said Laul Amaun Sin» and bis sucoessors. So long as he and 
they shall continue strictly to adhere to the couditions of the Ikramamah, 
and to be obedient and submissive to the British Goverament, the villi^es 
enumerated below shall be confirmed aud continued to him and his heirs, free 
of revenue. 

The cbowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and moknddums of the said vil- 
lages will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective 
Tillages under the authority of the said Laul Amnun Sing; and it is the 
duty of the said Laul Amaun Sing to render his ryots and zemindars happy 
and grateful by the just administration of his government, to devote hia 
utmost ottention to the pioeperity and improvement of the country, and finally 
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to noMun firm id his obedivnoe ukl robnnsnon to tb« British GovernmeDb 
•eoording to hie sevenl Btipnl&ted Articles of Engi^^eiitent. After the saoo- 
tioii of the Right Hononble the OorenioivOenenl in Oonnoil ehall be obtained, 
another Snnnud fligned by tiie Right Honorable th« Govemor-Qeneral will be 
exehaoged for and snbetitated in the place of the present Sunnad granted bj 
the Agent to the GoTemor-Oeneral.

Whereas from the period the ftrovisoes of Baghetcond and Bnndelonnd 
came into tlie possession of the British QoTemment, I, Lal Sew Sing, acknow- 
ledging my dependence to the British Oovernment, place myself id snbmie* 
sion to its officers who may be appointed to the charge of these provinces with 
(he view of confirming my obedience and allegianoe to the British Gorem- 
ilient, 1 now present this obligation containing eight Articles duly signed 
and sealed by me to Major William Henry Sleemao, Agent to the OoTemor- 
Oeneral, hoping to receive a Snnnad oonfiming to me the villages which by 
mboritauoe have come into my possession j I tiierefore promise to adhere to the 
Articles coutained in the obligation and never to depart or deviate from them. 

Aktioli 1. 

I will not in any way oonneet myself with any evil-diiposed persons 
^ther within or withont file provinces at Baghelcnod and Bnndelcnnd, nor 
wilt I afford them shelter, nor allow the families of sn6h peraons to reside in 
ny possessions, nor will I hold any oorrespondenoe with snob persona, nor will 
I enter into any disputes with any of the adherents or servants of the British 
Oovernment, and if on any sabjeot disputes with any of the adherents of the 
British Government shoold arise, I will instantly request the officers of the 
British Government to settle the subject of the dispute, and whatever decision 
Aiay be made I will agree to the same and not deviate from such deoision. I 
farther promise not to retaliate any act of hostility received from another nor 
withont permisraon of the British Government to give myself justice^ and in 
every respect I will be obedient to the British Govercment.

thieves and plunderers to the officers of the Britiah Government, and any 
person who having committed murder in the Britiah territory aball come into 
ray poesesaiona, I will have bim seized and delivertd over to the officers of the 
Britiah Government and will not allow him to escape from my poasessions 
into those of others* 

Aetiolb 0. 

Should any village in the list of the villages in my poanasions whiob 
I have presented, and agreeable to which I have received from the British 
Government the Sunnnd, belong to another person, and it be evident that in the 
name of Nawab Ullee Bahadoor it was not in my posseacion, whatever deoiaioa 
the British Goernment may give I will obey and not offer any exouae. 



As the villages mentioned in my SaBnnd belonged to my ancestors, I 
therefore bind myself on receiving my Sunnnd not to apply to the BriUsb 
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Gavflrnmant to assist me in obtainiDg posseeBion of aQy of them nor to ftid ta% 
in the maiugament of my poeoeesioDa. 



Of mj confidential servant* I will canse one to be always in attend- 
KQce as a Vakeel on tlie officer of the British Government, and if the ofiicer 
of the British OovemmeDt abonid for any fault become offended widi him, I 
will instaatly lecall him and send another peraon in his place. 

This obligation of alliance oontaining eight Articles I have forwarded 
under my own sigoatnre to the office of the British Government, and I bind 
myseU not to depart from it in any way.

Tranalation of a Snnnud granted to Lall Sheo Siko, Bws of 
Bohawul, in the year 18^. 

Be it known to all cbowdrees, canoongoes, temindara, and muknddumn 
of tlte tuppas of Sohawul and Ryegaon in the taloOks of Doorjanpoor and 
Birsingpoor in the piovinoes of Bundelonnd and Bagheloand, that whereas 
tiall Aman Sing, who is one of the hereditary Chieftains of these proviuoes, 
has never rebelled against the Britiah Government, but has invariably remained 
firm in bis allegiance to it, and has obeyed the orders of its officers ; and 
wheceae he has applied for the grant of a Snnnod oonflrmiDg bim in possesaion 
of the Chieftainship, and baa presented an ikrarnamah or obligation of alle- 
gianos to the British Government consisting of sixteen, Articles and dated the 
10th July 1809, corresponding with the l&th Assar Sanie, Sun 1218 F. S. ; 
Upon this » Sannnd, dated ItStb July 1809, corresponding with Slat Asar Sanie, 
Snmbnt 1216 Foslee, was granted to him oonfirming him in the permanent 
poaaeaaionof 2174 villages so long as be and his saoceasors continue atriotiy to 
adhere to the oenditiona of the ikrarnamah and to be obedient and anbmisaive 
to the Britiah Government. Lall Aman Sing enjoyed those villages during 
hia lifetime, and be died m Tuesday, the 8th Haroh I84S, corresponding with 
Fagoon Bnddee Ukadusne, Sun 1848 Foalee, Lall Sheo Sing, the eldest soa 
of Lall Aman Sing, jseaented to the Agent, Oovernor-Oeneral, a new ikrarna- 
mah, oonsisting of e^ht Article* (omitting the 7th Artiele in the ikraroamah of 
Lall Aman Siog as no longer naoessary in the present ciroamataacea) , express- 
ing hia sincere attachment and fidelity to Uie Government, and requesting a 
aaw Sannud confirming him in the property and posse s s i on of the villages now 
occupied by him. GovernmeDt, therefore, acknowledging the right of Lall 
Sb«o Sing, and with a view to the entire aatisfaction of the British Govern- 
nwnt, ana to tiie support of his claims as a hereditary Chieftain of those prov- 
ioGM, the villages contained in the subjoined schedule are hsreby granted to 
tlie said Lall Sheo Sing, and the said villages shall coutiaue in the pernuia<>n( 
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posBassion of the Baid Lall Sheo Sing knd his raooeuon. So long sb he and 
they shall continue to adhere to the conditioita of the ikrarnamah theaa villagai 
shall be confirmed and not reeamed. 

The chowdrees, canoongoee, zemmdais, and mukndduma o£ the said 
vill^M will oontinne acf heretofore to exercise their daties in their reepeetive 
villages under the anthorit; of the said Lall Shao Sing, and it ia the daty of 
the said Lall Sbeo Siog to render his ryots and zetniudars happy and grateful 
by the JQst administration of his Government, to devote his utmost attention 
to the prosperity and improvement of the coantry, aod finally to remain firm 
in bia obedienoe and anbrnission to the British Goveiameat aooordiDg to his 
Mveral stipulated Articles ol engagement.

Tbaitsl^tion of an Iekabhauah or Obligation of Alleqi- 
AurcB presented to Laul Dhooniafut. 

Whereas I, Laul Dhoooiaput, sincerely professing my submission and 
attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my obe- 
dience to the officer appointed to the superintendence of the province of Bun- 
deleand from the period of its first annexation to the British territories; 
and Whereas an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been 
required of me : Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
attachment to the British Glovernment, I have prepared and hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah, containing nine distinct Articles, to Mr. John Bichardson, 
from whom J have received a Suiinud confirming to me all my ancient posses- 
nons in this province ; and I hereby declure that I will saruputously oliserve 
all the Articles contained in the Ikrarnamah, and never evade nor infringe 
any one of tbem. 
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I bent^ CDgAge avni (o oonneet mywU witb Mtr maraiiden or plair 
denn cither within or ost of the provinoe of fioBdeleosa, to afford tbem no 
Hylam, or permit their faratlieB or children to reside in 07 po wo e m om, and 
to abstain from all interoonrse and correapondmce \rith tbem. I fnrther 
tagaft to avoid enterlD^ into quarrels or diapates with the dependants and 
■erYants of the British Oovemmeut ; and if nt any time a diapute should arise 
on aocoont of mehala or villages, or from any other caase, between me and 
any of the Xtajabs and Chiefs of thii pioTinoe in dependaaoe on the Britieb 
GoverBBMut, I a^ree to sohmit snch diapate without delay to the officers of 
the British Goremmeat for tbeir decision, and implicitly to observe and abide 
by whatever deoiaion sbaU be passed upon it, I farther engage to make no 
reprisal on any one (or past injories, nor to seek redress by force tvithoat th» 
permiaeion of the Britiui Governmentj and always to be obedient and submit-' 
sive to the Qovecntnent, 

Articlb 2. 

I eDgage to froard all the passes up the Glials which are sitoated in my 
poBseasions in sneh a manner as to prevent all maraoders, plonderers and «7i\- 
disposed persons from aaoendinff or desceodiug the Ghsta by any of these 
. passes^ and from enteria^ the British territories for the purpose of ezcitin^ 
distarbsnoes ; and if any sirdars of troops abould meditate an invaaiou of the 
Brilisb tsrritories through coy possessione, I engage to give timely notiee 
thereof to the officers of the British Uovemmeut, and to use every pnuticable 
ezertioa to obstrnot their progress, 

Aktiou 9. 

Whenever the British troops ehall have oocasion to aseend the Ghats bj 
any of the passes situated within my possessions, I agree not only not to 
obstmet or impede their progress, but to depute an intelligent person to con- 
duct them by the most oonvenient route, and to fumisb them wiUi tba 
neoeseary supplies and provisions so long as they shall oontiuue within or in 
the vicinity of my possessions. 

Aktiolb 4. 

' If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and tate 
refuge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such person to the 
officers of the British Government immediately on his being demandnd ; and 
if any of my ryots or aemindars abscond and take refuge in the British 
territories, I agree to submit to the principal offioera in Bundelcund a state- 
meat of my oomplaiiit against such person, and to abide by whatever order 
may be passed on the occasion agreeably to the Regulations of the Govern- 
ment, and to take no stt^pa of my own accord to apprehend him. 
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I engage sot to harbour thieves ot robbers in mtj of mj villages; and 
if propertf of merohauts or travellera be etolen or robbed in any of the 
vilugea rabjeot to my autbority, I agree to render the zeciindara of such 
village responsible for the reetitution of the stolen propertj or for the deliver. 
ing of the thief or robber to the officers of the Bntish Oovernment; and 
if any felon or murderer or person or peraone amenable to the Britiah laws 
for erimes committed in the Britiah poesesBions sboald take refnge in any of 
my villages, I engage to seize and deliver over snoh offenders to the British 
Oovernment, and not to permit their escape from my possessioDs. 



Having presented a statement and list of the villages in my ] , 

and having obtained a Sunnnd for the same, I therefore promise and engage 
that if, amongst the villages enamerated and stated by me, any village the 
property of any otlier person shall be found and the right to the same proved, 
or it shall appear that during the government of the Nawab AUee Babadoor 
the said village or villages were not in my poeseesioQ, 1 bind myself to abide 
by whatever the Briti^ Uovemment shall be pleased to direot and obey the 
same implicitly. 

Akticlb 7. 

Whereas Oopanl Sing of the Boondeltah caste has rebelled against ttie 
British Government, and has plundered and carried his ontrages into the 
villain swit«d by the British Qovemmeot to the Bajahs Bukht Sing and 
Kishore Sing ; I therefore engage and promise not to give the above rebel 
shelter or protection in any part of my possessions, and not to soffer him to 
pass through my territories to those of either of the aforesaid Bajahs or of 
the British Qovemment ; and if the said man shall either openly or secretly 
come into my possessions, I will by every means in my power attempt to 
seize on and apprehend him ; and if in the execntion of this engagement I 
am negligmt or step aside from its performance, I agree to any responsibility 
that the British Goveroment may think proper. 

AxTiou 8. 

As the villages inserted in the Sannnd now granted by the British 
Qovemment are my hereditary property, descended to me these many geneia- 
tions, and as I am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself, that after 
having receirad my Bunnnd from the British Government I will not require or 
ask to be put in possession of an^ village amongst the before enumerated 
villages, nor require from the British Government any aid for their govern. 
nent. 

AancLE 9, ' 

I will appoint on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have 
conGdence, who shall remain at bU times as a vakeel for the transaction of my 
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bamnese in tbe presence of the representative of the Oovernoi-Oeneral in Bun- 
delcund ; and if the British representative shall on any account or tor any bttlt 
be displeased with the above person, I will recall him and send another. 

This eng^seement, containing nine Articles under my seal and signatare> 
1 have delivered in to the British Qovemment, and I promise and bind myself 
strictly to abide by the above stipniated Attielea, and in no aoFt deviate there- 
from.

Tbakbiahoh of a STrNNxm granted to Laul DHOONiAFdr. 

Be it known to all ohowdriesj kanoongoes, zemindars, and moknddams 
of the pergunnah of Kotee, in the zillah of Bundelcund, in the province of 
Bundeloond ; that Whereas Laul Dhooniaput, one of the hereditary Chieftains 
(rf the province of Bundelcand, having from the period of the annesatian of 
the said province to the territories of the Honorable the East India Company 
invariably observed a friendly conduct and refrained from every ontrage or 
any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wiah to be admitted to 
obedience and Eubmiseion to the British Government ; and having lately in 
person presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the British 
Government, and requesting that a Sunnud confirming him in the property 
and poseession of the villages now occupied by him ; he therefore enters into 
the present engagement, consisting of nine Articles, expressive of his sincere 
attachment and fidelity to the Government : Therefore, and with a view to 
the entire satisfaction of the British Oovemnient and to the support of his 
claims as a hereditary Chieftain of this proviucn, the villages contained in the 
subjoined schedule, which from ancient time have been and still are in his 
possession, are hereby granted to the said Laul Dhooniaput, and the said 
villages shall eontinus in the permanent posseeeiou of the said Laul Dhooniapnt 
and his successors. So long as he and they shall continue strictly to adhere 
to the conditions of the Ikrarnamah and to be obedient and submissive to the 
Britisb- Government, the villages enumerated below shall be confirmed and 
continued to him and his heirs free of revenue. 

The cbowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddnms of the said 
villages will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective 
Tillages under the authority of the said Laul Dhooniaput ; and it is the dnty 
of the said Laul Dhooniaput to render his ryots and zemindars happy and 
grateful by the just administration of his goverament, to devote his utmost 
attention to the prosperity and improvement of the country, and finally to 
remain firm in his obedience and submission to the British Government accord- 
ing to hia several stipulated Articles of Engagement. 

After the sanction of the Right Honorable the Governor^Oeneral in 
■Council shall be obtained, another Sunnud signed by the Right Hooomble the 
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GoverDor>Generftl will be exchanged for And eabBtitated in tbe place of Um
